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PREFACE. 



Thb opening year of the new century finds London still 
poatnring its system of local government. A great advance has 
taken place in the last years of the nineteenth century, and let 
us hope that the deficiencies and anomalies which remain will 
fioon be removed by other reforms. For more than the first 
half of the century which has now ended London government 
was absolutely neglected. Outside the little area of the old City 
all was chaos ; and as the metropolis grew the confusion in- 
creased. When the towns throughout the country obtained 
reformed government in 1835 London was passed over — left a 
prey to the tangle of quasi-public bodies, which only tried to 
emulate each other in extravagance and neglect. The belated 
reform in local government which has now taken place still 
leaves much to be done in unifying the central government and 
consolidating local duties in the hands of strong Councils, but 
London has ever had to make the most of defective machinery. 
Just as the Metropolitan Board of Works did more than Parlia- 
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ment originally intended, and as the London County Council hach 
exercised more authority and influence than any one expected, 
so let us hope that the new Borough Councils will utilise their 
defective charters to more advantage than we now think 
possible. 

Much depends on the start which they make, on the prece- 
dents which they set their successors. The first Councils have 
the responsibility of carrying out the transfer from Vestrydom * 
and of settling the method of procedure. The difference in 
administration is shown by experience to be more serious than 
was thought. The stringent control exercised over the finances 
of the boroughs is something new in London local government. 
Finance Committees have been given new and unexpected 
powers, and act as a complete check between other committees 
and the Council. The clause, which reads 

" And no order for payment of any sum, whether an 
account of capital or income, shall be made by a Borough 
Council except in pursuance of a resolution of the Council 
passed on the recommendation of the Finance Committee," 

may occasionally involve delay and give the Finance Committees 
plenty to do, but it will bring about effective financial control. 
The official audit of accounts is also entirely new. 
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. The work of remodelling the system of local aclministration 
ifi. already well advanced, and the new Borough Councils 
promise well. They have begun by offering better salaries to 
officials so that they may retain able men in their system. The 
system of allowing clerks, medical officers, and solicitors to 
devote part of their time to private work is stopped, and these

officials paid adequate salaries to devote their whole time to the 
duties of their office. Only in this way can efficient work be 
done. 

In this edition of the LONDOX Manual the work of the new 
Council is fully described, and the complete text of the Act 
under which they operate is reprinted. The book contains a 
complete and popular account of how London is governed, and 
all the information which members and officials of public bodies 
require, and which a householder needs in relation to the work 
of these authorities and his duties as a citizen. This includes 
all necessary facts about the work of the London County 
Council, City Corporation, Boards of Guardians, Metropolitan 
Asylums Board, London School Board, and all the other 
numerous bodies whose work affects the welfare and comfort of 
five million people.

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London local government has been somewhat simplified, and the n\iml>er 
of governing authorities considerably reduced by the establishment of the 
Borough Councils. There are still, however, nearly 400 different 
authorities engaged in the work of public administration. The principal 
authorities are — (1) the London County Council, elected by the parochial 
and Parliamentary electors ; (2) the School Board for London, elejcted by 
the ratepayers ; (3) the Common Council of the City of London, elected 
by City voters ; (4) Metropolitan Borough Councils, elected by parochial 
electors; (5) the Metropolitan Asylums Board, appointed by the Local 
Government Board and the Boards of Guardians to provide Imbecile 
Asylums and Fever Hospitals; (6) the Commissioners of Metropolitan 
Police, appointed by the Home Office to perform functions which everj^- 
where else in England are in the hands of the county or municipal 
authority ; (7) two Sick Asylums Boards, appointed by certain Boards of 
Guardians to make joint provision for Infirmaries ; (8) five School District 
Boards appointed by certain Boards of Guardians to provide joint Poor- 
law Schools ; (9) thirty-one Boards pf Guardians elected by the parochial 
voters to administer the Poor-law. 

To these may be added (10) the Thames Conservancy Board and (11) the 
Lea Conservancy Board, whose jurisdictions extend far, beyond London. 

METROPOLIS MANAGEMENT. 
Development op the Local Goveenment Bodies. 

Until 1855 there was no well-defined " London " except the square-niilc 
City. In the area now known as London, there was no unity whatever ; 
each individual parish was subject to its own individual form of parochial 
administration acquired by series of local Acts of Parliament, with the 
consequence ,that, as between parish and parish, there were anomalies 
everywhere; while of central government there was no reality — the Metto- 
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politau Conmiission of Sewers being only a recent amalgamation of a few 
district commissioners having jurisdiction outside as well as over certain 
parts within the present area of London. 

By the Metropolis Management Act of 1866, however (an Act of 251 
sections), a comprehensive system of local administration was provided for 
the parishes at that time included in the Metropolitan Bills of Mortality. 
The ratepayers of each parish elected a vestry of from 18 to 120 members, 
to whom were added the rector, churchwardens, and in some parishes the 
district rectors also. In twenty-three cases these bodies were adminis- 
trative vestries (included in Schedule A) which were given direct control 
of the local sewers, roads, sanitation, &c. The remaining parishes were 
grouped into fifteen districts (in Schedule B of the Act) under the adminis- 
tration of district boards appointed by the parish vestries. No powers 
were, however, given to the vestries of Schedule B parishes beyond such 
as they might have obtained formerly under local acts, and these non- 
administrative vestries became, in many cases, merely electoral colleges for 
the appointment of the district boards and of the Commissioners ad- 
ministering the adoptive acts. 

At the head of the system was the Metropolitan Board of Works. It 
consisted originally of forty-five members appointed by the City Corpo- 
ration, the twenty-three vestries and the fifteen district boards. 

In the hands of the Board were placed main drainage, street improve- 
ments, street naming, lines of frontage, <&c. But to these, other important 
duties were added subsequently, parks, bridges, fire brigades, Thames 
Embankments, artisan's dwellings, &c. 

Between 1856 and 1888 many changes were made in the details of the 
Metropolis management system — changes that have been in the direction 
of direct representation and the constitution of manageable areas. 
Districts were dissolved ; parishes originally included in districts obtained 
independence and appointed their own representatives on the Metropolitan 
Boanl; and other vestries and districts boards obtained authority to 
appoint additional rei)resentatives. Consequently the Metropolitan Board 
at its dissolution consisted of fifty-nine members, appointea by the City 
Corporation, twenty-seven vestries and thirteen district boards. 

These reforms were followed by further changes, and immediately prior 
to the passing of the London Government Act there were thirty adminis- 
trative vestries (including Woolwich Local Board), having 2,481 members, 
elected ; and forty-four non-administrative vestries havirug- 1,632 vestrymen 
who appointed 619 representatives nii twelve district boards. The franchise, 
too, was extended to that of paroc lial voters. 

A step towards unity of administration was made by the Local Govern- 
ment Act, 1894, which authorised the transference of the administration of 
the Baths, Burials, and Libraries Acts from specially appointed Com- 
missioners to the elected vestries. 
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The City Corporation and City Commissioners of Sewers, al«o were 
left untouched by the system, except in their relation to the Metropolitan 
Board of Works. In 1897, however, the City itself took up the matter of 
the City Commissioners of Sewers,, and their powers were transferred to 
the City Corporation in January, 1896. The City Corporation consists of 
a Lord Mayor, 25 other Aldermen, and 206 Councillors. 

The first step towards the substitution of the system of London Grovem- 
ment for that of Metropolis management was taken in 1889, when the 
directly-elected London Uounlr^ Council took the place of the indirectly- 
eleotea Metropolitan Board of Works, receiving also the administrative 
powers of the County Justices, and new powers under the Local Govern- 
ment Act, 1888. 

The last step taken was the substitution for the Yestries and District 
Boards of Metropolitan Borough Councils. 

What the Act of 1855 ought to have done was accomplished in 1900, 
when vestrydom disappeared aiid Borough Councils took its place, 
bringing about complete unitv in local municipal work. The Borough 
Council have ^eater powers tnan the yestries possessed, as well as new 
dignities to which they could never aspire. The system of administration 
is also vastly improved. 

The effect of all the legislation for the good government of London 
has been that it left far too many local oodies; also that the 
whole system lacks symmetry. The County Council authority extends 
over the City for some common purposes, but not for all ; while the 
City Corporation has jurisdiction within the County of London and 
beyond for markets and ix)rt sanitation, and outside the boundaries of 
London for parks and open spaces. Again, the Metropolitan Asylumi 
Board maintains asylums for imbeciles, training schools for Poor-law 
children, fever hospitals and smallpox ships ; while the County Council 
maintains asylums for lunatics, industrial and reformatory schools, and 
is responsible for dealing with cholera epidemics. Reformatory and truant 
schools are also maintained by the School Board, and cholera ships are 
maintained by the City Corporation which, as the port sanitary authority, 
has authority over the Thames for sanitary purposes, while the Thames 
Conservancy is responsible for the preyention of pollution, and exercises 
general authority over the river for conservancy purposes. 

Local areas vary in size as they do in the character of their governing 
authorities. Wandsworth and Clapham Union has 352,000 inhabitants, 
the Strand Union only 25,000. The largest parish in London — Lewisham — 
contains 5,773 acres ; the smallest — Old Artillery Ground — only 5, or if the 
Cily parishes are reckoned there is St. John the Evangelist witii only f our- 
fiftus of an acre, and Barnard's Inn and Sergeant's Inn with only three- 
fifths of an acre each. 

Considerable difEerences in local government areas still exist under the 
new Act. The new boroughs range in size from Holbom, with 409 acres, 
to Wandsworth, with 9,106; the average area being 2,650 acres; the 
population varies between 50,377 in Stoke Newington and 336,764 in 
Islington, and the ratable value between £322,504 in Stoke Newington to 
£5,0^2,720 in Westminster.

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THE COST OF LONDON GOVERNMENT. 

The total cost of London Grovemment is £13,391,379 per annum, equal to 
£3 per head of population, or 7d. M>. in the pound of ratable value. The 
whole of this does riot fall on rates : there are receipts from rents, fees, &c., 
amounting to £1,391,381, appropriations from Imperial taxation £1,^^,826, 
and local indirect taxes £77o,333, consisting^ chiefly of the liceifce duties 
collected by the Inland Revenue Commissioners (£451,969) and market 
dues and tolls (£164,280). The balance provided by rates is £10,433,767 
which is equivalent to a rate of 68. V)d. in the poimd. In the total amount 
of money they spend, the County Council and the School Board, the 
Poor-law Guajdians and the Sanitary authorities are nearly equal. The 
Sanitary authorities (Vestries, District Boards, &c.) spend £2,884,860, or, 
with the addition of amounts spent on those Baths, Libraries and Cemeteries 
which are still in the control of Commissioners, £3,037,344, 23 per cent, of 
the total expenditure of London. Next come the Poor-law authorities 
with an expenditure of £2,001,027, 16 per cent, of the total ; the School 
Board with £2,402,961, 18 per cent. ; and the County Council with 
£2,240,126, 17 per cent, of the whole. The Metropolitan PoKce cost 
£1,626,794, considerably more than half the cost of all the services 
performed by the Countv Council. The expenditure of the City Corporation 
on services other than those performed by them as the sanitary authority 
of tiie City amount to £786,351, of which, however, only £88,243 is borne on 
the rates. The parish overseers spend £179,908, and minor bodies, such as 
churchwardens, market trustees, &c., bring up the total expenditure to 
£13,391,379. 

These are the amoimts spent by the various authorities on their own 
services : they are not the amounts which the same authorities have to 
provide — for, apart from receipts from fees, rents and other sources, thei-e 
IS in London a complicated system of equalisation by which no less than 
£2,649,494, equal to 39^ per cent, of the local expenditure is pooled, and 
distributed ratably over the whole county area. The result is that 
although 60 per cent, of all the rates are required for local services, only 
to per cent, remain a purely local charge, 20 per cent, bein^ levied'equally 
over the whole county along with the 60 per cent, required for central 
services. The effect of equalisation is most clearly seen in individual 
parishes — ^thus Bow gained Is. 6id. in the pound, RatclifP 1«. 7i(i., 
Limehouse 1«. 8cZ., MDe End Old Town Is, IIW., Bethnal Green 2«. i\d,, 
and St. George-in-the-£ast 38. 2id. On the other hand, St. George's, 
Hanover Square, contributed 10^(2. in the pound, St. James 10)(2., and the 
City Is. 2}a. in the pound, yet even with so much equalisation the rates 
are still very unequal, varying from 5«. 4d. in St. James's, Westminster 
to 8«. \0d, in Bow* 

A very large proportion of the total expenditure of the local authorities 
s for interest and repayment of debt ; it amoimted in 1898-9 to £2,702,688, 
equivalent to Is. h%d. in the pound. 

The total debt secured on the rates of London on March 31, 1900, 
amounted to £46,268,871, to which should be added the debt of the Cii^ 
Corporation, secured on its estates and revenues, amounting to £9,202,974 
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making a total debt of £55,471,845 in all. The CoTintY Gouncil debt is 
over £23,000,000, the School Board debt over £10,000,000, the A^rlnmB 
Board debt over £2,250,000, the debt of the other Poor-law authorities 
over £3,500,000, while the debt of the local municipal authorities amounts 
to about £7,000,000. 

The chief financial authority in London is the County Council, whose 
stock on the market commands prices very near approaching^ those of 
Government consols. The total amount of stock issued is £40,500,000. 

LONDON AREAS. 

The name London was formerly only applicable to the City with an 

area of a little over one square mile, and the outside districts grew up 

without any homogeneity and without a common name imtil 1855, when 

they became officially known as the Metropolis. This area became in 1889 

the administrative County of London, 118 square miles in extent, and as 
such includes the City in which, however, certain services are performed by 
the Corporation which are in the rest of the county performed by the 
County Council. 

The Connty of London had in 1896 a population of 4,433,018. This 
total has now been slightly altered by the changes in boundaries carried 
out under the new London Government -A ct. The chief alterations are 
the inclusion in the county of part of South Homsey and the loss of 
Fenge, which was more populous than the annexed areas. Greater London, 
or the Metropolis under the Metropolitan and the City Police includes 
the whole of the Counties of London and Middlesex and part of the 
Counties of Kent, Surrev, Essex, and Herts. It is made up of aU parislves 
of which any part is within eleven miles of Charing Cross, or of which the 
whole is witmn fifteen miles of Charing Cross. It is ^3 square miles in 
extent and contains a population of close on 6,000,000^ The Metropolitan 
Water area is 620 square miles in extent and comes nearest to Greater 
London in point of size. But it differs from Greater London very con- 
siderably and is very irregular in shape. Northward it stretches as far as 
Hertford, twenty miles away, while in the north-west it contracts to the 
county boundaiy at Hampstead. The Metropolis, for criminal jurisdiction 
— ^the district of the Central Criminal Court— is not identical with the 
police area : it contains an area of 420 square miles, and a population of 
5,300,000. The Connty Court and Police Court areas do not correspond 
^th any of these, or with each other. 

Post Office London has no relation to municipal or any other boundaries, 
but has its own limits, which may be curtailed or extended by the Post- 
master-General. The accompanying map indicates the variations in areas 
for different purposes. 
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Tor Parliamentary purposes London is divided into 08 donstituenciefe, with 
one member each, except the City, which returns 2 members. (West Ham 
is sometimes included!^ in Parliamentary London, making 60 divisions.) 
The total electorate at last election, October 1900, was 592,^. There were 
no contests in the City, Brixton, Dulwich, Hampstead, Holbom, Kensington, 
Lewisham* Norwood, Paddington (S.), Strand, Wandsworth, and Wool- 
wich. In the contested boroughs the Conservatives polled 177,063 votes, 
and the Liberals 124,214 (Socialists 2,558 and Labour 6.157). The results 
of the last and four previous elections in London were as follows :— ' ^

not above suspicion. It was opportunely abolished, and in its place a 
really representative Council created. London was made a County, and 
the jurisdiction exercised by the county justices of Middlesex, Kent, and 
Surrey, within the area, governed by the Metropolitan- Board of Works, 
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ceased. For certain purposes the City was absorbed with the rest of the 
Metropolis. 

The CoTincil consists of 118 elected representatives — two from each 
Parliamentary division and four from the City — and 19 Aldermen. Th© 
Council election takes place in March, every three years. The Aldermen 
are elected by the Council for six years — 9 retiring at the end of one 
triennial x>eriod and 10 at the end of the next period. 

The Council has a Chairman, a Vice- Chairman, and a Deputy- 
Chairman. Originally the Deputy- Chairman was a paid official, the 
chief of the staff, although a member of the Council. The Clerk of the 
Council now combines the administrative functions of the former Deputy- 
Chairman with the duties of the clerk. 

The first Chairman of the Council was Lord Eosebery. He was 
succeeded by Sir John Lubbock. Lord Rosebery returned to the Chair 
for a few months after the election of the second Council, and was 
followed by Sir John Hutton, who held the position until the election of 
the third Council. 

Sir Arthur Arnold was Chairman from March 1895 to March 1897. 
Since that date the Chairmanship of the Council has been an annual 
office, held by Dr. W. J. Collins, Mr. T. McKinnon Wood, Lord Welby, 
and Mr. W. H. Dickinson, who is the present Chairman. The first 
Deputy- Chairman was the late Mr. Firth, who had long been associated 
witn the reform of London government. He was followed bv Alderman 
Haggis, who also died in office. Mr. W. H. Dickinson was tne last paid 
Deputy-Chairman, and occupied the position four years.

The duties of the chief Departments, and the vast ranffe of work which 
the Council discharges are described in the articles which follow, 
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RESULT OF COUNCIL ELECTIONS. 

The first election took place on January 17th, 1889. There was a brisk 
contest, and out of the 118 seats the Progressives secured 73. Two ladies 
were elected — Lady Sandhurst for Brixton, and Miss Jane Gobden for Bow. 
They did good work on the Council for a time, and might have remained 
on it ; but as it was doubtful whether the Act allowed women to be elected. 
Sir Walter De Souza and Mr. Beresford-Hope put the law in operation and 
had them removed. Mr. Beresford-Hope then secured Lady Sandhurst's 
seat in Brixton without a contest. Miss Cons, who had been elected an 
alderman, retired in face of this legal decision. 

The second election took place in March 1892, when 83 Progressives were 
returned and 35 Moderates. At the third election the parties were equal. 
69 Progressives and 69 Moderates. At the last election the Progressives 
return^ 70 and the Moderates 48.

THE HOUSING OF THE WORKING .CLASSES. 

The County. Council inherited a number of cleared sites from the Metro- 
politan Board of Works for the erection of Dwelling-houses for the 
Working Classes. As the sites were not in desirable situations, no suitable 
offers for the land were obtained. The Council therefore undertook the 
work of building itself. It has can-ied tlirough a number of other housing 
schemes, one of which, the largest ever attempted in London or elsewhere, 
is in the Boundary-street area, Bethnal Green. The cost of purcliasing 
the land and insanitary property, covering an area of fifteen acres, and of 
laying out new streets, &c., including credit for the value of the land 

for housing purposes, amounts to £'282,263. The number of people un- 
housed was 5,719. T^he area is now rebuilt. The Council has carried 
out several smaller housing schemes. 

At the present date the Council (jwns completed dwellings atfording 
accommodation for over 11,(XH) persons. A Housing Department has been 
created for the management of the dwellings. 

The Boundary Stkekt Area 11e-Building Scheme. 

The largest clearance scheme yet undertaken by a municipality is that 
carried out by the C^ounty Coimcil in Bethnal Green, in what is known as 
the Boundary-street area, whicli was formally oihmhmI liy the l*riiicc of 
Wales in March last. Here tifteen acres of slums were cleared, at a 
cost of £282,263. The number of i)eople unhoused was 5,719, and the 
new dwellings provided on the area aUbrd accommodation for 5,*^. 
In addition, 144 persons have been i^rovided for in cottage dwellings 
on the Goldsmiths'-row site, close by the area, making a total of 
5,524, and only 195 less than the number displaced. T^he area is 
now built over, and the houses are all fully occui)ied. A small garden, 
raised in terraces, occupies the centre of the area, and wide, handsome 
streets radiate from this central point. The area contains two Board 
schools, and for the use of the tenants baths and laundries have been 
provided. Shops have been erected on the ground floor of the principal 
street, and in the rear of some of the blocks workshops have been 
provided. No better houses, as regards construction, can be found 
anywhere in London than these municipal artisans' dwellings in Bethnal 
Green. The buildings go beyond the requirements of the present 
Building Act, and anticipate improvements and conditions which no 
doubt will soon be introduced into the law. The cost of the dwellings 
compares very favourably with the cost of other dwellings erected by the 
Peabody and Guinness's Trusts, and the estate as a whole has been carried 
to completion without any charge falling upon the County Rate in respect 
of the new buildings, which (with the exception of two blocks) have been 
designed in the Housing Branch of tne London County Council's 
Architect's Depai-tment. 

The MILL13ANK Scheme. 

Another important housing scheme is being can-ied out by the Comicil 
on what is known as the Millbank Site. Under Part 1X1. of the Housing 
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Act the Council purchased from the Goyemment, in 1893, about eight 
acres of land, a portion of the site formerly occupied by the Millbank 
Penitentiary. The purchase price was £2,^00 per acre. Upon the site, 
which is rectangular in shape, having an approach road from Earl- 
street on the north, and Causton-street on the south, and the Council is 
erecting seyent^en blocks of dwellings, which will provide accommodation 
for 4,4^4 persons. Several of the blocks have been completed and are 
occupied. As in the Boundary-street scheme, a feature of tiie estate will be 
the provision of a central garden. The estimated cost of the scheme Gand, 
buildings, road making. &c.) is £270,000. 

Other Schemes. 

In January, 1900, the Council decided to purchase, under Part III. of 
the Act, an estate of 38i acres at Tooting, known as the Totterdown 
Melds site, at a cost of £45,000, on which to build workmen's dwellings. 
On the site the Council will provide accommodation for about 8,(X)0 
persons, in cottages. The cottages will be so constructed as to provide for 
two families each. They will each consist of two self-contained tene- 
ments, one of two and one of three rooms. Separate gardens will be 
provided for each tenement, and on an average not less than 30 cottages 
will be built to the acre. The rent of the tenements will average about 
7s. 6d. per week. The total cost of the scheme is estimated at £4^,000. 

In November, 1900, the Council, in accordance with its powers under 
the Housing of the Working Classes Act, 1900, wnich amends 
Part III. of the Act of 1890, agreed to a scheme for the provision of 
working-class dwellings outside the county bounds. The site is one of 
about 31 acres, and i^ purchase involves an expenditure of £20,000. It 
lies on the western side of London-road, running from Streatham to 
Croydon, and about a quarter of a mile from, the county boundary. The 
frontage is about a quarter of a mile distant from the Norbury station 
on tUe London, Brighton and South Coast Railway Company's line from 
Brighton to Croydon. The Croydon CoTXK>ration obtained powers in the 
last session of Parliament to construct an electric tramway from Croydon 
to the county boundary. A tramway service, therefore, will be established 
in the course of the next two years along the main road, which will give 
direct access to Thornton Heath and Croydon on the south, and also to 
the taumway system belonging to the Council on. the south side of the 
river, so soon as the Council forms a connecting link with the new line. 
A part of the land is being used for the purpose of brick-making, and the 
plant in connection therewith will be taken over at a valuation by the 
Council. It is anticipated that the cost of this machinery could easily be 
recouped in the manufacture of the bricks. The plan for developing the 
estate provides for the erection of 651 single cottages of three, lour, and 
five rooms each, and of 211 double cottages, each containing tenements of 
two and three rooms. There will be two roads 45ft. in width, planted 
with trees, and subsidiary roads 40ft. in width will also be formed. 
Provision for a small open space dividing the site is also made. It is 
estimated that about 5,800 persons will be accommodated on the site, or 
196 persons per acre, and the average number of cottages per acre will be 
about 25. The rents proposed to be char^-ed are approximately as 
follows : — Single cottages, tiuree rooms, 7s. to Ps. ; double cottages, three 
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rooms, 6b. 6d. ; two rooms and small kitchen, 6s. ; four rooms, 9s. 6d. ; and 
five rooms, lis. to lis. 6d. 

In December, 1900, the Oonncil decided to purchase a site in the 
Holloway-road and Wedmore-street, Islington, about li acres in extent, 
at a cost of £12.500 for the erection of workmen's dwellings under Part 
III. of the Act. Plans have been submitted showing the block of 
dwellings, affording accommodation for 1,060 persons in five one-room 
tenements, 140 two-room tenements, and 80 three-room tenements, all self- 
contained, and can be erected without a charge upon the county rate. 

In addition to the foregoing, the Council has undertaken the following 
schemes, under the 1890 Act :—

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of its work. The cost of the 
Department last year was over 
into sludge, which is shipped fifty 
miles to sea. Six sludge ships are 
kept constantly at work night and 
day carrying away this sludge. The 
result of the many improvements 
introduced in recent years, and the 
ie215,000. The sewage of part of 
Willesden, Hornsey, South Hom- 
sey, Tottenham, and parts of 
Willesden, Acton, Beckenham, and 
Croydon, is received into the Metro- 
politan system, and dealt with by 
the County Council. 

The disposal of the sewage of 
over five million i3eople, carried 
on by the Department, is a 
colossal undertating. A vast 
organisation is constantly em- 
ployed in pumping and deodorising 
about 60,000,(X)0 tons of sewage a 
year, until it is transformed either 
into a clear innocuous effluent, 
which flows into the Thames, or 
extension of the outfall works, has 
been to purify the Thames to the 
greatest possible extent under pre- 
sent circumstances. The length of 
the main intercepting sewers in 
London is 87^ miles. The North 
and South sewage systems are dis- 
tinct, the sewage coming from the 
North being dealt with at Barking 
outfall woAs, and that from the 
South at Crossness. The precipi- 
tation channels at Barking Creek 
occupy 18f acres, and those at Cross- 
ness 9i acres. 

^ During recent months the Coun- 
cil has directed its attention to the 
necessity for enlarging the main 
drainage system of the metropolis. 
The present system, in its main 
features, was adopted about forty 
years ago, but owing to the enor- 
mous ^owth which has since taken 
place in the population of London, 
new sewage accommodation has 
become imperative in order to reduce 
the number of discharges into the 
Thames in times of rainfall. A 



scheme, involving an expenditure of 
£2,940,000, was submitted to the 
Council and agreed to in December, 
1899. The work will take about 
seven years to carry out. 

Bridges, Tunnel, and Ferry. 

The Blackwall Tunnel, the 

freatest engineering work of the 
ind ever constructed, was opened 
by the Prince of Wales in May, 
1897. It ^oes from Blackwall on 
the north side to Greenwich on the 
south. It is 6,200ft. in length and 
24ft. Sin. in internal diameter. The 
chief feature as an engineering 
work, was in boring under the river, 
accomplished by means of a shield 
forced forward by hydraulic pres- 
sure, and operated unaer compressed 
air. The total cost of the tunnel 
was £1,400,000, of which £340,000 
was for the acquisition of propertj', 
and £50.000 for making approaches. 
The Bridges over the Thames, 
except London and Tower Bridges, 
are under the control of the 
Council. The Woolwich Free 
Ferry is also under the Depart- 
ment. A new bridge is now being 
constructed across the Thames to 
replace the old Vauxhall Bridge, 
the first iron bridge across the river, 
which had become in a dan^rous 
condition. The designs are by the 
Council's Engineer, Sir A. Bmnie, 
and the cost will be £390,000. 

The Highgate Archway,, recon- 
structed at a cost of over £25,000, 
was opened to the public last year. 

New Tunnels. 

The Council is constructing two 
tunnels under the Thames below the 
Tower Bridge. The first is a foot- 
passenger tunnel, connecting^ Poplar 
with Greenwich, and will cost 
£101,000. The other tunnel will ^ve 
communication between Rotherhithe 
and North East London. Here pro- 
vision will be made for vehicular 
traffic, and possibly tramways. It 
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will involve an expenditure of two 
million pounds.

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PARKS AND PLEASURE GROUNDS. 
Parks Department of the County Council : Regent Street. 

One of the most interesting features of tlie work of the London County 
Council and certainly the one most appreciated by all classes, is the care 
and development of the parks and open spaces of the metropolis. ** Our 
wilderness of houses," as Frederic Harrison has it, would be a dreary place 
indeed, were it not for the bright green parks and breathing spaces which 
stud the great and crowded city. The task of providing " gardens for the 
gurdenless" has been taken up by the London County (^ouncil with con- 
siderable enthusiasm. The old MetropoHtan iioard of Works did much in 
this matter, but the County Council has done more. The Council was quick 
to recognise the fact that if the gi'owing city was to be kept healthy, it 
would require more " lungs," especially in the crowded districts. No oppor- 
tunity has been lost of securing parks for the people, and during the last 
ten years the acreage of London's municipal parks and recreation grounds 
has been almost doubled. 

But the Council has done more than expand the pleasure grounds. It 
has added fresh delights to the parks and has made them models both for 
the diversity of the pleasures provided, and for the special consideration 
given to the children. 

AU the London parks have characteristics of their own. What charm, 
for instance, there is in the famous sub- tropical gardens of Battersea Park, 
once the scene of swampy marshes and rowdy orgies. The gardens were 
laid out thirty years ago by an old park superintendent, and they are 
sheltered from the keen east winds by artificial banks ; on the coldest day 
it is comparatively warm here. Besides being a source of pleasure they are 
made a means of education, and the Council has found a corner for students 
to pursue their studies in connection with technical education. In this 
park an Alpine garden may also be found, with snow plants, and other of 
nature's gems found on snowclad peaks. 

The Council has only introduced the artificial where artificial was 
needed. It has always wisely left undisturbed as far as possible the 
natural beauties of the parks. Bostall Wood, which the Council secured 
with the co-operation of the local authority in 1895, needed no embellishment. 
It would be diflB.cult to find a more delightfully wild and wooded spot with 
its entensive stretches of pine, larches and birches, its thick undergrowth 
of holly and its gorges. N^o wonder that the municipal woods with the 
adjoining common and heath is such a favourite picnicing ground for the 
dwellers in South London. 

Brockwell Park, too, depends for its beauties on its natural park-like 
aspect. The Council has done well in leaving undistiirbed the long 
stretches of undulating lawns, dotted here and there with forest trees. 
Gray flower l)eds and stately palms would be out of place in such a spot. 
Nature has only been assisted by the introduction of severcil little lakes 
spanned by quaint rustic bridges, and varied by waterfalls. But jierhaps 
the chief feature of the Brockwell Park is the fine old English garden - 
such a garden as one would expect to liiid tucked away in an old-time 
estate. The garden is walled in on all four sides, but the walls are thickly 
covered with roses, so that no bareness offends the eye. Inside the 
garden is laid out in the old-fashioned formal style, solely with old- 
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fashioned flowers. All the other parks and open spaces enjoy some 
distinct feature, or some interesting historic associations. Waterlow 
Park, the gift of Sir Sidney Waterlow, contains a house which has many 
historic connections with notabilities of Charles II.'s time. Finsbury 
Park, centreing on the site of the old Homsey Wood house, must at one 
time have been part of the Middlesex forest. Tooting Common recalls Dr. 
Johnson's aasociations with the spot and the Thrale family, the gardens 
on the Chelsea Embankment bring to mind Carlyle and Eossetti, and so 
on through the list of municipal parks. 

The London municipal parks are also noteworthy for the diversity of 
the amusements thev provide. A feature which was introduced at the 
suggestion of Lord Meath was the exhibition of birds and animals, and 
aviaries are tx> be found at Battersea, Brockwell, Clissold, Dulwich, 
Pinsburv, Ravensconrt, Southwark, Victoria, and Waterlow Parks. 
Before Lord Meath*s suggestion was made, the only animal life in the 
parks consisted of a few water fowl at three of the parks. The Council 
has so improved on this department that skilled attendants are employed 
to look after the live stock. Deer are to be found at Battersea, Victoria, 
and Clissold Parks, while at several other parks homes have been provided 
for goats, guinea pigs. etc. 

Nor are sjwrts neglected. ^ Special gymnasiums^ for children have been 
placed in most of the principal parks, and at Victoria and Southwark 
Parks and Meath Gardens huge sea-sand pits have been provided for 
the enjoyment of the children. Provision is made for the playing of 
bowls, cricket, croquet, football, hockey, hurling, lacrosse, lawn tennis, 
quoits, and even golf. In the winter months the Council uses every pre- 
caution for the securing of good skating surfaces on the lakes; and in 
the summer time boating and bathing afe encouraged. The Council has 
also earned considerable popularity by insisting that reasonable tariffs 
shall be charged at all the refreshment nouses in the parks. 

The Council is responsible for the maintenance of 43 parks and 
recreation grounds, covering an area of 2,600 acres; but, in addition, 
London enjoys the advantage of the ten City commons, the forest at Epping, 
and parks on the outskirts of the metropolis, which are maintained by 
the Uity Corporation out of " City cash ' . and the funds derivable from 
metage on ^^in. In addition, there are the half-dozen magnificent Royal 
parks ; while, scattered throughout London, are numerous small green 
spots, maintained principally by the local authorities. 



When the Council came into 
office in 1889 it had under its con- 
trol 43 parks and open spaces, with 
a total of 2,578i acres, and an 
outdoor permanent staff of 278, 
while at the present time it has con- 
trol of 19 parks, 33 gardens, and 
37 open spaces, a total of 89 places, 
having an extent approaching 4,000 
acres, and a permanent staff of 781 
men, while temporary men varying 
in number from 100 upwards, are 
employed upon improvement, works,

Games. 

During a season about 1,120 Cricket 
Clubs have sent in applications for 
cricket pitches. Tnere are 386 
pitches per week to be allotted. 
About 14,500 games of cricket are 
played during the year. There are 
466 Tennis Courts at the various 
parks and open spaces, and some 
4.5,000 games are played in the 
season. 

Football is played from October 
Ist to March 31st, and the number 
of games is oyer 8,000. There 
are 45 ponds suitable for Skating, 
with a total water area of 68 acres. 

Golf is played at Blackheath, 
Tooting, Streatham, and Clapham 
commons, Lacrosse at Hampstead, 
Blackheath, Clapham Common, and 
LadywelJ Recreation Gromid. 
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There are no special days for play- 
ing, with the exception that the 
Grolf Club at Blackheath does not 
play on Wednesday and Saturday 
afternoons owine to the number of 
schools on the Heath. At Streat- 
ham and Clapham golf is restricted 
to noon during the winter months, 
and ten o'clock in the summer 
months and on all Saturdays, ex- 
cept at Tooting, where ^lay is 
allowed till 11 a.m. Quoits are 
played in six places. It is not 
found necessary to ballot for golf, 
lacrosse, or quoits, as the number 
of applications is not in excess of 
the ground available. 

There are Bowling-^eens at 4 

places — Battersea, Chssold, Fins- 

>ury, and Dulwich parks, and Clap- 

' lam Common, and others are being 

formed elsewhere. 

Boating. 

Boats are kept and let for hire to 
the public at Battersea, Victoria, 
and Finsbury parks. The maximum 
charge for boats is as follows : Is. 
per hour for boats containing one 
or two persons, and 6d. per person 
extra for every occupant beyond 
two. At Victoria and Battersea 
parks no boat can be let out before 
2 p.m. on Sundays, and at Finsbury 
Park not at all. 

Bicycling. 

Cycling is allowed on all carriage 
roads. Bicycles can be hired at 2s. 
an hour {Is. for all hours after first) 
at Battersea and Finsbury Parks. 

Gymnasiums.

The management of the large 
estates belonging to the (bounty 
Council devolves on this Depart- 
ment. The estate consists of lands 
acquired in connection with improve- 
ments, public works, and clearance 
schemes. About 4'100,000 a year 
is received in ground rents, and a 
large sum from the tenants of pro- 
perty acquired for clearance purposes 
or from new artizans* dwellings. 
The rents of the new dwellings are 
collected by this Department ; the 
rents of other premises by the Comp- 
troller's Department. The Valuers 
also buy property, which is con- 
tinuaUy being required for the 
Council's objects. They value pro- 
perty which is bought under 
schemes for the Housing of thePoor, 
dispose of surplus land or property 
which the Council may no longer 
require, act as a central advisory 
assessment authority, manage the 
small holdings which the Council 



owns, and carry out numerous in- 
vestigations for various committees.

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WORKS DEPARTMENT. 

The London County Council's Works Department has been in existence 
now for .seven years, and during that period has executed work of the 
total value of £883,232. The total final estimate of the work was 
£838,642, or a balance of cost above final estimates of £44,589. On the 
other hand, there is a favourable balance in the jobbing works. The 
scheduled value of the works executed under this head during the 
existence of the department was £127,154, whereas the actual cost of the 
work was £118,529, or a balance of £8,624 in favour of the Department. 
Prior to the establishment of the Department the actual cost of jobbing 
works executed was £72,000. 

Even before the establishment of the Works Department the Council 
had executed works without the intervention of the contractor. But in 
1892 there came a crisis in the relations between the Council and con- 
tractors, which had for some time past been strained, and the Council, on 
the 22d November, 1892, resolved tx) establish a Works Department on a 
permanent basis. 

The Department began executing work in February', 189J>, and the first 
list of completed works was reported to the Council on February 6th, 1894. 

The Department became the subject of much contention, and owing to 
certain irregularities which were discovered in 1896, but which did not 
result in pecuniary or other personal advantage to any one, a drastic 
investigation was held by a Special Committee of the Council, assisted by 
two assessors — an architect and an accountant. Several officers were 
dismissed, and the Department reorganised. It is now supervised by a 
Sub-committee of the Finance Committee, of which Mr. Alfred Hoare is 
Chairman. 

The procedure is that the Works Manager reports on estimates sub- 
mitted to the Council by the various Committees, and if he is satisfied 
with the estimates which have been prepared by the Architect or Engineer, 
the Works Department becomes the Council's contractor. If the estimate 
is deemed insufficient, it is referred back to the Council, which obtains 
tenders from contractors. The underlying principle of the whole organisa- 
tion is that the Works Department is regarded by the Committees as a 
contractor. The works in process of execution are supervised by the 
Architect's or Engineer's Departments. The expenses in connection with 
the formation of the Department were ver>' heavj% and continue to be, 
owing to the large clerical staff which has to be maintained to meet the 
requirements of the Government auditor.

During tlie eleven years that the County Council has been in existence 
it has considerably strengthened and improved the Fire Brigade. 

Stations. — Additional fire-engine stations have been established at 
Dulwich, New Cross, Kingsland, Whitefriars, Lewisham, and Pad- 
dington. New stations have been substituted for small and inconvenient 
buildings at Wandsworth, Rotherhithe, Shoreditch, Fulham, Brompton, 
and Islington. A new station to take the place of the Whitecross-street 
station is in course of erection in Kedcross-street, and the existing 
stations at Kennington, Clerkenwell, Hampstead, Battersea. Whitechapel, 
and Greenwich have been very considerably enlarged. Two sub-stations, 
each with a pair of horses, have been established at North-end, Fulham, 
and Lee-green respectively in buildings which have been adapted for the 
purpose, and two sub-stations without horses have been established in 
Battersea-park-road and at North Woolwich respectively. An additional 
river-station has been established at Battersea, and a building has been 
erected there for the accommodation of the staff of the station. Ar- 
rangements are being made for the substantial enlargement and altera- 
tion of several stations, including those at Rotherhithe, Deptford, Old 
Kent-road, Bethnal-grreen, HoUoway, Isle of Dogs. Mile-end, and 
Hammersmith. 

Increased Protection.— The Council in February, 1898, approved a 
scheme for still further increasing the means of protection from fire in 
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London. The scheme provides for the establishment of four additional 
fire-engine stations at West Hampstead, East Greenwich, Lee, and South 
Battersea, in addition to three additional fire-engine stations at Shepherd's 
Bush, Perry Vale, and Streatham, which were decided upon in 1894. 
Sites have been secured in five of these seven cases. The station at 
Shepherd's Bush is in course of erection ; plans of the stations to be estab- 
lished at West Hampstead, East (jrreenwich, and Perryvale have been 
prepared, and it is expected that building will be commenced early in 1901. 
A temporary station has been established at Streatham. The interests in 
property on the site of which the South Battersea station is to be built 
are in course of purchase, and negotiations are in progress for a site at 
Lee. Since the scheme of 1898 was adopted, it has also been determined 
to establish fire-engine stations at Wappmg and East Rotherhithe respec- 
tively. Negotiations for a site in the former locality are in prog^ress, and 

in the latter neighbourhood a site has been secured. 

• 

The scheme also provides for the establishment oF sub-stations with 
horses in 17 localities. In one case (Pengo) the proposal will not be carried 
out, as the area is now excluded from the county of London. Sites have 
been secured at Homerton, Highbury, and P]ltham. Building will soon 
be commenced in the first-mentioned localit}', and plans will shoiiilj' be 
prepared for the stations to be erected in the other two neighbourhoods. 
The Council has obtained statutory authority to acquire compulsorily sites 
for s?tations at Kilbum, Bayswater, and Limehouse, and claims by the 
owners of proiwrty are now being dealt with. In the remaining eases 
negotiations are in various stages of progress. 

The Council has also determined to erect new stations in substitution o*" 
existing inconvenient buildings at Euston, 1'ooting, and Clapham respec- 
tively. The building at Euston will be commenced shortly. In the re- 
maining cases plans will in due course be prepared for the buildings to 
be erected on sites which have already been purchased. 

Appliances. — The number of steam fire-engines has been increased, 
and the life-saving appliances have been improved. Horsed escapes have 
been introduced, and 4^ stations, i.e., all those large enough to accommo- 
date the apparatus, are now provided with these appliances. This has 
enabled about 50 fire-escape stations in the public streets to be discon- 
tinued, the protection afforded by the horsed escapes being much greater 
than obtained with the old appuances. As the alterations determined 
upon at other stations are completed, horsed escapes will be kept at such 
stations. The number of fire-alarms has l^een nearly doubled, and all the 
}X)sts are now being adapted to enable firemen to transmit thereby t^ the 
fire stations telephonic messages, and nearly 1 7,000 additional fire"hydrants 
have been fixed. The river service has been reorganised, and a fire fioat 
containing pumping and propelling machinery' has been built. 

Staff. — The staff "has been increased from i)77 to 1,119. Two additional 
districts have been created, and arrangements for more rapidly mobilising 
men and appliances have been made. At every fire-station where there is 
a horsed escape as well as a steam engine, an additional pair of horses has 
been provided, the total number of horses hired for the service being now 
246 as against 131 eleven years ago. 
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The following table shows the increase made in the stations, staff, and 
appliances of the BrigLuIe during the teu years the Council has been in 
engtence ;—

A contribution of £10,000 is unid b^ the (jovemment towards the 
maintenauce of the Brigade, and the fire insurance companies contribote 
at the rate of £35 per million of the gross amounts insured by them in 
respect of property in London. The amonnt received from the companies 
last year was £Ij2,494. The_ diffierenco between these and other casual 
receipts and the total exuenditiiru is borne by the ratepayers. 

This ereatly-increased strengrth has necessarily inTolved additional 
outlay. The increase of expenditure since 1890 has been gradual, and the- 
dif ference between 18B8 and 1!XK) is shown in the following table :-

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PUBLIC HEALTH DEPARTMENT.

The Public Health Department is the CoxincirB intelligence and execntive 

branch in all matters relating to public health. A Medical Officer was 

appointed«in 1889, and the Department was constituted after the passing 

of the Housing of the Working Classes Act and the Public Health 

(London) Act. The Medical Officer was made the chief officer, and two 

assistant Medical Officers were appointed. The Council, through the 

Department, watches over the administration of the sanitary authorities, 

and has power to act in supersession of any authority making default in 

the performance of its duty. Under the Public Health Act the Council 

makes by-laws relating to the construction of sanitary appliances, the 

removal of nuisances, and other matters relating to health. Under the 

Metropolis Local Management Act the C^ouncil makes by-laws as to the 

drainage of buildings. These by-laws are enforced by the sanitary 

authorities. The Council also makes by-laws for regulating offensive 

trades, and regulations for dairies, milk-shops, etc. It licenses cow-sheds, 

slaughter-houses, and knacker's yards. These by-laws and regulations, 

together with the registration of milk vendors, have hitherto been 

administered by the London County Council, but since the London 

Government Act, 1899, came into operation in November, 1900, this duty 
has devolved upon the Borough Councils. The Count)r Council has, 
however, been given powers of suj^ersession of any sanitary authority 
making default m the performance of its duty in this respect. The duty 
of preventing the enlargement, without the sanction of the Council, of 
premises on which a noxious trade is carried on, and administering the 
provisions of the Dairies, Cowsheds, and Milkshops Orders of 1885-6 and 
1899, still devolves on the County Council, and for the purpose of adininis- 
tering the Order of 1899, which prohibits the sale for numan food of the 
milk of a cow with a tuberculous udder, the County Council employs a 
veterinary ^ surgeon and an assistant. For the other duties a staff^ of 
inspectors is employed. Since 1894 the duty of inspecting and regulating 
common lodging-houses has also devolved upon tne Departiment, having 
been transferred to the Council from the Metropolitan Police. A staff of 
eleven inspectors is employed to carry out this work. The behaviour of 
infectious disease in London is closely watched, and when an outbreak of 
infectious disease involves more than one district, one of the Council's 
Medical Officers investigates the circumstances, with a view to discovering 
the cause of the outbr eak, and to preventing a similar occurrence. The 
Housing of the Working Classes Act imposed considerable work on the 
Department, and more recently the Department has been employed in the 
inspection of theatres. 
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A Court op Appeal to House- 
holders. 

Hoaseholders who have com- 
plained to the local sanitary autho- 
rity with respect to insanitary con- 
ditions, and failed to obtain redress, 
appeal to the Council's Public 
Health Department. Many such 
complaints are received, and in- 
spectors are constantly employed in 
making inquiries concemmg them, 
and communications on the subject 
are addressed to the sanitary autho- 
rity when necessary. 

SLAUGHTER-HOUSES. 

There are no fewer than 398 
private Slaughter - Houses in 
Tiondon. They are licensed by the 
(>ouncil. The licensing meeting is 
held in October. Applications for 
renewals must be accompanied by 
a fee of 58., and a form of notice 
filled up at least fourteen days 
before tne licensing meeting, and 
sent to the district sanitary autho- 
rity, which can raise objections if 
considered necessary. Tne Council 
also licenses the five Knackers' 
Yards which exist in London for 
the slaughter of horses. 

Dairies, Cow-Sheds, and Milk- 
Shops. 

Cow- Sheds are licensed annually 
Ijy the Council. '^Fhere are about 
.*>21 Cow- Sheds in London, and the 
same procedure in licensing them is 
adopted as in the case of Slaughter- 
Houses. Before a new Cow- Shed is 
opened, plans must be submitted 
for the approval of the Council ; 
and similar rec^uirements exist with 
regard to Dairies. The object is to 
see that the milk is kept in places 
where it is not likely to be con- 
taminated by reason of bad sanitary 
conditions, want of ventilation, or 
other causes. All sellers of milk 



are required to be remstered, and 
are liable to a fine of £6 for failing' 
to effect registration. The milk- 
seller must give notice to the 
Borough Council of the district of 
an occurrence of infectious disease 
ujx)n his or her premises. The 
London County Council has in the 
I)ast insisted on the maintenance of 
milk utensils in a cleanly condition 
and the need for due regard being* 
given to the sanitary surfoundings 
of Milk- Shops, and a number of pro- 
secutions have been from time to 
tinie successfully instituted in 
serious cases of neglect to observe 
proper precautions. 

Common Lodging-Houses. 

The Council took over the work 
of inspecting Common Lodging- 
Houses from the Police, and it now 
devolves upon the Medical Officer 
and his staff. There are in London 
542 registered Houses, authorised to 
accommodate 28,620 persons. Any 

?ne desiring to open a Common 
jodging-House must make applica- 
tion to the Council to be registered, 
and he is required to obtain a certi- 
ficate of character, and his premises 
must be approved by the Council.

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IMPROVEMENTS. 

The Comity Council has carried out a number of Improvements and con- 
sidered many others. It completed Rosebery-avenue, an Improvement 
begun by the Metropolitan Board. It constructed the southern approach 
to Battersea Bridge in 1890, and the southern approaches in connection with 
Woolwich Ferry, and executed a number of small Improvements. It 
constructed Culvert-road-bridge, Canterbury-road-bridge, Putney-bridge, 
and part of Church-street, Fulham. It joined with the City Commis- 
sioners of Sewers in widening Sandys-row. and in executing the portion of 
the Improvement from Bishopsgate to Middlesex-street. The total cost of 
Improvements commenced by the Board of Works and finished by the 
County Council was £332,586. and the cost of the Improvements begun and 
finished by the first two Councils was £225,325. 

The third Council, elected in March, 1895, contributed half the cost of 
widening the last portion of Ludgate-hill (£44.960), and undertook half the 
cost of ¥ridening Cheapside at the western end (£77,975), half the cost of 
widening Fleet-street between Ludgate-circus and Salisbury-court 
(£104,750). In May, 1896. it voted £30,000 towards wideninfir the Strand 
opposite the Hotel Cecil. The fourth Council, elected in March, 1898, 
has voted the following amounts towards the cost of widening thorough- 
fares : — Fleet-street at the City boundary £"20,000 ; Nine Elms-lane 
£23,900 ; Lothbury £15,000 : Parliament-street £12,000 ; Lower Thames- 
street £50,000 ; Piccadilly, £30,000.

The total amount voted by the Council from March, 1889, to March, 
1900, in respect of Improvements undertaken by the Council or by local or 
other bodies, was £6,307,665.

The Council has obtained powers in the Session of 1900 to carry out a 
number of other important Improvements. The largest scheme is for 
the construction of an embankment from the Houses of Parliament to 
Lambeth Bridge, to widen certain thoroughfares and to lay out public 
gardens on reclaimed land. The Improvement will entail an expenditure 
of £586,000, of which the local authority will be expected to contribute 
£100,000. The Council is also authorised to widen Mare-street, Hackney, 
at a cost of £576,100, towards which the Hackney Vestry will contribute 
one-fourth ; to widen Goswell-road, Clerkenwell, at a cost of £209,500, the 
Vestries of Clerkenwell and St. Luke contributing £20,000 ; to widen Nine 
Elms-lane at a cost of £160,300, of which Battersea Vestry will contribute 
£15,000. The sum of £52,750 was also voted towards the cost of widening 
the north end of Mansell-street of the northern approaches to the Tower 
Bridge, which Improvement is being carried out by the City Corporation. 

The following improvements will be effected in connection with tramway 
schemes : — To widen Kentish Town-road at a cost of £10,460 ; to widen St. 
John-street, Clerkenwell, at a cost of £79,400 ; to widen Blackstock-road, 
Islington, at a cost of £5,200 ; to widen Archway-road, Islington, at a cost 
of £6,000; to widen Battersea-rise, at a cost of £43,900, the Vestry of 
Battersea contributing £7,500 ; to widen Blackheath-road, Blackheath-hDl, 
and New-road, at a cost of £39,700; and to widen High-street and 
Grardener's-lane, Putney, at a cost of £37,430, the Council bearing £15,000 
of the cost and the remainder being paid by the Wandsworth District 
Board. 

The Council in July, 1900, agreed to appljr to Parliament in the Session 
of 1901 for powers to carry out other important Improvements, as 
follows : —

The Public Control Department of the County Council was created to dis- 
charge some of the duties which the Council took away from the County 

Justices, and to do other work involving regulation and control. The 
Department is purely executive. Of all branches of the Council's work it 
is the one which comes into touch with the public to the greatest extent, 
and in the most varied ways. The diversity of its duties range from 
regulating the feeding of babies to the inspection of dynamite and the 
control of coroners' inquests. Outside the City, it inspects and checks all 
weights and measures ; tests the accuracy of gas-meters, the milk-can and 
the beer-glass; and sees the coal is of correct weight and guaranteed 
quality. It protects us from the danger of fire arising from storage of 
inflammable liduids, and has done its best to secure the safety of petroleum 
lamps — the light of the poor. It extends its protective influences to the 
animal world, and stamps out contagious diseases in horses, cattle, and 
other animals. It inspects houses for babies, carries out the Shop Hours 
and Seats Acts, sees that we get a constant supply of water, and dis- 
charges many other useful duties.

Every weight, measure, or weigh- 
ing instrument used for trade must 
be stamped by an Inspector of 
Weights and Measures. " Use for 
trade " includes use for buying or 
selling, for checking weights of 
goods when payment is made on 
results of such weighing, or for the 
calculation of wages. There are 14 
Inspectors in London, who visit all 
trading premises and street stalls, 
a,nd inspect weighing and measuring 



appliances thereon. Heavy penal 
ties are imposed for the use of un- 
stamped or unjust appliances. In- 
spectors also attend at the offices at 
the times mentioned below, to verify 
and stamp weights and measures 
and weighing instruments brought 
to them for that purpose. 

Metric System. — The Weights and 
Measures (Metric System) Act, 
1897, which came into force on 6th 
August, 1897, makes lawful the use 
in trade of weights or measures of 
the metric system. 

During a year the Department 
tests about two million weights, 
measures, and weighing instru- 
ments, and rejects aoout 400,000 of 
them. More than 50,000 premises, 
shops, and stalls are visited, and over 
a million articles examined. Last 
year legal proceedings were taken 
in about four hundrS cases. Fees 
and fines amount to ^5,000 a year, 
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The Weights and Measures Acts 
do not deal with sJiort weight, except 
as regurds coal, which is referred to 
specially later. 

Sale of Coal.— All coal must 
be sold by weight and not by 
measure. Short weight in deHverv 
incurs liability to a fine of £5. A 
proper delivery note must be sent 
with each delivery of coal exceedin^ar 
two hundredweight. When coal is 
delivered in buli:, the tare weight 
must be marked on the vehicle. 

The Council employs a staff of 
10 officers to inspect vehicles deliver- 
ing or hawking coal in London. 
Premises where coal is sold are 
similarly inspected. 

Fees. — Verifyiujpf and stamping 
fees vary from ^d. tor small weights 
up to 4rf. for weights of 1001b. 
(avoirdupois) ; from Id. to M. each 
for troy and apothecaries' weights ; 



from 2d. for weighing instruments 
of lib. up to lOs. for instruments of 
ten tons or more. 

Measures of length, from Id. to 
*\d.; of capacity (dry and liquid), 
from Id. to 6d. ; of capacity (apothe- 
caries'), from sd. to Is. ; milk-cnurns, 
from 1«. to 2«. 

No fees are charged if the weights 
or measures are rejected as incorrect, 
or because the mode of construction 
is faulty.

The following figiiroH indicate the 
results 4inder the sale of coal last 
year : — Inspections of vehicles, 
J?7,361 ; inspections of premises, 
1,417; infringements of Act re- 
ported, 757. 

Offenders are first cautioned, and 
in about one in twenty of the cases 
legal proceedings are taken. The 
convictions, which in 1890 were 
four hundred and foiiiy-four, were 
last year 37. 

Bread Act.— All bread legally 
must be sold by weight excej)t 
fancy bread. No executive autho- 
rity is appointed by the Act, but 
the Council's inspectors of weights 
and measures are instructed to 
enforce the provisions of the Act as 
far as they can in connection with 
their other duties. Bread delivered 
by carts to purchasers' houBes need 
f)nly be weighed at the request of 
the purchaser, and such bread is 
practically untouched bjr the Act, 
the purchaser almost invariably 
neglecting to make the require- 
ment. It follows tliat bread de- 
livered at purchasers' houses is 
frecjuently seriously deficient in 
weight. 

During last year about 10,000 in- 
spections at bakers' and other pi*e- 
mises were made by the inspectors. 



67 persons were cautioned in writing 
and 161 prosecuted, and in all but 
eight convictions were obtained and 
penalties imposed. 

Fancy Bread. 

The question of what is ** fancy 
bread " is frequently revived in tht 
trade. Some exemption to the re- 
quirement to weigh is reasonable, 
but this obviously should be limited 
to small bread. Conferences were 
held between the Chairman of the 
Public Control Committee, the 
Chief Officer, and Representative 
Bakers, and in the end tne following 
arrangement was agreed upon :— 

1. All sniall bread— I.e., brea^l of 
any material made up in any shape 
or weight of less than one pound — 
shall be deemed to be "fancy 
bread," and need not be sold by 
weight. 

2. All bread made up into loaves 
of one pound or more shall not be 
deemed to be ** fancy bread," no 
matter of what material it is made. 
All such loaves shall be sold by 
weight only, and shall be weighed 
in the presence of the purchaser 
when sold in a shop. 

8. Loaves need not be sold as 
quarterns or half-ciiiartems, but 
may be of any weight the seller 
chooses, provided it is made clear to 
the purchaser what weight the loaf 
purports to be, and that it is not 
less than that weight. 

Weighing Paper with GtOods. 

For some time past there has 
been a growing practice of weighing 
paper with g(X)ds purchased, so that 
the purchaser of lib. often obtains, 
say, less than ir>ioz. of tea and mow 
than ^oz. of pai)er. Thus stated, 
this may seem a small matter, but 
it amounts to a deficiency of nearly 
4 per cent., which means an enor- 
mous loss (probably exceeding half 
a million sterling) to the public in 
the course of a year. The legality 
of the practice has been tested in 
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several ways, and it would appear 
fiom these decisions that fraud 
cannot be charged under the 26th 
section of the Weights and Mea- 
sures Act where paper is weighed 
with goods sold, but that the plac- 
ing of paper on the scales renders 
them unjust within the meaning of 
the 25th section. It is true that in 
the case Lane r. Rendall, in which 
the above decision was given, the 
paper was placed under the scoop or 
weight-pan, but nearly the whole of 
the judgment is against the lawful- 
ness of weighing the wrapping paper 
with the article to be sold. Section 
19 of the Weights and Measures 
Act, 1878, requires that every sale 
of any goods agreed to be sold by 
weight shall be deemed to be by 
imperial weight. It cannot be suc- 
cessfully contended that a sale of 
goods is by imperial weight when 
such goods are not weighed against 
an imperial weight,^ but against an 
imperial weight minus the weight 
of a foreign substance not agreed 
to be sold at all. It is only when 
there is agreement on the part of 
the purchaser that such a transac- 
tion becomes lawful.

Consumers who may desire to 
have their meters tested at one of 
the Council's gas meter testing 
offices, should, before removing the 
meter, give 24 hours* notice in 
writing to the gas company. Meters 
sent to the Councirs offices should 
have a label attached, stating clearly 
the consumer's name and address. 

Petroleum and Petroleum 
Lamps. 

The Petroleum Acts apply to 
liquid mineral products, sucn as 
naphtha, benzoline, etc., which give 
off inflammable vapour at a less 
temperature than 73^ Fahr. W^®'^ 
tested in the manner prescribed, 
petroleum, under the Acts, can only 
be kept in the County of London 
under a license of the CounciL 
These Acts do not fiyply to the 
ordinary petroleum oil (frequently 
called paraffin), such as is burnt in 
lamps, as this does not give off 
inflammable vapour below 73^ Fahr. 

In London there are about 1,100 
licensed premises. 

Application for licenses must be 
mad!e on special forms obtained at 
the Council* s Public Control Depart- 
ment, 6, Waterloo-place, S.W., and 
must be accompanied by a fee of 5«. 
The Council employs five inspectors 
to carry out the Acts. 

Lamps. — For many years past 

gi*eat loss of both life and property 
ave resulted from lamp accidents, 
and with a view to future legijslation 
on the subject, the Council's in- 
spectors have investigated the 
various accidents. A tmrd of the 
deaths at fires in London occur at 
fires caused by lamp accidents. 

Mr. Spencer has produced a com* 
prehensive report on the subject on 
the prevention of petroleum lamp 
accidents, and the Council re- 
commends that only oil of a flash 
point of over 100^ Fahr. should be 
used in lamps. The Select Committee 
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of the House of Commons who 
investigated the snbject for several 
sessions also recommend this. 

Petroleum Spirit for use for 
Motor Cars. 

Petroleum spirit for use for motor 
cars may be kept without a licence 
if the restrictions laid down in the 
Begnlations of the Secretary of 
State under the Locomotives on 
Highways Act are strictly observed. 

Where these regulations cannot 
be observed, or where it is intended 
to also mU spirit for use for motor 
cars, a licence is necessary. 

Carbide of Calcium. 

By ail order in Council, Carbide 
of Calcium (used for the manufac- 
ture of Acetylene-gas) is brought 
under the operation of the Petroleum 
Acts, and, unless in small quan- 
tities, can only be kept under 
licence granted in London by the 
Council. Applications for licences 
must be made on special forms 
obtained at the Council's Public 
Control Department, 6, Waterloo- 
place, S.W., and must be accom- 
panied by a fee of 5«. 

Diseases of Animals. 

The Diseases of Animals Act has 
for its object the suppression of 
contagious diseases in animals. Is 
enforcm by the Department. The 
diseases which came within the 
scope of the Act are glanders, 
cattle - plague, foot - and - mouth 
disease, sneep-pox, pleuro-pneu- 
monia, swine-fever, anthrax, sneep- 
scab, and rabies. ^ The Council's 
outdoor staff consists of 10 Veter- 
inary inspectors who are veter- 
inary surgeons in private practice, 
and whose work under the Acts is 
paid for by fees. There are also 
two inspectors solely engaged in 
connection with the destruction of 
the carcases of glandered horses at 
the knackers* yards. 

Every owner of a glandered i 



horse, or one that he suspects to be 
glandered, must at once ^ve notice 
of the fact to the pohce or the 
Council's local veterinary inspector, 
or he is liable to a heavy penalty.

Controls the mamifactnre, con- 
veyance, and sale of gninpowder 
and all other explosives. Premises 
where explosives are manufactured 
or kept are licensed and inspected 
by the Council's officers. 

Application for registration, the 
fee for which is Is., must be made 
on forms to be obtained of the 
chief officer of the Public Control 
Department, 6, Waterloo-place, S.W. 
Infant Life Protection. 

An Act which came into force on 
Jan. 1, 1898, forbids the keeping for 
hire of more than one infant under 
the age of five years, unless notice 
in writing is given to the local 
authority. This Act is carried out 
by the Department. 

The Council employs four inspec- 
tors to carry out the Acts, two of 
whom, women inspectors, are em- 
ployed in the supervision of regis- 
tered houses. 
Shop Hours and Skats Acts. 

The Shop Hours Acts of 1892-r> 
provide that no person under the 
age of eighteen years may be em- 
ployed in an^ shop, market, stall, 
warehouse, licensed house or re- 
freshment house for more than 
seventy-four hours a week, including 
meal-times. Penalty, £1. A notice- 
card setting out the provisions of 
the Acts must also be conspicuously 
exhibited in every shop where any 
young person is employed, subject 
to a penalty of £2. 

The Acts do not apply to a shop 
where the only persons employed 
are members of the same familv 
dwelling in the building of which 
the shop forms part, or to which 
the shop is attached, or to members 
of the employer's family so dwel- 
ling, or to any persons wholly 
employed as a domestic servant. 
A staff of nine inspectors has been 
appointed, who are making a shop 
to shop inspection throughout 
London. 



«The Seats for Shop Assistants 
Act of 1899 provides that in every 
shop where goods are sold by retail 
and!^ where female assistants are em- 
ployed in such sale seats for the use 
of such assistants shall be provided 
behind the counter or in some other 
suitable position in the proportion 
of not less than one seat to every 
three female assistants. 

Information as to infringements 
of the Acts should be sent to the 
chief officer, Public Control Depart- 
ment, 6, Waterloo-place, who will 
cause the matter to be investigated. 

Coroners and Inquests. 

A coroner must hold an inquest 
on every person whose death has 
been caused by accident or violence. 
He may also hold an inquest where 
foul play is susp)ected, or where a 
medical certificate cannot be ob- 
tained, as in a case of sudden death. 

In cases of sudden, violent, or 
accidental death, the relatives or 
friends of deceased should inform the 
coroner or coroner's officer for the 
district. The death should also be 
registered within five days. Neglect 
to do this incurs liability to heavy 
penalties. 

Subject to any special statutor^*^ 
exemptions, all must, of whatever 
age, when duly summoned, serve 
upon a coroner's jury. Failure to 
attend renders a person liable to a 
I)enalty of £5. 

When a dead body is found, in- 
formation should at once be given 
to the coroner or coroner's officer 
for the district, or to a police con- 
stable. A fee of 5s. for finding a 
body and giving information is paid.

LUNATIC ASYLUMS. 

Asylums Committee : 6. Waterloo Place, S.W. 



The Asylums Committee of the 
County Council is a statutory body. 
It took over the management of the 
asylums from the old County 
Justices, and is armed with large 
statutory powers of its own with 
which the County Council has little 
directly to do. It does not consult 
the County Council upon its expen- 
diture except when a capital outlay 
is involved. It is under the Lunacy 
Commissioners with regard to the 
structural arrangements of its asy- 
lums. Its accounts are audited by 
the Local Grovemment Board, and 
it presents an Annual Report to the 
County Council, giving an account 
of its work. It has power to ask 
Boards of Guardians for any amount 
for the maintenance of lunatics to 
14t8. a head, and the Gruardians have 
no power to criticise or refuse. If the 
Committee only requires lOa. 9irf.per 
head, that is due to internal virtues 
and not to external influences. The 
payment of keeping the insane does 
not necessarily come out of the rates ; 
the Guardians endeavour to recover 
as much as possible from the re- 
latives of the inmates. The manage- 
ment of seven asylums, and the 
maintenance of over thirteen thou- 
sand inmates, is a heavyundertaking, 
which involves an annual expencfi- 
ture of over £440,000 ; the wages bill 
alone amounting to £118,0(X), and 
the commissariat departments cost- 
ing over £134,000 a year. The Com- 
mittee has earned a great reputation 
for its kind and considerate treat- 
ment of the insane and its able ad- 
ministration, which is resulting in 
many economies and increased effi- 
ciency. ^ It has revised the dietary, 
and, with advantage, stopped the 
beer allowance. 
The Committee consists of thirty- 



nine members, and it carries on its 
work through thirteen Sub-com- 
mittees. Every Asylum is visited 
by a Sub-committee every fortnight. 
In connection with the Claybur>' 
Asylum a Pathological Laboratory 
has been erected for stud3dng the 

Eathology of insanity. A separate 
uilding exists at this Asylum for 
receiving private paying male pa- 
tients. Female private patients are 
received at the Manor Asylum, 
Horton. 

The following fig^ures show the in- 
crease of lunacy in London during 
the last nine years, the numbers 
being the certified lunatics on the 1st 
of January every year : —

The accommodation has always 
been deficient, and although a 
sixth Asylum has been completed 
at Bexley it is insufficient to ac- 
commodate the surplus patients, 
and a site of 1,040 acres was 
obtained at Horton, Surrey, on 
which temporary buildings for seven 
hundred patients have been erected, 
and a seventh permanent structure 
for two thousand patients is. also 
being built. Plans are also being 
got out for a working colony here 
for 300 male epileptic patients. 
At the present time nearly 900 
liondon patients are boarded out at 
county and borough asylums. The 
increase of lunacy is not greater in 
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proportion than tlie increase of the 
population. The average number of 
lunatics to the population is 3*5 
per thousand, and the imbeciles are 
1*3, making a total of 4'8 mentally 
defective.

When, in 1892, the County Council began seriously to deal with the 
question of the supply of Technical Instruction under the Technical 
Instruction Acts of 1889 and 1891, a Committee was formed to draw up a 
scheme for London, and this Committee appointed Mr. LleweUyn Smith, 
who was then secretary of the National Association for the Promotion of 
Technical and Secondary Education, to prepare a Report upon the existing 
arrangements for Technical Instruction in London, and to make 
suggestions as to future organisation. 



Origin and Constitution of 
THE Board. 

This Report was published in the 
spring of 1893, and formed the 
basis of the Council's action. 

Availing themselves of the 
powers conferred by the Technical 
Instruction Act of 1889, the Council 
delegated to a Committee all the 
powers conferred upon it bj^ that 
Act. The Committee was called 
the Technical Education Board of 
the London County Council, and 
consisted of thirty-five members, of 
whom twenty were members of the 
Council, thirteen were representa- 
tives of other bodies, and two co- 
opted by the Council. The consti- 
tution of the Board has been 
unaltered since its inception.

The Work of the Board. 

n^he Technical Instruction Acts 
empower a local authority, such as 
the London County Council, to 
supply or aid the supjjly of Techni- 
cal or Manual instruction in Schools 
and other Institutions which are 
within its district or in outside 
districts accessible to London 
students. No aid can be given to 
any School or other Institution 
which is conducted for private 
profit. 

Every Institution receiving aid 
from the Board must be open alike 
to persons of all shades of religious 
opinion, and may not impose any 
religious test whatever. 

'file Board is also pjrevented from 
aiding the education of any persons 
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who are studying in the Standards 
of the Elementary Education Code, 
so that its work may be regarded as 
commencing at the point at which 
the ordinary curriculum of the 
Public Elementary School is sup- 
posed to cease. 

The total amount available for 
the Board's work during the coming 
year is £180,000. This sum marks 
an increase of £10,000 over the 
amount appropriated last year. The 
Board has now nearly reached the 
limit of the Exchequer contribu- 
tion receivable under the Local 
Taxation (Customs and Excise) Act 
of 1890. 

The Board of Education, South 
Kensington, has delegated to the 
London County Council some of 
the powers formerly exercised by 
the central authority with regrard to 
Science and Art instruction. The 
Council has delegated these func- 
tions to the Tecnnical Education 
Board, which now acts as the local 
authority under Clause VII. of the 
Science and Art Directory. The 
exercise of powers under this 
clause has enabled the Board to 
become better acquainted with the 
working of the various London 
institutions and to exercise more 
control oyer the organisation of 
technical instruction. 

Institutions Subsidised by the 
Board. 

The Board has from its com- 
mencement adopted the policy of 
maintaining and developing the 
work of existing institutions in 
London before creating new insti- 
tutions under its own management. 
The most important of all the 
educational institutions which pro- 
vide technical education are the 
Polytechnics; and .the Board has 
devoted itself to consolidating*, 
strengthening, and developing their 
work in such a way as to provide 
the greatest possible facilities in 



every district of the metropolis for 
scientific and technological in- 
struction. 

THE POLYTECHNICS. 

It is estimated that the capital 
invested in these institutions ex- 
ceeds £r)00,000, and that during the 
next academic year the cost of 
maintaining the Polytechnics will 
be about £125,000, while the number 
of students will be about 45,000. 
Towards this sum of £125,000 the 
Board has estimated for the coming 
year a contribution of £38,500. 
About an equal sum is contributed 
by the Central Governing: Body of 
the City Parochial Charities, chiefly 
under schemes prepared by the 
Charity Commissioners, and more 
than £20,000 is contributed by City 
Companies, including the Golcl- 
smiths' Company, the Drapers' 
Company, the Skinners' Company, 
the Leathersellers' Company, and 
the Saddlers' Company. 

The Polytechnics provide in- 
struction in all the ordinary branches 
of Science and Art, in some cases 
with sjjecial reference to its appli- 
cation to Industry, and in many 
branches of Technology, particularly 
the Engineering, Building, and 
Chemical trades. The recognised 
London Polytechnics are :-

Altogether there are now eleven 
of these institutions in London. 

The North- Western Polytechnic 
is the only one of those contem- 
plated in the original schemes of the 
Charity Commissioners which^ has 
not yet been opened. An institute 
of polytechnic rank is now being 
erected at Aldgate under a scheme 
dealing with the Cass Foundation. 
It is hoped that before long it may 
be i>ossible to establish a polytech- 
nic in Hackney. A governing body 
has already been established under 
a scheme of the Charity Commis- 
sioners, and the conduct of the 
trade school at the Hackney Insti- 
tute in Cassland-road has been en- 
trusted to this body. 

The Goldsmiths' Institute is 
maintained entirely out of the cor- 
porate funds of the Goldsmiths' 



Company. The East London Tech- 
nical College (People's Palace) re- 
ceives, under a scheme of the Charity 
Commissioners, acontribution from 
the funds of the City Parochial 
Charities, but beyond this its work- 
ing expenses are defrayed by the 
Drapers* Company out of their cor- 
porate funds. AU the other Poly- 
technics are aided by the Technical 
Education Board, together with the 
Central Governing Body of the City 
Parochial Charities, while some of 
them receive important contribu- 
tions from City (Companies, in par- 
ticular the Northampton Institute, 
towards which the Skinners' Com- 
pany and the Saddlers' Company 
contribute. 

The pioneer of all the Polytech- 
nics was the Regent-street Polytech- 
nic, established by Mr. Quintin 
Hog^ in the old Polytechnic Build- 
ings m Regent-street. As regards 
the number of members, and the 
wide extent of the enterprises con- 
ducted under its auspices, this is 
still by far the largest of the Lon- 
don Polytechnics. The number of 
individual students at this poly- 
technic is considerably over o,0(X), 
and, notwithstanding the fact that 
during the past few years a number 
of new polytechnics have been 
opened, the number of students 
continues to show an increase each 
year. In addition to the educa- 
tional classes, this Polytechnic pro- 
vides, like the other Polytechnics, 
social and recreative facilities for its 
students and members ; but it goes 
far bejond the majority of the Poly- 
technics with its "social side." In 
particular it organises excursions to 
almost all parts of Europe at ex- 
ceedingly low inclusive rates, and 
last year several thousand persons 
availed themselves of the ** Poly- 
technic trips. ' ' The facilities which it 
offers to its own members it extends 
to the members of other London 
Polytechnics, with but slight modi- 
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fiications. It also possesses a 
Labour Bureau for the purpose of 
securing situations for members and 
students who are seeking employ- 
ment, and this department has 
proved of great service to the Board 
in assisting to obtain places for its 
junior county scholars. The Poly- 
technic organises on a very exten- 
sive scale Saturday Evening Con- 
certs, and Sunday Religious Ser- 
vices, and undertakes to introduce 
to suitable lodgings and to suitable 
companionship any young men or 
young women who come from the 
Provinces to London. 

The other Polytechnics possess 
social and recreative sides, with 
their Clubs and Local Parliaments, 
or other Debating Societies, more 
or less fully developed; but it is in 
the development of the educational 
work of the Polytechnics that the 
Board's influence has been most 
marked. It has been, throughout, 
the endeavour of the Board to 
encourage the teaching of science 
and technology in application to 
the practical requirements of various 
industries ; and, in order that prac- 
tical teaching may be efliciently 
given, it is essential that the insti- 
tutions should be provided with 
well-equipi)ed laboratories, and that 
liberal maintenance grants should 
be made, so as to render the teaching 
to a great extent indei)endent of 
the results of examinations. The 
Board has accordingly spent large 
sums in maintenance and equipment 
grants to the polytechnics ; and by 
these means has enabled these in- 
stitutions to provide an extensive 
system of practical trade and work- 
shop classes adapted to the needs of 
the artisan. 

Trade and Workshop Classes. 

The provision made for the 
various trades by the trade classes 
in polytechnic and cognate institu- 



tions may be gathered from the fol- 
lowing brief summary : — 

For the building trades practical 
instruction is given in bricklaying 
and brickcutting[ at 13 centres, in 
carpentry and joinery at 20 centres, 
in plumbing at 16 centres, in 
painters' and decorators' work at 11 
centres, and in plasterers' work at 9 
centres, while in building construc- 
tion and drawing classes are held 
at 33 centres. For the workers 
in engineering and metal trades 
admirable facihties are offered 
by the well-equipped laboratories at 
the East London Technical College 
(People's Palace), the Battersea 
Polytechnic, the Goldsmiths' Insti- 
tute, the South-Westem Poly- 
technic, the Northampton Institute, 
Woolwich Pol}rt8chnic, and other 
similar institutions. At the South- 
Westem Polytechnic and at Bat- 
tersea Polytechnic a special feature 
is made of electrical engineer- 
ing, there being graduated labo- 
ratory courses from elementary 
to the most advanced work. At the 
Northern Polytechnic, situated in 
Hollowajr, special attention is given 
to the building trades ; and at Bat- 
tersea courses have been organised 
in technological chemistry. Among 
the recent developments in poly- 
technic work are the establishment 
of a carriage building school at 
Regent-street Polytechnic (recently 
transferred to the new premises in 
Balderton - street) ; the opening 
of classes in electro-chemistry and 
metallurgy at the Northampton 
Institute ; the establishment of 
classes in telegraphy and in opti- 
cians' work at the same institution ; 
the erection of new workshops 
and the creation of a National 
Bakery School at the Borough-road 
Polytechnic; the provision of a 
large hall and of new workshops at 
Battersea Polytechnic ; the erection 
of a new wing for physics and elec- 
trical engineering at the South- 
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Western Polytechnic, Chelsea; the 
establishment of a day technical 
college at the Northampton In- 
stitute, Clerkenwell, for students 
in mechanical en&ineering, electrical 
engineering, andnorologpy ; the erec- 
tion of a wing for domestic 
economy work at the Northern 
Poljrtechnic, Holloway, and the 
opening of a day commercial school 
for boys and girls at the same insti- 
tution. The Borough Polytechnic 
gives encouragement to the leather 
trades by the classes in leather 
manufacture organised at the 
branch institution, Herold's Insti- 
tute, in Bermondsey. Metal work 
and the manufacture of iron and 
steel is specialljr developed at Wool- 
wich Poljrtechnic, the classes being 
well supported by the young artisans 
working in the Arsenal. 

This slight summary of the im- 
portant work that is being carried 
on at the Polytechnics wiU help to 
show how the special needs of dif- 
ferent districts are being met by 
these institutions. It only remains 
to add that much of the work is not 
only of a practical, but also of an 
advanced, type, as the excellent 
laboratories that have been provided 
give opportunities for the prosecu- 
tion of the most complex and delicate 
work. At the South- Western Poly- 
technic Institute, Chelsea, many 
students are working for the 
Science degree of London Univer- 
sity, and the chemical department 
at the East London Technical Col- 
lege is doing work of a high order 
with very conspicuous results. 

Special Trade Schools and 
Technical Institutes. 

The extensive educational work of 
the Poljrtechnic is further supple- 
mented by special technical schools 
which are devoted entirely to the 
teaching of one special branch of 
industry. 



Perhaps the most typical trade 
school IS the L.C.C. School of 
Photo-engraving and Lithography 
(formerly known as the Bolt Court 
Technical School), which is managed 
and maintained entirely by the 
Technical Education Board, and 
devotes itseK to training craftsmen 
in the most modem developments 
of photo-process work and in litho- 
graphy. Admission to the tech- 
nical classes of this school is con- 
fined to those who are actually 
working in the trade or intend to 
become ^ hand ^ fide apprentices. 
Classes in drawing and design are 
attached to the school, the whole 
institution being under the direc- 
tion of the principal, Mr. C. W. 
Gamble. 

The Board have recently de- 
veloped a trade school at the L.C.C. 
Shoreditch Technical Institute in 
the buildings formerly occupied by 
the Aske's Schools in Pitfield- 
street, Hoxton. The trade classes 
formerly conducted in the Finsbuiy 
Technical College and in the Shore- 
ditch Municipad Technical School 
have been transferred to the new 
institute, which is now managed by 
the Board, with the aid of an 
Advisory Sub-Committee. 

The work of the Institute is de- 
voted chiefly to the teaching of the 
various branches of the furniture 
and cabinet-making trade, includ- 
ing upholstery and wood-carving. 

The Leather-tanning and Lea- 
ther-dyeing School at Bermondsey 
in connection with Herold's In- 
stitute gives a complete course of 
training for persons engaged in the 
leather trades. It is maintained 
partly by the Board and partly by 
the Leathersellers* Company, and 
is worked as a brancn of the 
Borough Polytechnic. 

The St. Bride Foundation Insti- 
tute in Fleet-street is the main 
centre of technical instruction in 
typographic work. The Board has 
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made considerable equipment giunts 
to this institution to enable it to 
procure the most modem types of 
prmtingma^hines. 

The Sir John Cass's Hackney In- 
stitute in Cassland-road was origi- 
nally^ estabblished and maintained 
)\y the Board. It has now been 
transferred to the new governing 
body of the Cass Foundation, and 
promises to become an impor- 
tajit centre of education in the dis- 
trict for persons engaged in the 
building trades. The Institute pos- 
sesses an admirable series of work- 
shops for carpenters and joiners, 
bricklayers and masons, plumbers 
and metal plate workers. 

The Westminster Technical Insti- 
tute, Vincent-square, Westminster, 
presided over by the Baroness Bur- 
dett-Coutts. supplies efficient in- 
struction in Wood-work, Brick- 
work, Plumbers' work. Decorators' 
work, and Carnage-building, as 
well as in various branches of 
Science and Art. The Baroness 
has generously offered to present 
the Comity Council with the site 
and buildmgs of this Institute 
(valued at £11,000). The Council 
has accepted the offer, and will pro- 
bably shortl^r take oyer the manage- 
ment of the institution. There are 
other institutions where technical 
instruction is provided, not only 
for workers in one special industr>', 
but in several branches of industrial 
work. Among these may be men- 
tioned the Wandsworth Technical 
Institute, now an important centre 
of education ; the Westboume-park 
Institute, close to Royal Oak 
Station ; Queen's - park Institute, 
comer of Third Avenue, Harrow- 
road; the Working Men's College. 
Great Ormond-street (the pioneer 
institution of London) ; the Craft 
School, Globe-road, Mile-end ; the 
Morley Memorial College in Water- 
loo-road; and the Norwood Tech- 
nical Institute, It is hoped that 



Technical Institutes may before 
lon^ be established at Hammer- 
smith and at Poplar. In Poplar 
the Council has acquired premises 
in the High-street, and the Board 
will proceed shortly with the erec- 
tion of an institute. 

The principal trade schools that 
are not assisted by the Board are 
the Trades' Training School in G reat 
Titchfield Street, under the direc- 
tion of the Carpenters' Company, 
and the Leather Trades* School in 
Bethnal-green-road, under the direc- 
tion of the City and Guilds of 
London Institute. 

Technical Education for thk 
Building Trades. 

The Board has of late devoted 
much attention to the requirements 
of the building trades, and in 
Februan% 1899, adopted a report of 
a special Sub-Committee which had 
made prolonged inquiries into the 
subject. The report recommended, 
among other things, the develop- 
ment of special day schools adapted 
to the requirements of the building 
trades and the establishment ^ of 
advisory sub-committees to visit 
and insi)ect the various trade 
classes. Steps towards carrying out 
the recommendations of this Sub- 
Committee are being taken by the 
Board partly by the inauguration 
of technical day schools for boys 
and partly by the establishment of 
a building trade school for artisans. 
A technical day school for boys 
has been opened at the Battersea 
Polytechnic, and a similar school 
will probably be established at the 
L.C.C. Shoreditch Technical Insti- 
tute. The Board has further entered 
into negotiations for the purchase 
of the Lambeth Baths at Brixton, 
and it is hoped that a large build- 
ing trade school will in due course 
be established in these buildings, 
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Art Teaching. 
(a) Schools of Arts and Crafts. 

During the year 1896-7 the Board 
took an important step by opening 
the L.C.C. Central Scnool of Arts 
and Craft8,directly under its own con- 
trol. This school is intended to pro- 
vide for the artisans of London who 
are engaged in industries for which 
artistic training is needed such 
instruction in decorative design as 
can be made directly applicable to 
their work. No teaching is given 
in the school which does not bear 
directly upon the actual work of 
the student, and admission is con- 
lined to those who are engaged in 
some specific industry. The trades 
for which provision has been 
specially made at the school are 
those which are directly or in- 
directly associated with the build- 
ing trades, such as decorators, 
stone-carvers, metal-workers, 
stained - glass - workers, furniture- 
designers, cabinet-makers, designers 
of wall-papers, and embroideresses. 
Special provision is also made for 
goldsmitns and silversmiths; and 
through the co-operation of the 
Federal Council of Silver- workers, a 
large number of silver workers of 
every class have been attracted to 
the school. Very successful classes 
in Book-binding have also been 
inaugurated under Mr. Douglas 
Cockerell. The most recent addi- 
tions to the work of the school are 
classes in woodcuts for colours and 
in carving and gilding (for picture 
framers), writing and illumination, 
and modelling for silversmiths. 
The success of the school in attract- 
ing artisan students has been very 
marked. During the session 1899- 
1900 the total number of entries 
amounted to over 8(X), and the 
session 1900-1 has commenced with 
over 1,000 students. The school 
is situated at iM6, Kegent-street, 
immediately opposite t^e Regent- 



street Polytechnic. It is under the 

funeral direction of Mr. George 
rampton, a.r.a., and Mr. W. fi. 
Lethaby, the Board's Art advisers. 
The success of the L.C.C. Central 
School induced the Board to estab* 
lish a school in South London. The 
Board has established the Camber- 
well School of Arts and Crafts in 
Peckham-road, in a building which 
was erected throng the munificence 
of Mr. Passmore Edwards, and pre- 
sented by him to the Camberwell 
Vestry. At the request of the 
Vestry, the Technical Education 
Boara took over the management 
of the school, and administers it 
with the aid of an Advisory Sub- 
Committee. Special trade-classes 
have been established for masons, 
plasterers, house-painters and deco- 
rators, and cabinet makers. Classes 
are held in general drawing and 
design, in art needlework, and 
lettering. The present session has 
witnessed the establishment of a 
class in bookbinding. There were 
over 300 individual students at the 
school during the session 1899-1900, 
and^ the numbers for the present 
session show a further increase. 

(h) Art Schools associated with 
Polytechnics. 

Ten of the Polytechnics have Art 
Schools where special attention 
is given to the technical side of Art. 
The Art School at the Goldsmiths* 
Institute is one of the most success- 
ful in London ; at the Battersea 
Polytechnic Art Needlework has 
been highly developed, and a 
special feature has been made of 
sgraffitto work; and in all the 
Polytechnic Institutes an endeavour 
is made to associate the Art teach- 
ing with the practical requirements 
of^ the workers in different indiis* 
tries. 

(r) Technical Art Schools. 
Besides the Art Departments of 
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the Polyteclmics, there are in 
London eleven Schools of Art 
which are directly^ aided by the 
Technical Education Board, and 
arereco^ised by it as ''Technical 
Art Scnools." These schools pro- 
vide both day and evening instruc- 
tion in Art. They include : — 

Blackheath, Lee, and Lewisham 
School of Art, Lee-road, Black- 
heath. 

Camden School of Art, Dalmeny- 
avenue, Camden-road. 

Olapham School of Art, Vemon- 
road, High- street, Clapham. 

Clapton and Stamford Hill 
School of Art, 81, Clapton-common. 

Hammersmith School of Art, 
Dnnsany-road, Brook-green. 

Lambeth School of Art, Miller's- 
lane, Upper Kennington-lane. 

North London and Borough of 
Hackney School of Art, Sandring- 
ham-road, Dalston. 

Putney School of Art, Oxford- 
road, Putney. 

St. Martin's School of Art, 
Castle-street, Endell-street, Long 
Acre. 

The Royal Female School of Art, 
Queen's-s<xuare, Bloomsbury. 

Westminster School of Art, con- 
ducted in the Architectural Museum, 
Tufton-street, Westminster. 

Among other Schools of Art, 
which, however, are unaided by "^he 
Technical Education Board, may be

Evening Classes. 

Full particulars with regard to 
the provision of Evening Instruc- 
tion in London (other than that 
provided by the School Board) are

are occupied with lists of classes. 
This publication may be obtained 
from Messrs. P. S. King and Son, 
2 and 4, Great Smith-street, West- 
minster, S.W. (price 4d.; by post 
8id.). A |oint list of the classeH 
conducted m connection with the 
School Board' and the Technical 
Education Board is in preparation. 

Higher Education. 

The development of Higher Edu- 
cation in London has received con- 
siderable sumulus through the 
creation of the new University of 
London under the provisions of the 
University of London Act, 1898. 
The new University has estalslished 
separate faculties for (a) Engineer- 
ing, and (b) Economics and Politi- 
cal Science (including Commerce 
and Industry). The Board has 
voted £2,500 a year for the mainte- 
nance of each of these Faculties. 
It also allocates annual grants of 
£5,000 a year to institutions of 
University rank. These grants will 
in future be paid direct to the 
Senate of the new University, so 
that the Board's grants to the 
University will amount to at least 
£10,000 a year. 

The Institutions of University 
rank at present aided by the Board 
are: — 

(a) University CroUege, Gk)wer 
Street, W.C. 

This College supplies University 
instruction in Arts, Law, Science, 
and Medicine, and is provided with 
exceedingly well-equipped labora- 
tories for Mechanical and Electrical 
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Engineeriiig. The Board makes 
sabstantial contributions towards 
the maintenance of these labora- 
tories and the Departments of 
Chemistry and Applied Mathe- 
matics, and towards the conduct of 
evening classes of University type 
adapted to the requirements of 
advanced technical students, as 
well as normal classes for teachers 
held on Saturday mornings. 

(h) King's College, Strand, W.C. 

Among the more technical de- 
partments of this College may be 
mentioned Mechanical Engineering, 
Electrical Engineering, Architec- 
ture, and Sanitary Science. The 
Board has made grants to King's 
College on a principle similar to 
that adopted m the Case of Uni- 
versity College, and has organised 
both advanced evening courses and 
also normal courses for teachers. 
The reports that have been received 
from both Colleges show that the 
courses have been much appreci- 
ated. (The women's department of 
King's College is situated in Ken- 
sington-square, and is not aided by 
the Board.) 

(c) Bedford College, York Place, W. 

This College, which is open to 
women onlj^ possesses laboratories 
for Chemistry, Physics, and 
Biology, and, in addition to pro- 
viding efficient courses of instruc- 
tion of University character in 
these subjects and m Language and 
Literature, conducts a spjecial 
course of training in Sanitary 
Science. The Board's grants have 
enabled the College to make con- 
siderable improvements and addi- 
tions to its Science laboratories, 
and have^ also been the means of 
inaugurating normal courses for 
teachers on Saturday mornings. 



(d) London School of Eeonoinics 
and Political Science: Present 
address, 10, Adelphi - terrace, 
W.C. ; new bnlldiDg in process 
of erection in Clare-market. 

This institution was established 
in 1B95 and already occupies a 
position of great importance, as the 
chief centre in London for advanced 
instruction in economics, statistics, 
social and political science, palaeo- 
graphy and the history of trade 
and commerce. A considerable 
amount of research work is done by 
the students, and the institution 
possesses an extensive library. In- 
struction is carried on mainly hy 
special classes arranged in courses 
of two or three years' duration. 
These classes are supplemented by 
numerous courses of lectures by 
experts. 

Mr. Passmore Edwards has made 
a donation of £10,000 for the erec- 
tion of a new building, to make 
provision^ for economic and com- 
mercial instruction in connection 
with the new University of London. 
The Board has devoted oyer £14,000 
to the provision of a site for the 
institution in Clare-market, and 
the new building is in process of 
erection. 

All the above institutions (a) (h) 
(c) and (d) have been recognised an 
" schools of the University, ' and, a<t 
mentioned above, the grants which 
the . Board has hitheHx) made to 
them will in future be paid direct 
to the University. 

The principal Higher Institu- 
tions not aided by the Board are : — 

(a) The Central Technical College* 

The Central Teclmical College of 
the City and Guilds of London 
Institute, in Exhibition-road, South 
Kensington, may be termed the 
University ( "oUege for Technical 
Instruction, and provides a ver>' 
complete course of study in Mecha- 
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Bieal and Blectrioal Engineering, 
Ch^nistry, Phyeics, and Appli^ 
Mechanics. students are not 
admitted to this College until they 
are a,ble to pass a somewhat ad- 
vanced entrance examination, and 
the course of study extends oyer 
three years. A considerable portion 
of the students consist of those who 
have been through the course of 
the City and Guilds Technical 
Cc^ege at Finsbury. 

(b) The Royal College of Science. 

On the other side of Exhibition- 
road is the Boyal College of 
Science, under the management of 
the Science and Art Department. 
This college provides a very ad- 
vanced course of instruction for its 
recrular day students in Chemistry, 
Pnysics, Mechanics, Geology, Bi- 
ology, Metallurgy, and other sub- 
ject, and special courses for Science 
teachers. Except in two or three 
special subjects, the teaching is of 
a less technical character than 
that given at the Central Technical 
College. 

Skcondary and Technical 
Day Schools. 

The Board is brought into close 
contact with the Secondary Schools 
of London through its Scholarship 
system. There are about 1,000 of 
the Board's junior scholars in atten- 
dance at these schools, besides oyer 
150 intermediate scholars. Main- 
tenance and equipment grants are 
made to these schools to assist them 
in providing practical Science in- 
struction ;^ and in almost all 
the public Secondary Schools 
of London laboratories have been 
fitted up with the aid of the Board. 
The proportion of pupils who do 
practical work in Science has in- 
creased enormously during the past 
few years, and a marked improve- 
ment has been noticeable m the 
character of the teaching. The 
Board's grants to Secondary Schools 



during the year 1899-1900 (inclusive 
of fees of scholars) amounted to 
about £25,000. 

Commercial Education. 

The Board a few years ago made 
exhaustive inquiries into the ques- 
tion of commercial education, haying 
appointed a special Sub- Committee 
for the purpose. The report of the 
Sub- Committee, which was adopted 
by the Board in February, 18^, 
advocated the extensive develop- 
ment of commercial departments in 
existing secondary schools and the 
correlation of the work of these 
schools with institutions of Uni- 
versity rank. The London School 
of Economics has already received 
considerable assistance from the 
Board, and the Board is taking 
measures to secure the development 
of the teaching of foreign languages 
and other subjects useful for com- 
mercial training in some of the 
other institutions and^ schools that 
receive its grants. It is hoped that 
the London Chamber of Commerce 
and other public bodies will co- 
operate in the endeavour that is 
being made to give increased facili- 
ties for commercial training to the 
rising generation of Londoners. 

The Board has taken steps 
towards the training of teachers m 
methods of commercial education 
by awarding scholarships to enable 
teachers to proceed to the Conti- 
nent and visit commercial schools. 
One of the teachers who held one of 
these scholarships has been ap- 

Sointed head of a new commercial 
epartment which has been estab- 
lished with the Board's co-operation 
at University College School. The 
Board has established 20 scholar- 
ships tenable in this school, and the 
work of the commercial department 
has made a successful start. It is 
anticipated that commercial depart- 
ments will in due course be opened 
in other secondary schools 
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Instruction in Domestic 
Economy. 

For the provision of Instruction 
in Domestic Economy two separate 
courses have been aaopted oy the 
Board. To meet the requirements 
of young women and girls at work 
during the day the Board appointed 
a staff of lecturers in the various 
branches of Domestic Economy, 
whose services the Board offered 
to any local committee willing to 
organise a class and undertake the 
local arrangements. During the 
past winter, courses of instruction 
have been given by these teachers in 
over 100 centres in various parts of 
London, the subjects of instruction 
including Practical Cookery, Prac- 
tical Dressmaking, Practical Laun- 
dry-work, Domestic Hygiene, Sick 
Nursing, and the Care of Infants. 
The more highly organised work of 
the Board, in connection with 
Domestic Economy, has consisted 
in the establishment of Domestic 
Economy Schools, generally as 
branches of London Polytecnnics. 
In these schools complete courses 
of practical instructioii, extending 
over half a year, are given to girls 
who have just left the Sixth or a 
higher Standard of the public ele- 
mentary schools, and the training 
includes all ordinary branches of 
housework. For the purposes of 
these schools kitchens, laundries, 
and dressmaking rooms have been 
fully equipped with all necessary 
appliances. The greater number of 
the pupils are free scholars, nomi- 
nated Dy the Board. The Poljr- 
technics, however, are free to admit 
a certain number of pupils who are 
not nominated by the Board to 
these classes, on such terms as 
they may appoint. New Schools of 
Domestic Economy have been opened 
by the Board during the past year, 
at the L.O.C. Shoreditch Technical 
Institute, the Albany Institute, 
Deptford, and the Craft School, 



Globe-road. There are now 13 of 
these schools under the Board. 

The Board has established, with 
the aid of the governing body of 
the Battersea Polytechnic, a train- 
ing school for teachers of Domestic 
Economy at that Institution. The 
course of training extends over two 
years and three months, and the 
majority of the students are free 
scholars. The Scholarships are 
limited to young women between 
the ages of eignteen and thirty. 
Students who have passed through 
the complete course find little diffi- 
culty in obtaining situations as 
teachers. 

The Scholarship System. 

The Board's system of Scholar- 
ships may be regarded as one of 
the most important departments of 
its work, and upon this system all 
the other branches of the Board's 
work may be considered, in a 
measure, to depend. 

The County Scholarships 

form a continuous ladder, from the 
Elementary Schools to the Univer- 
sity, and they consist of three 
grades : — 

(a) Junior County Scholarships. 

Commencing with children leaving 
Public Elementary Schools after 
passing the Sixth Standard, the 
Board has established a number of 
Junior County Scholarships, of 
which 600 are awarded every year. 
These Scholarships include free edu- 
cation at certain Secondary or 
Higher Grade Schools approved by 
the Board, together with •money 
payments in lieu of the wages whicn 
might otherwise be earned by the 
scholars, amounting during the 
first year to £8. and during the 
second year to £12, the Scholarships 
being ordinarily tenable for two 
years. 

Junior County Scholars who are 
under twelve at the time of their 
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election are permitted to hold their 
Soholarshixis until they attain the 

Xof fourteen years. Again, in 
case of Junior County Scholars 
who succeed in passing certain 
public examinations — ^viz., the pjre- 
liminary portion of the examination 
for the Intermediate County Scho- 
larships of the Board, the Oxford 
and Cambridge Junior Local Exam- 
inations, or the College of Preceptors' 
Examination, Class II. — ^the tenure 
of the Junior Scholarships is ex- 
tended for six months or a year, as 
the case may be, so tbiat the 
Scholarship may be relinquished in 
Juljr, immediately after the exam- 
ination for the award of Intermediate 
County Scholarships. Facilities 
are thus given for the most pro- 
misincf of the scholars to continue 
at school beyond the minimum 
period of two years and to qualify 
for the higher grade of scholarship. 

The subjects for the examination 
for Junior Countv Scholarships are 
those of the Sixth Standard of the 
Elementary Code, and the examina- 
tion is entrusted to the Joint 
Scholarships Board, instituted by 
the Incorporated Association of 
Head Masters. Candidates must 
be under thirteen years of age on 
the first day of the month in which 
the examination is held. They must 
be living in London at the time of 
the award, and must have resided 
for at least a year previously either 
in London or an adjacent county. 
Their parents or guardians must be 
in receipt of not more than £150 
per annum, or, in the case of weekly 
wages, not more than £3 per week, 
from all sources. 

The total number of candidates 
for the year 1899 was 3,910 (2,335 
boys, 1,575 girls). 2,005 passed, and 
606 Scholarships were awarded. 

The candidates came from 392 
schools, of which 282 were Board 
Schools, 89 Voluntary Schools, and 
21 Secondary Schools. 2*0 per 1,000 



of all the Board School children 
(exclusive of infants) obtained 
Scholarships, and '4 per 1,(X)0 of the 
Volimtary School children. The 
scholars attend public endowed 
Secondary Schools and certain 
Upper Standard Board Schools. 
Nearly all the Secondary Schools 
which the scholars are attending 
have received special grants from 
the Technical Education Board. 

With a view to provide suitable 
employment for those junior county 
scholars who do not obtain Inter- 
mediate Scholarships, the Board 
works in co-operation with the 
Labour Bureau of the Repent- 
street Polytechnic and other insti- 
tutions; and it has succeeded in 
obtaining occupation for a con- 
siderable number of its scholars 
during the past year. 

(h) Intermediate County Scholar- 
ships. 

These form the second grade in 
the Scholarship Ladder. They are 
open to boys and girls under sixteen 
who come from any school. Second- 
ary or Upper Standard. They give 
free education till the scholar is 
between eighteen and nineteen, to- 
gether with money payments rising 
from £20 to £35 a year, and are 
limited to candidates whose parents 
are in receipt of an income of not 
more than £400 a year. They are 
tenable at public Secondary Schools 
or places of higher learning, and 
nearly all the leading schools of 
London, besides University College 
and Bedford College, have now 
some of the Board's intermediate 
scholars in attendance. In 1899 
as many as 831 candidates entered 
for the examination, and the Board 
awarded 80 Scholarships. The fact 
that 54 of these Scholarships were 
obtained in open competition by 
junior county scholars shows that 
the transition from the lower to the 
higher grade of scholarship is quite 
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practicable. The Board has recentlv 
made some important changes with 
regard to the Syllabus of Examina- 
tion for these Scholarships. 

(c) Senior Coonty Scholarships. 

These are intended to provide for 
a few specially promising students 
a training of University rank. Open 
as a rule only to persons under 
nineteen years of age, they ^ve 
free tuition at a College or Technical 
Institute, together with money 
payments of £60 a year, tenable for 
three years. The income limit for 
the parents is the same as for the 
Intermediate County Scholarships 
—viz., £400 a year. The Board has 
hitherto awarded five a year; last 
vear it awarded three Scholarships, 
out made in addition a certain num- 
ber of grants of varying values to 
candidates who were not successful 
in obtaining Scholarships. Many 
promising students of slender means 
are by means of these Scholarships 
and grants enabled to receive the 
benefits of an advanced education. 

Scholarships and Exhibitions in 
Science and Art. 

These are open to older candidates, 
most of them being already in em- 
ployment, although, in the case of 
the Science Exhibitions, it is in- 
tended that a certain number should 
be reserved for young apprentices. 
The Art Scholarships and Exhi- 
bitions are intended to encourage 
the study of Art, more especially in 
its application to Art Industries. 
There are awarded each year : — 

Schooh of Art Scliolarships. — 
Thirty, of which ten are of the value 
of £2iO a year, and twenty of the 
value of £10 a year, together with 
payment of tuition fees, tenable for 
two years. These Scholarships are 
intended for students who will 
study in day-schools of Art. 

Artisan Art Scholarahipa, — Thirty, 



of which ten are of the value of 
£20 a year, and twenty of the value 
of £10 a year, together with pay- 
ment of tuition fees, tenable for two 
years in the first instance, but 
renewable for a third year. These 
Scholarships are confined to thofee 
who are actually engaged in some 
trade requiring artisfic Handicraft. 

Junior Artisan Evening Art Ex- 
hihitiona. — ^A hundred, value £5 a 
year, tenable for two years. These 
are intended to pay the travelling 
and incidental expenses of students 
who wish to carry on their art 
studies in the evenings. 

Evening Exhihitiona in Science 
and Technology. — Two hundred, 
value £5 a year, tenable for two 
years. These are intended to pay 
the travelling and incidental ex- 
penses of students who wish to 
study some branch of science and 
technology. 

Horticultural Scholarships. 

The Board has, during the past 
year, awarded two Horticultural 
Scholarships, tenable at Swanley 
College. These Scholarships provide 
free board and tuition at Swanley 
College for two years. They are 
open to young men and young 
women between 16 and 20 years of 
age. Seven Junior Scholarships in 
Practical Gardening were also 
awarded. These are tenable at the 
Gardens of the Royal Botanic 
Society in Eegent's-park, and are 
open to boys jbetween the ages of 
fourteen and sixteen. 

Other Scholarships. 

The Commercial Scholarships of 
the Board have been referred to 
above. 

During the past two years the 
Board has awarded Special Art 
Scholarships to Deaf Pupils over 
sixteen years of age. 

In addition to the above Scholar- 
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Bhips, the Board awards each year 

abont 600 Scholarships in Domestic 

Eoanomy, enabling girls to go 

through a six months' course of 

training in Cookery, .Dressmaking, 

and Laundry. work at the schools of 

Domestic Economy started by the 
Board at several Polytechnics and 
other centres. It likewise awards 
annually about six Training Scholar- 
ships in Domestic Econom3r, tenable 
at the Battersea Polytechnic School 
of Domestic Economy for training 
teachers. These Scholarships have 

g roved of great assistance to the 
olders in obtaining appointments. 
Uecently the Board has instituted 
Higher Scholarships in Cooker>^ to 
students at the Domestic Economy 
Schools, and at Evening Continua- 
tion Schools; these Scholarships 
are tenable at the National Tram- 
ing School of Cookery in Bucking- 
ham Palace-road.

these elections take place in Common 
Hall. 

The City as a County. 

As a County the City extends its 
authority over South wark, inasmuch 
as the Lord Mayor and the Aldermen 
who have passed the chair are justi- 
ces of Southwark ; and until 1888 
the City also exercised a certain suze- 
rainty over Middlesex, by appoint- 
ing tne Sheriff of that County. Two 
Sheriffs are now elected bythe livery- 
men in the City on Midsummer day. 
Their duties are multifarious, but 
beyond helping the Lord Mayor in 
the discharge of his ofEciaLfunctions, 
and themselves discharging shrieva] 
duties at the Session House, Old 
Bailey, they are mainly confined to 
duties of a ceremonial kind. The 
Under- Sheriffs and Secondarjr assist 
them. The Sheriffs are not paid, but 
their position involves considerable 
private outlay. County Grovemment 
IS seen also in the City in its Com- 
mission of Lieutenancy, its Justices, 
its Courts, its Coroner — for the Lord 
Mayor is, among other things 
Coroner of the City, doing this duty 
y deputy — and in other matters. 

As A Judicial Authority. 

1. The Central Criminal Court in 
the Old Bail^ is under the City 
Corporation. The jurisdiction of the 
Court extends over part of Greater 
London, and the Counties of London 
(including for this purpose the City 
of London). Middlesex, Essex, and 
Surrey defray the salaries and 
officers' expenses of the Court, but 
the Corporation provides the build- 
ing and maintains it. 

2. The City has its Quarter Ses- 
sions, and formerly use to hold 
Quarter Sessions m Southwark. 
They are still held, but the proceed- 
ings are purely formal The Re- 
corder is still High Steward of 
Southwark. 



3. The Lord Mayor and Aldermen 
have heavy ju4icial and ma^steiial 
duties to discharge in connectionwith 
the Mansion House and Guildhall 
Justice Booms, and the Central 
Criminal Court, and they are also, 
nominally, judges of the Mayor's 
Court — a kind of Commercial Court, 
nearing cases which, outside the 
City, would fall to the Queen's 
Bench division of the High Court. 

4. There are also the City of Lon- 
don Court (which is the County Court 
of the city, though with larger scope, 
including Admiralty jurisdiction, 
than an ordinary ^ County Court) ; 
the Court of Husting, for the enrol- 
ment of deeds and wills, and the 
Court Leet of the Borough of South- 
wark (the latter now practically ob- 
solete); the judicial powers of the 
City Chamberlain in disi)utes be- 
tween Masters and Apprentices; and 
the London (^hamber of Arbitration, 
established in 1892, for settling 
business disputes. 

As A Municipality. 

Much of the purely Miinicipal 
work falling on the Corporation was 
formerly delegated to the Com- 
mission of Sewers — but this body 
has been abolished, and the work is 
carried on by the Corporation. 
The Corporation has power to 
levy a rate for Municipal or 
other purposes, but has hitherto 
confined this privilege to the making 
of a Police rate and a small Ward, 
rate for purely Ward charges. More- 
over, it can do with its revenue.which 
comes from various sources, iust 
what it likes, but invariably employs 
it for public purposes extending be- 
yond its own area. 

1. Tlie City Eatates— The major 
portion of the Corporation's revenue 
comes from its Freehold Estate in 
the City, the Conduit Mead Estate 
in St. George's, Hanover-square, and 
property elsewhere. The Corpora- 
tion holds the Bridge House Estate

in trust, for the purpose of main- 
taining Ixmdon Bridge and other 
bridges between the City and South- 
wark. The money can only be ap- 
plied to this purpose. It was with 
this fund that the new Tower Bridge 
was built. The Corporation and the 
Mercers' Company are Trustees of 
the Gresham Estate, which provides 
funds in connection with the main- 
tenance of the Royal Exchange, for 
educational purposes at Gresham 
CoUege, and also the maintenance 
of almshouses, almsfolk, &c. The 
Corporation income also comes from 
markets, fines, dues, &c. 

2. The City PoZice.— The City's 
Police are the only really Municipal 
Police Force in the country, as 
the^ are independent of the Home 
Office. A fourth of the expense 
comes from the City's Corporate 
Revenue (amounting to over £30,000 
a year), the rest being raised by a 
rate. 

3. The Markets. — The Corporation 
is the Market Authority for London 
and owns the principal Markets. 

4. Parka and Pleasure Grounds — 
The Corporation owns, manages, and 
maintains the following Parks and 
Open Spaces outside its boundary: 
BunhiU - fields Burial Ground (4 
acres) ; West Ham Park (77 acres) ; 
Epping Forest (5,347 acres) ; Wan- 
stead Park and Higham Park (212 
acres): Bumham Beeches (376 acres); 
Coulsdon Commons (347 acres) ; 
Highgate Wood, Kilbum Park, and 
West Wickham Common (144 acres); 
and Shiplake Island in the Thames. 
These magnificent Pleasure 
Grounds have been acquired under 
various conditions, largely with the 
grain dues — or money raised on 
them — which Parliament allowed 
the Corporation to levy in the place 
of certain chartered dues, which it 
voluntarily resigned. 

6. EducationcU Institutions*— ^Tle 
Corporation is a great Educational 



Authority. It maintains the City 
of London School for Boys, partly 
out of the John Carpenter Estate ; 
the Guildhall School of Music ; the 
Freemen's Orphan School, partly 
maintained by bequests, but mainly 
by the Corporation ^ the City of 
London School for Girls (founded by 
William Ward). There is also the 
Guildhall Librarv and Reading 
Room, free io all, the Guildhall 
Museum, an the Corporation Art 
Gallery. 

6. Port Sanitary Authority. — The 
Corporation had, until 1857, the 
charge of the whole Conservancy of 
the 1 hames, and is still represented 
on the Board of Conservators. It is 
the Port Sanitary Authority, exerci- 
sing the sanitary rights over the 
whole Port of London maintaining a 
Medical Officer, staff of Inspectors 
a Hospital, etc., entirely out of its 
own funds. 

7. County Purposes. — The County 
Purposes Committee of the Corpora- 
tion does duties which are very much 
akin to those of the Public Control 
Department of the London County 
Council. It carries out the Weights 
and Measures Acts, the Explosives 
Act, the Petroleum Acts, tne Shop 
Hours Act, and the Gas and Water 
Acts (testing gas, etc.), and other 
Acts. 

The City of London Lunatic Asy- 
lum it situated at Stone, near Dart- 
ford, Kent, and is under the man- 
agement of a Committee of Visitors, 
chosen from this Com^ttee. The 
Asylum was erected by the Corpo- 
ration at its own expense, and not 
out of rates, and has been consider- 
ably enlarged, and is in every way 
in a flourishing condition. 

8. Gharitahle Institutions. — The 
Corporation has an extensive con- 
nection with B^o'spitals and Chari- 
table Institutions. It appoints 
Governors to St. Thomas s, SL 
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Bartholomew's, Bridewell and Beth- 
lehem, and Christ's Hospitals, and 
the Lord May^or is the head of the 
Royal Hospitals (except Christ's 
Hospital), Emanuel Hospital, West-, 
minster, and a large number of 
Almshouses and Charities. Vacan- 
cies on the Committee of Manage- 
ment of Morden College, Blackheath, 
are filled up from the Court of 
Aldermen. It has contributed 
generously to the support of Chari- 
table Institutions, although its funds 
for that purpose are now less than 
formerly. 

The Lord Mayor. 



The Lord Mayor of London liolds 
the most important municipal office 
in the world. He is a man of multi- 
farious usefulness. His year of office 
is twelve^ months' hard labour, and a. 
large retinue are ever ready to help 
him and to add to his imjwrtance. 
Much time is spent in presiding at 
the Courts as Chief Magistrate of 
the City, and at meetings connected 
with the business of the Corporation. 
He has old rights to maintain and 
old duties to discharge — such as 
granting leave for troops to pass 
through the City and receiving the 
password of the Tower. There are 
numerous banquets to be held, cere- 
monials and functions to attend, 
hospitalities to extend to notable 
people, and charitable contributions 
to collect and distribute. In cases 
of National calamity it has become 
customary to have recourse to the 
Mansion House for the collection of 
charitable donations, and no greater 
proof of the popularity of the Insti- 
tution or of its titular head could Vjc 
adduced than the fact that upwards 
of half a million of money was raised 
by Lord Mayor Philips in less than 
two months for the Ijidian Famine 
Fund. Very large sum^ are an- 
nually collected by the Lord Mayor 
for London Hospitals and Dispen- 
saries. To maintain his position 



with dignity the Lord Mayor re- 
ceives an allowance of £10,000 a year, 
but invariably expends from his pri- 
vate means considerabljr more. 
The way to the Mayoralty is by the 
Aldermanic Bench. Every Alder- 
man becomes in due time Lord 
Mayor unless he previously dies, or 
resigTis his position, or fails to secure 
election by his aldemianic brethren. 
First elected an Alderman by the 
ratepayers of his Ward, then by the 
liiverymen (members of the various 
City Companies), in Common Hall, 
as Sheriff; and on his nomination 
as Lord Mayor by the liverj^men the 
final choice of the Lord Mayor is 
made by the Court of Aldermen, to 
whom two iiames are submitted. 
They almost invariably endorse the 
selection of the Liveiy men, and it is 
the senior Aldeinnan, who has not 
passed the Chair, who is usually 
elected.

Recorder. — The Recorder is the 
senior law officer of the Corporation. 
He is elected for life by the Court 
of Aldermen, but is subject to the 
approval of Her Majesty before exer- 
cising judicial functions. He advises 
the Lord Mayor and Aldermen in all 
matters relating to law, appearing, 
if requir^, as the advocate of the 
Corporation, presides over the 
Mayor's Court, sits as a Judge at 
the Central Criminal Court, and as 
Legal Assessor at the Court of 
Quarter Sessions, and attends the 
Courts of Aldermen and Common 
Council, etc. 

The City Chamberlain is the 
Corporation's treasurer and banker. 
He Keeps the freeman's roll, and has 
jurisdiction over apprentices in the 
City. "The Chamber of London" 
has been a department of great im- 
portance in the development of 
City Grovemment, and was formerly 
vested in the Crown. 

Town Clerk.— The Town Clerk 
is the centre of the Corp)oration and 
Committee work, attending all 
meetings and advising on all p<jints 
of procedure, etc. 

Common Skrjkant. -A Judge 
at the Central Criminal Court and 
the Mayor's Court, a law officer of 
the Corporation — acting in the ab- 
sence of the Recorder— and attend- 
ing the Lord Mayor on public and 
ceremonials occasions. 

Comptroller.— The Conveyan- 
cing Officer of the Corporation and 
one of its Law Officers. He acts as 
Agent of its Estates, including those 
of the Bridge-house, and is custodian 
of its Title Deeds, Leases, etc. He 
is also the Vice- Chamberlain, and 
acts for the Chamberlain in his 
absence, or during a vacancy in the 
office. 

City Remembrancer. — This 
official arranges the ceremonial 
duties connected with the Corpora- 



tion, and acts as Parliamentarj- 
agent, and is also a law officer. 

The City Solicitor conducts 
legal proceedings and prosecutions 
on behalf of the Corporation, pre- 
pares Acts of Common Council, 
Bye-laws, etc.. and performs a large 
amoimt of le^al duties in connection 
with the various Committees and 
Departments of the Corporation and 
its projperty. He is a law officer of 
the Corporation, and the City 
Bailiff. He also acts as Legal 
Assessor to the City Justices, as the 
Lord Mayor's Legal Adviser at 
Municipal Elections, and as Legal 
Adviser to the Commissioner of 
City l^olice. 

t'HE Secondary is the executive 
officer under the Sheriffs, and elec- 
cises judicial functions in connection 
with Writs of Enquiry', makes up 
the register, and superintends elec- 
tions, both in London and South- 
wark.

Public Health Department. 
The Public Health Department carries on the work of the City Com- 
mission of Sewers, which was constituted in 1848 for the purpose of 
maintaining the streets and drains in the City. Its duties are to maintain, 
pave, and clean the streets within the City. The cleansing of the City 
involves the employment of a large staff. It makes its own plant, carts, 
barrows, etc., in its own workshops, and has its own stud. The execution 
of the Health Acts devolves upon it, including the inspection of slaughter- 
houses and meat, and the clearance of insanitary areas. It is responsible 
for public lighting in the City, and for the execution of street improve- 
ments (to which tne County Council may contribute when the improvement 
is of a metropolitan character), and for the inspection of factories and 
workshops. The Departn^ent maintains the City Cemeter>% and artizans' 
dwellings, inhabited by 1,189 persons. Recently the Department has taken 
over sewer cleansing, repairing, etc.. formerly given out to contract.

Til addition to theordinarv wliooln, 
there were at the end of 1900 180 
Cookery centre!) ; 121 Lauwlry 
centres ; 14& Maiinal Traiuii^j 
centres ; 53 centres for the instruc- 
tion of physically and mentally 
defective cnildren, with accom- 
modation for 2,380, and 2.440 
on the roll; 19 centres for the 
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education of the deaf, with accom- 
modation for 742, and with 607 on 
the roll; 9 centres for the ingtruc- 
tion of the blind, with accommoda- 
tion for 180 children, and with 221 
on the roll. There are also 16 
Housewifery classes for girls,^ and a 
few metal and woodwork classes for 
boys. The School Board has three 
Industrial Schools, called the 
" Davenport-Hill Boys' Home," 
temporanly located at Margate, 
pending the erection of the perma- 
nent building at Hither - green, 
certificated for 100 boys; one at 
the "Shaftesbury" Training Ship 
off 'Grays, accommodating 40O boys ; 
and one at Isleworth for 70 girls. 
There are two Truant Schools, one 
at Homerton, accommodating 150 
boys; and another at Highbury, 
accommodating 200 boys. There is 
a Day Industrial School at Drury- 
lane, with accommodation for 200 
children (boys and girls). The 
Pupil Teachers employed by the 
School Board receive their educa- 
tional training at twelve special 
schools ; the average attendance is 
about 2,600. 

Scholarships. 

The School Board has had placed 
at its disposal 85 rec]arring and 529 
terminable scholarships for assisting 
children in Public Elementary 
Schools to take advantage of higher 
education. These scholarships have 
varied in value from £8 to £50 a 
year, and several holders of them 
nave been enabled to take University 
degrees. 404 boys and 216 girls have 
been elected to scholarships ; 309 
boys and 190 girls came from Board 
Schools, and 95 boys and 26 girls 
from Voluntary Scnools. 

Attendance. 

The instruction in all London 
Board Schools is free, and attend- 
ance compulsory. The age of com- 
pulsory attendance is between five 



and fourteen. A child between 
twelve and fourteen is not required 
to attend if he or she has passed the 
Seventh Standard. No child under 
fourteen can be employed unless 
such child has passed the Seventh 
Standard. It is the duty of the 
Board to enforce attendance. A 
staff of officers are occupied with 
this matter. Last year 28,836 sum- 
monses were issued, and 26,119 con- 
victions obt^ned. Parents are fined 
up to a maximum penalty of 208., 
and may be sent to prison. 

Features op the Schools. 

School books, apparatus, and 
stationery are supplied to scholars 
free of charge. Pianos are provided 
in the halls of all infant scnools, to 
assist in the musical drill given to 
children. There are scholars' lend- 
ing libraries at every permanent 
school. Suitable books for children 
are lent free, to encourage a love of 
reading. The Board encourages 
thrift by the establishment of penny 
banks at the schools. 

Subjects Taught. 

In regard to the subjects taught 
in the Day-schools, the School 
Board is in subjection to the Code 
laid down from time to time by 
the Board of Education. In order 
to obtain the Government Grant, 
Beading, Writing, and Arithmetic, 
along with Drawing for boys and 
Needlework for girls, are obfigatory 
subjects. Then there are a ^at 
many class and specific subiects, 
some of which all efficient schools 
are expected to take, and, indeed, 
must take if they desire to earn the 
higher grants from the Govern- 
ment. Great attention is given by 
the Board to Vocal Music, and the 
standard of attainment, as evi- 
denced by the scholars' annual dis- 
plays, is now very high. Physical 
exercises, including swimming, re- 
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oeiye careful attention and encour- 
agement ; and a wonderfol develop- 
ment has been witnessed in i^cent 
years in all that pertains to the 
health of the children. The Scrip- 
ture lessons, notwithstanding the 
attempts of previous Boards to make 
them more dogmatic and ecclesiasti- 
cal, are for the most part of a 
simple, practical, and helpful type. 
Most of the teachers discharge their 
difficult and delicate task with 
judpfment, ^food sense, and tact, 
their one ami being to build up 
character, not to inculcate creeds. 

Government Grants and Cost 
TO THE Eates. 

The general excellence of the work 
done by the London School Board 
is seen by examining reports of the 
Government Inspectors. For the 
year ending Lady Day, 1898, of the 
boys' and girls departments 95*78 
per cent, earned the higher grant for 
discipline and organisation, as well 
as for ordinary educational work, 
and 9377 per cent, of the Infants' 
departments were awarded the 
higher grant. These excellent re- 
sults are mainly^ due to better staff- 
ing, more efficient teaching, and 
more regular attendance. The aver- 
age Government ^ grant per child 
was £1 08. 2f ^., an increase of 1^ d. per 
chHd on the previous year. In ad- 
dition to the ordinary Government 
grants, a special fee grant of lOs. a 
child is allowed. The average cost 
of each school place in 1900 was as 
follows : — ^Purcnase of land £7 Is. 7d.; 
erection of buildings £14 Bs. Sd.; 
furniture and fittings 10«. lid. ; total 
cost of school places per .child £21 
18«. 2d. 

Evening Continuation 
Schools. 

The Board opened Evening Con- 
tinuation Schools in 1882. Last 



year classes were held in 368 schools, 
and the average number on the rolls 
was 65,060. The schools are open 
to all persons who are exempt from 
the legal obligation to attend a 
Day School. In September 1898 all 
the Schools were opened free, and 
there has been a ^^reat increase in 
the attendance smce that date. 
Pupils may now select any subiect 
they like at these Evening (Con- 
tinuation Schools. 

Growth of the Board's Work. 

The following figures show the in- 
crease of the Board's expenditure and 
the expansion of its work. The year 
1872 was the first one in which any 
material expenditure was incurred 
and during which the schools were 
opened. In that year the amount 
levied on the rates was £40,000. In 
the following year, 1873, the amount 
was £75,000, the total receipts, in- 
cluding loans raised and Govern- 
ment grant, £201,469, and the aver 
age was attendance 20,658. In 1880 
the amounts raised from the rates 

was £551,247 ; the total receipts, in- 
cluding loan, fees, and grants, was 
£1,267,176, and the average attend- 
ance 184,745. In 1885 the rating 
authorities contributed £950,804, the 
total expenditure was £2,100,997, 
and the average attendance 279,304. 
In 1890 contributions from the 
rates was £1,158,554, the total re- 
ceipts £1,994,392, and the attend- 
ance 345,746. The figures for the

During the period there has been 
a great increase in the number of 



subjects taught, and in the efficiency 
of the instruction. 

The increased expenditure is al- 
most wholly due to payments for 
teachers' salaries, and to interest 
on loans. These two things take 
the bulk of the money, and neither 
of them can now be reduced to any 
appreciable extent; and so the re- 
turn of what is called an " economi- 
cal" instead of an "educational" 
Board could only mean a saving of 
a third of a penny in the pound in 
the rates. The London School 
Board has borrowed £12,981,556, 
and has repaid £2,858,194, leaving 
£10,123,362 still to pay. Against 
this the people of London have 
about five hundred valuable free- 
hold sites and good buildings.

Organisation of the Board's 
Work. 

Committee. — There are seven 
standing^ committees, and about 
twenty-six sub-committees. These 
are the School Accommodation and 
Attendance Committee, whose duty 
it is to see that there is a place for 
every child and that every child is 
in its place ; the Works Committee, 
which buys sites, builds and repairs 



schools, and takes care generally of 
the Board's property; the School 
Management Committee, which 
deals with the control and discipline 
of the schools, and the appointment 
of teachers; the General Pur)X)ses 
Comittee, which looks after legal 
work, rules and regulations, rations, 
salaries, etc. ; the Industrial Schools 
Committee ; the Finance Committee ; 
and the Evening Continuation 
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Schools Committee. The lar^st 
number on any committee is twenty- 
one, and some of the Standing" Com- 
mittees have only fifteen members. 

Divisional Committees. 

The Divisional Members for each 
division of the Metropolis hold meet- 
ings, usually once a month, for the 
consideration of special business 
aifecting the work of the schools, 
the provision of accommodation, 
attendance, etc., in the district. The 
Visitors are nominated by the Divi- 
sional Committees, and work under 
their supervision. 

Local Managers. 

The Board delegates certain work 
to bodies of Local Mana^rs, who are 
nominated by the Divisional Com- 
mittees, but who never go out of 
office so long as they make a 
minimum number of attendances. 
Usually three schools are placed 
under otie group of Managers. The 
Local Managers nominate the as- 
sistant teachers, and also take part 
in the selection and nomination of 
the Head Teachers. There are about 
two thousand Local Managers in all 
under the London School Board.

While the Conservancy looks after 
,the interests of navigation on the 
river through ite course from London 
to the sea, it also controls the plea- 
sure craft in the upper portion of 
the river. It builds and maintains 
locks and weirs, registers house-boats 
and all varieties of pleasure-boats. 
It discharges the duties of a Fisherv 
Board and is an authoritj; for deal- 
ing with explosives, which, until 
discharged, are under the super- 



vision of the Conservancy. The 
trade in explosives in the Port of 
London is probably the largest in 
the kingdom. 

The Conservancy of tie Eiver 
Thames was first placed under muni- 
cipal contnii m 1197, when Richard 
I. charged 
the City Cor- 
poration, as he 
quaintlj; ex- 
pressed it, " for 
the health 
of our soul, 
and for the 
sonl's health 
of our father, 
and all our an- 
cestors' souls, 
and also for the 
common weal 
I of our city of 
London and of 
all onr Realm." 
"Granted and 

that all weirs 
that are in the 
Thames be re- 
moved." Nu- 

ters were gran- 
ted by other 
monarchs — 
sometimes for 
a consideration 
—relating to the Conservancy of the 
river, which, with the exception of a 
short period when Charles II. sup- 
pressed the City's charters, was 
always controlled by the City 
Corporation, until 18S7, when the 
Thames Conservancy Act was 
passed and the Conservancy Board 
established. It then consisted of 
twelve members, the Lord Mayor and 
six others nominated by tie City 
Corporation, and' five appointed by 
the Government, the Lord Mayor 



' 
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being the ev-efficio chairman. The 
pjowers of the Conservancy at that 
time extended from Yantlet to 
Staines. In 1864 the powers of the 
Conservators were increased and six 
elective members, representative of 
trade interest on the River, added 
to the Board. In 1866 their juris- 
diction was extended over the entire 
course of the river from Yaiitlet to 
Cricklade, the old Upper Navigation 
Commission, who had control of the 
Kiver above »Stainea, being abolished. 
Several additional members were in 
1866 added to the Boaixi as repre- 
sentatives of the riparian owners on 
the upper reaches of the River. The 
Boara remained in this condition 
until 1893, when, under the County 
Council's General Powers Bill, that 
body secured three representatives, 
four others added being representa- 
tive of the Metropolite/U Counties. 
In 1894 an Act was passed revising 
the Board's constitution, and again 
increasing its powers, as well as ad- 
ding ei^ht additional members and 
displacing the Lord Mayor as e.*'- 
officio head. Formerly its control of 
pollution only extended ten miles on 
each side of the river, but it is now 
charged with the prevention of ]X)1- 
lution over the whole watershed of 
the river. 

Income and Expenditure. 

The income of the Board is ob- 
tained from various tolls, fees, rents, 
licences, dues, and payments from 
the Water and Canal Companies. 
In 1899 the Water Companies paid 
£2,450 towards the Lower Naviga- 
tion Fund, and £24,960 towards the 
Upper Navigation Fund. Over 
£17,100 was received in tolls, and 
over £20,500 in rents, dues, licences, 
etc. Tonnage dues on the Lower 
River amounted to £55,700. The 
income from the registration of 
house -boats, pleasure-boats, etc., 
came to over £2,250. These sums 
formed the piin<;ipal sources of 
ineome. 



The principal items of expenditure 
were: establishment and working 
expenses, £88,170 ; repair and main- 
tenance, £14,430 ; and the " purposes 
of the Act," £57,720.

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LEE CONSiERVANCY.

The River Lee has received a great 
deal of attention from kings and 
governments ever since the year 894, 
when Alfred the Great shrewdly 
drew the water ofE by some feat of 
engineering skill unrecorded, caus- 
ing the ships of the Danish invaders 
to be left high and dry in the 
Estuary — an easy prey for the 
Saxons. The Bishop of Ely, in the 
year 1190, showed his interest in the 
river by granting a Hcence to the 
Abbot of Waltham, "to turn the 
course of the water of Lui in the 
Town of Waltham, as he wishes, 
without harm to anybody and for 
the convenience of navigation." 
Edward I. ordered the Sheriff of 
Essex to repair the walls and ditches 
near the river, and there are other 
records concerning the navigation of 
the Lee before the first Act of Par- 
liament affecting it passed in the 
reign of Henry VI., under which 
commissioners were appointed for 
the purpose of cleaning, scouring, 
and mending the river ** Ley " — '* une 
des grandes " rivers of England — 
to provide for " the better passage 
of ships and boats." Other Acts 
followed relating to the removal of 
obstructions in the river, and a 
Commission appointed by the Lord 
Chancellor was authorised in the 
reign of Henry VI, to levy ^ a tax of 
f ourpence on every ship for the pur- 
pose of the conservancy of the nver. 
The Lee then ran from Hertford to 
the Thames by Bow Creek — Lime- 
house Cut not having been made 
until 1766. The next important 
enactment was passed in the reigfn 
of Queen EUzabeth, which was " for 
bringing the River Lee to the north 
side of 9ie City." By this Act the 
Lord Mayor and the Corporation 
were authorised to alter , the course 
of the river, and were charged with 
its whole jurisdiction ancT conser- 



vancy, and with the New Cut, River, 
and ground on each side as well as 
the royalty of the '* fish and fishing." 
The Corporation had the profits — ^if 
any — from the fishing and the land. 
Various Acts were passai affecting 
the Lee between this i)eriod and the 
year 18^, when the Lee Conser- 
vancy Act was passed. The New 
River Company and the East 
London Water Company take water 
from the Lee. In addition to the 
powers of maintaining the naviga- 
tion, the new Board was charged 
with the duty of preventing the 
pollution of the water of the river 
and its tributaries, extending over 
an area of about 600 square miles. 
The navigation from London to 
Hertford is 29 miles, with eighteen 
locks. 

By an Act of Parliament passed 
in the last Session — 1900 — ^tne con- 
stitution of the Conservancy has 
been considerably altered (like the 
Thames Conservancy was in 1894). 
The new Board, which has to be 
appointed and ele^cted before the 
1st of April, 1901, will be as 
follows :^ — 

Appointed members — one^ each 
by the following authorities : — 
Bedfordshire County Council ; 
Hei'tfordshire County Council ; 
Essex County Council; Middlesex 
County Council; Corporation of 
London ; Corporation of West 
Ham ; New River Company ; East 
London Waterworks Company ; 
and two by the London County 
Council. Elected members : — One 
by Local Authorities in Hertford- 
snire ; one by Local Authorities in 
Essex ; one by Local Authorities in 
Middlesex; one by Local Autho- 
rities mentioned in the fourth part 
of the schedule of the Act ; one by 
the barge owners. Appointed and 
elected members need not be mem- 
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bers of the bodies by whom they are 
respectiveljr appointed or elected. 

A very important point in the 
Act is that the contriljutions of the 
two water companies for the water 
they take from the Lee are in- 
creased from £3,600 to £8,000 per 
annum, and for "protection of 
water" purposes from £1,000 to 
£2,000 i)er annum. These terms 
were only obtained after a very 
exhaustive Parliamentary fight, but 
the funds of the Conservancy will 
for the future be jjlaced in a very 
sound and substantial position. 

The tolls charged come to about 
£16,000 a year, and other rents and 
licences £1,500. Eents are received 
from water companies as above 
stated. The debt of the Board 
amounts to £1^,132. 

In consequence of the pollution 
of the river Dy sewage from Totten- 
ham, the Lee Purification Act of 
1886 was passed, followed by the 
Tottenham and Wood Green Sewage 
Act of 1891, under the power of 
which the London County Coimcil 
now receives, in consideration of a 
certain payment, the whole of the 
sewage of Tottenham and district 
into file Metropolitan sewers. The 
same is now being done with the 



sewage of West Ham. The New 
River Company draws its water 
from the Lee at Hertford, and the 
East London Water Company at 
Edmonton.

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LONDON'S WATER SUPPLY. 

The water sijpply of London continues to be the subject of controversy 
The London County Councirs Bill for the purchase of the eight metro- 
politan water companies is to be again introduced in the 1901 session of 
Parliament, but the scheme for ootaining new sources of supply from 
Wales has for the time being been abandoned. Since the publication of 
the last edition of the Manual the Eoyal Commission appointed in 1897 
has issued its report, in which a number of important recommendations are 
made, in February, 1899, the Commissioners published an interim report 
deaHng with the practicability of intercommunication between the com- 
panies ; and a Bill was almost immediately introduced by the Government 
giving effect to the recommendations. The final report was issued in 
January, 1900, and it may be well to state briefly the points which the 
Commissioners had to consider and the conclusions at which they arrived. 
The reference was to inquire and report " (1) Whether, having regard to 
financial considerations and to present and prospective requirements as 
regards water supply in the districts within the limits of supply of the 
Metropolitan Water Companies, it is desirable in the interests of the 
ratepayers and water consumers in those districts that the undertakings 
of tne Water Companies should be acquired and managed either — (a) by 
one authority; or (6) by several authorities; and, if so, what should be 
such authority or authorities. To what extent physical severance of the 
works and otner property and sources of supply of the several companies, 
and the division thereof between different local authorities within the 
limits of supply, are practicable and desirable; and what are the legal 
powers necessary to give effect to any such arrangements. (2) If the 
undertakings are not so acquired, whether additional powers of control 
should be exercised by local or other authorities ; and, if so, what those 
powers should be. (3) Whether it is practicable to connect any two or 
more of the different systems of supply now administered by the ei^ht 
Metropolitan Companies; and, if so, by whom and in what proportion 
should the cost of connecting them be borne; and what are the legal 
powers necessary to give effect to any such arrangement." 

The Findings of the Last Commission. 

The report of the Commission is very voluminous, and their recommen- 
dations may be summarised as follows :— 

(1 ) That purchase by a public authority is desirable on the following 
gi'ounds: 

That the work of rendering potable by scientific treatment the 
river-derived water supply of London should be in the hands of a 
j)ublic authority. 

That, if a public authority became the^ purchaser, water would be 
supplied at constant pressure to the highest houses. 

That unification oi the water undertakings would bring in its train 
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facilities of intercommunication and simplification of extension and 
enlargement of the water supply. 

That it would tend to the prevention of waste. 

That it would afford greater facility for supplying East London 
from the Thames. 

That it would afford greater facility for raising the large sums 
necessary for the future supply. 

That it would be better adapted to meet the prospective require- 
ments of supply in Water London. 

(2) That the London County Council should not be the purchaser 
for the reason (a) that the Council had agreed with the outside 
authorities to divide the system of water supply, and (/?) that the 
Council had announced the intention of resorting to Wales for the 
necessary supplemental supply. 

(3) That a permanent Water Board of not more than 30 persons 
should be formed to acquire the water companies' undertakmgs by 
agreement or arbitration, a paid chairman and vice-chairman being 
appointed by the Local Government Board. 

(4) That the Board should be empowered to issue a 3 per cent, 
stock, and in case of a deficit of income to pay interest, to increase 
the water charges or levy a rate in aid. 

The L.C.C.'s Purchase Bills. 

In view of the Commissioners* recommendations, the County Council, 
before introducing its Bills, had (in March) an interview with the President 
of the Local Government Board, when it was suggested that in view of 
the urgent necessity of some action bein|r taken, the Council's Bills should 
be allowed to go to a Committee of the House of Commons, subject to such 
amendments as, after discussion, might be thought necessary for carrying 
into effect the principal recommendations of the Commission. The Presi- 
dent of the Local Government Board did not, however, see his way to give 
the Council any assistance, and on second reading he advised the House 
of Commons to reject the Bills. The House divided upon the Water 
(Purchase) Bill, ana it was thrown out by 234 votes to 165. The Bill for 
obtaining a supply from Wales was withdrawn. That was the third time 
since 1895 that tne House of Commons denied the Council the i)rivilege of 
laying its case in detail before a Committee of Parliament. It is interest- 
ing to observe, however, that the majority voting: against the Council's 
proposals has considerably decreased on each occasion on which a division 
has taken place on second reading. In 1896 the second reading was re- 
jected by ^7 votes to 125 — a majority of 162. In 1897, 258 members voted 
against the second reading and 123 for it— a majority of 135, and in thQ 
present year the majority was reduced to 79, 234 votes being recorded 
against uie second reading and 155 for it. 

The London County CJouncil's Purchase Bill will be reintroduced in the 
1901 session. There are eight undertakingB to be purchased, and the 
Council's views as to the terms of purchase may be briefly stated as 
follows : — 

1. That the arbitrators shall be men of eminence and impartiality, 
not named by the parties in the ordinary way, but appointed by 
Parliament or by an m4^p6nd6nt authority nominated by Parliament. 

2. That the price to be paid shall be the fair and reasonable vahie 
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of the undertakings, having regard both to the rights and obligations 

of the companies. 
3. That no additional " solatium " shall be given for compulsory 

purchase. 

In November, 1900, the Council sent a deputation to the President of 
the Local Government Board, who intimated that he could not recommend 
the Government to support the Council's proposals. He also announced 
his intention of introducing a Government measure in 1902 for the settle- 
ment of the London Water question. Since this interview the Council 
has arranged for a conference oetween the Council and London Boroughs. 

Origin and Rise op the Companies. 

When Parliament first began to concern itself with the Water Supply 
of the Capital it created a municipal system, but the City Corporation 
did not carry out the powers conferred upon it. It transferred them to the 
famous " adventurers ' of James I., who became the New River Company. 
Other compames grew up with the growth of London, and had tnings 
pretty much their own way \;mtil the cholera epidemic of 1849. It was 
then discovered that water drawn from the Thames between Battersea and 
Waterloo Bridge was far from pure. There was great Parliamentary 
activity for the next four years. Numerous Bills, Committees, and In- 
quiries by the Government sanctioned the principle of control over the 
Companies, and the introduction of new and independent supplies. The 
Companies were practically told that they must go above Teddington 
Lock for their water, or stand aside. The London Water Companies were 
not likely to commit suicide in this way. They went beyond the tidal 
Thames for their supplies. The Companies' Acts, which were passed at 
this time — 1852 — sanctioned new works, and the Metropolis Water Act of 
that year compelled fillaration, covering of reservoirs, and other conditions 
to ensure a purer Supply. 

Practical but not Legal Monopolies. 

Parliament intended that there should be competition among the 
Companies. The areas which they have a ri^ht to supply overlap, and 
accoraing to Acts of Parliament, householders have the choice of several 
water supplies. Perhaps the system was not found practicable, or 
profitable, from the Companies' point of view. At any rate, each Company 
has now a district to itself, and instead of competition we have monopoly. 
They have no legal monopoly, however. Parliament can sanction the 
introduction of other supplies by the County Council or by a Company, 
without interfering with its obligations towards the Companies. 

A Watj:r Consumers' Tribunal. 

In 1897 a Bill was x>assed creating a tribunal to which water-consumers 
might appeal instead of going to the great expense of a law-suit, or 
through tne equally expensive process of an application to the Local 
Government Board. As the law stands, complamts have to be initiated 
by the consumer, but the new Act provides that local authorities may 
also take the initiative. The tribunal selected is the Railway and Canal 
Commissioners, who will be empowered to compel a Water Company to 
fulfil its obligations. The Commissioners, on the other hand, will be 
protected against frivolous application. The Act is only intended to 
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establish a temporary and ready method of i)rotection to aggrieved con- 
sumers, pending the report of the Royal Commission. 

The )¥ater Companies have obtained several Acts in recent years, 
authorising the increase of storage, &c. 

Numerous Parliamentary Committees and Royal Commissions have 
" sat " on the Water Question during the last fifty years. A brief history 
of the Commissions and Committees will be found in previous issues of the 
Manual. 

The Water Area and the Sources of Supply. 

The area supplied by the eight metropolitan Companies has no relation 
to county or other boundaries. It extends from Ware, in Herts, in the 
north, to Oxted, in Kent, in the south — a distance of thirty miles. 
" Water London," at the last census, had a population of 5,237,000, but 
it is estimated that the Companies are now supplying a population of 
6,020,845. While the total area which they have a right to supply extends 
to 620 square miles, they are only supplying 350 square miles, of which 
119 miles are within the county oif London. The total population 
which the Coihpanies supply within London was in 1896 estimated at 
4,356,858. That is, while about two-thirds of the whole water area is 
outside London, four-fifths of the population supplied are within London, 
and only one-fifth outside. Seventy-nine per cent, of the water supply of 
the meb"opolis is derived from the Rivers Thames and Lea, and the re- 
mainder from Chadwell Springs, in the Lea Valley, and from wells in 
the chalk, and green sand formations. Of these last there are 19 on the 
north sid^ of the Thames, of which 14 are within the district of the New 
River Company and 5 within that of the East London Company ; and 18 on 
the south, 17 of which are within the district of the Kent Company, and one 
within the district of the Southwark and Yauxhall Company. The Grand 
Junction, the Southwark and Yauxhall, and the West Middlesex Com- 

Eanies draw water from the Thames at Hampton. The Chelsea and the 
lambeth Companies have placed their intakes at West Molesey, and the 
East London Company at Sunbury, on the Thames. The last-named 
company, however, obtains the bulk of its supply from the River Lea. 

Water Companies' Law and Charges. 

The eight water companies have a i)ractical though not a legal 
monopoly; the dividends payable are limited by statute, but the com- 
panies are allowed to exceed them in prosperous years to the exigent of 
making up previous deficielncies. 

The law is all on the side of the companies. An expert has given the 
following explanation of it :— r 

Water Companies are bound to supply those persons only who fulfil certain 
statutory conditions : (a) who have proper Sittings in their houses in connec' 
tioxi with the Company's iuain ; (6) who have tendered (ho matter whether 
the tender is accepted or not) the water-rate due^ and therefore are not in 
arrear. N.B.^-A tender of less than the sum due is no tender at all. 

Any one whose water-rate is, from any cause whatever, in arrear^ cannot 
compel supply) and is liable to "catting off'' without notice. 

Water-rate^ by law, becomes due quarter by quarter, on the first day of 
each quarter, in advance ; therefore, if not then tendered or paid, you are in 
arrear legally (and liable as above). 

A Company is not bound to tell you the amount due, or to give notice that 
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it is not due, or to collect it ; but it must have an office and collectors to 
receive tenders and payment. 

This is the Law : and it is as well to know it. 

Water-rate, by custom, is collected half-yearly, two quarters at a time, 
and claim or demand-notes are sent out. Notice is almost invariably given 
of cutting ofif — usually seven days, and often two or three times. No Company 
wishes to cut off, as it excites public feeling ; and it is the fact of the power 
])eing in existence, and not the comparatively few instances of its exercise, 
which is of importance in coercing into payment.

Uharaes : £5 per cent, on annual value — 48. for every water-closet and 
tixed bath when annual value is between £30 and £50, 6«. if between £50 
and £100. and 8«. above; 25 per cent, additional may be charged for 
high service. No charge is made for baths as regards houses the ratable 
value of which does not exceed £30. 

Grand Junction : 65, South Molton-street, W. 

Charges : £A per cent, on annual values up to £200, above, £"3 per 
tent. ; on houses between £30 and £40, 48. a year for each water-closet, 
fixed bath, or high service, and 2s. for each additional ditto. 

Kent : Mill-lane, Deptf ord. 

Charges range from 88. per annum on a house of the annual value of 
£7, to £3 168. on a house of the ratable value of £95. Exceeding £95 
rateable value £4. One water-closet free in all houses ; and a charge 
varying from 58. to lOs. for each additional water-closet. The charge for 
a bath varies from Qs. to 128. 

Lambeth : Brixton Hill, S.W. 

Charges varv from £7 10s. per cent, for an annual value of £20, to £5 
per cent, for values over £100. For water-clofeets in houses between £20 
and £40 value, 108. a year for one, and 58. for each additional water-closet. 
These charges are increased for houses of greater value. An arbitrary 
charge of lOs. is imposed for each bath, though the company's right to do 
so is disputed. _ . 

New River : New River Head, Clerkenwell, E.C. 

Charges : The same as the Grand Junction, excepting the one per 
cent, extra charge for high service. 

SouTHWARK AND Vauxhall : Southwark Bridge Road. 

Cha/rges : £5 per cent, on the annual value. Additional charges, the 
same as the Grand Junction. 

West Middlesex: 19, Marylebone Road, N.W. 
Charges : The same as the Grand Junction. 
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TRAMWAYS. 

Considerable activity is now being exercised by the London County 
Council in tramway matters. Gradually the undertakings of the various 
companies operating in the metropolis are being bought up by the 
Council, and the service improved. At the present time the Council is 
engaged in adapting about eight miles of double track of line in the 
South of London to electric traction (conduit system), and it is the 
intention of the Council to proceed with the work of reconstructing the 
whole of the tramways in its possession at the earliest possible moment. 
Early this year, too, the London United Tramways Company will 
inaugurato a system of electric tramways (overhead trolley) in Hammer- 
smith and the Western suburbs of London. 

When the London County Council came into existence it found 
Tiondon badly served by thirteen tramway companies. The systems were 
mostly disconnected, and dumped down in districts irrespective of the 
general convenience of London. The Council immediately set to work to 
secure possession of the undertakings, in virtue of its powers under the 
Tramways Act of 1870, and in the space of a few years will be in 
possession of all the tramways in London. Altogether 115 miles of 
tramways have been laid down in the metropolis, and of these 72 have 
been purchased by the Council, leaving 43 still in the hands of private 
companies. Of the 72 miles 48 miles purchased on the northern side of 
the Thames are leased to the North Metropolitan Tramways Company, 
and the remaining 24 miles, which are on the south side of the Thames, 
are worked by the Council. In November, 1900, the Council decided to 
approach the North Metropolitan Tramways Company with a view to 
ascertaining upon what terms it was prepared to surrender its lease, and 
negotiations are proceeding. 

The First Municipal Tramway. 

The first step taken by the Council in the acquisition of tramways was 
in 18 )3, when the Council exercised its purchase powers with regard to 4i 
miles of the London Street Tramway Company's Hues. A lawsuit rose 
in connection with the terms. Sir Frederick Bramwell, acting as 
arbitrator between the Council and the company, refused to consider 
evidence as to the prospective value of the tramways or past profits, 
and only took into account evidence bearing on the original cost of 
construction, and the depreciation of such value, by comparing the 
condition at the time of the sale and purchase with the condition when 
newly constructed. The company claimed £604,000 for its four and 
a-haif miles of lines and depots, but the arbitrator decided that the 
" then value " was £101,798. The company appealed, and the decision 
of the Divisional Court in its favour was reversed on appeal. Then 
the House of Lords pronounced final judgment, which upheld the 
interpretation for the first time placed by an arbitrator on the purchase 
clause of the Tramways Act, and this decision is now the basis of all 
negotiations. 

L.C.C. Trams North of the Thames: Leased. 

In the following year— 1896 — the Council acquired, by agreement, the 
whole of the undertakings of the North Metropolitan Tramways 
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Company, and the remainder of that in possession of the London Street 
Tramways Company — 46 miles in alL The purchase price was £10,000 
per mile of double fine. The latter company surrendered the lease held 
from the Council with regard to the four and a half miles previonslv 
purchased, and eventually the two systems were leased to the North 
Metropolitan Company for a term expiring at Midsummer, 1910. As 
already stated, the Cfouncil is now conducting negotiations with the 
company for the surrender of the lease. The main provisions of the lease 
are : That the company shall pay a rent of £45,000 a year and 12i per 
cent, of the amount by which tne gross receipts from the company's lines, 
both inside and outside the County of London, shall exceed those for the 
year ended 31st December, 1895, and the payment under this head is to 
mcrease, on an avenu^e during the period covered by the lease, at a rate 
of not less than £750 a year ; that no new system of traction shall be 
introduced without the consent of the Council, and that the Council shall 
receive 80 per cent, of the increased profit derived therefrom ; that the 
lines shall oe maintained, and, if necessary, re-constructed out of a fund 
to be set aside by the company out of its receipts, so that during each of 
the first four successive periods of three years during the lease the sum 
set apart shall be £37,500, and in each of the last two years £12,500 ; that 
the company shall pay to the Council 5 per cent, per annum upon the 
cost of the leasehold, depots, and other properties; and shall work on 
similar terms and conditions to these in the lease any additional lines 
purchased; and 8 per cent, per annum interest upon the total cost of 
construction of additional lines; that the fares shall not be raised above 
those prevailing at the date of the lease ; that workmen's cars shall be 
run as required up to 8 a.m. ; and that the hours of labour of employecB 
shall not exceed, nor their rate of wages fall below, those of certain 
tramway companies in London. 

L.C.C. South London Tramways: Worked Dirbc^t. 

In 1897 the Council purchased from the London Tramways Co. under the 
eompxdsory clause of the Tramways Act, 1870, 2i miles of the Company's 
tramways and one dep6t for the sum of £22,872, the amount of the award 
of the arbitrator ; and, by arrangement, the Company worked this portion 
of the undertaking, and accounted to the Council for the profits. Subse- 
quently, negotiations between the Council and the company for the 
transfer to the Council of the remainder of the undertaking resulted in an 
agreement being entered into under which the whole was transf efred to the 
Council on 1st January, 1899, and the Council, on that day, itself commenced 
the working of the undertaking, which is now officially known as the 
" London County Council Tramways." The purchase price was £850,000 
(exclusive of the before-mentioned £22,872), and about £3,800 was also 

?aid in respect of capital expenditure by the company since 31st December, 
897, over and above its obligations unaer the agreement. Sums amount- 
ing to a little over £26,000 were also paid to tne company in respect of 
st^s in hand, and unexpired terms of licences and pohcies at the date of 
the transfer, the value of which was, of course, not included in the purchase 
price of the undertaking. The total length of the lines purchased is 2411 
miles. The rolling stock consisted at the time of the transfer of about 
360 cars and 40 omnibuses. It has since been increased to some, but ilot 
to a very larg-e. extent. 
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The Council took over almost the whole of the company's staff, con- 
sistii^ of nearly 1,900 employees. Soon after the transfer the Council 
raised the wages of some or the lower gprades of the tramway employees ; 
and arranged, as far as possible, that no employee should be required to 
work more than six days a week, but that the total annual earnings of each 
man shoidd not be decreased. The increase in wages to the men made 
(luring the first year of the Council's possession of the lines represented a 
sum of about £14,000 per annum. On 1st May, 1900, the Council instituted 
a uniform 10-hours, wnich it is anticipated will involve further increased 
expenditure of £10,000 annually. The Council has established on some 
routes all-night services of cars and omnibuses ; and these services have 
been greatly appreciated by the public. Eeductions of fares have been made 
on some of the routes ; ana, while persons are allowed to travel for greater 
distances for the fares previously paid, no loss of revenue has resulted from 
the change. Recently the Council has made a further concession to work- 
men using the tramways in the morning. 

The Profits op the Municipal Tramways. 

The profit accruing to the Council under the terms of the lease of tho 
lines on the North side of the river for the period 1899-1900 amounted to 
£38,011. The rent, after the deduction of income-tax, amounted to £76,781, 
but from this the sum of £1,004 had to be deducted for establishment 
charges and offices for superintending the doublings, &c., leaving the net 
receipts from the undertaking at £75,777. After deducting charge for 
interest on and repayment of capital outlay (£37,766) there was a surplus 
of £38,011. 

The available profit from the Council's undertaking on the south side of 
the Thames at the end of the last financial year (March 31st, 1900) was 
£64,847. The total receipts amounted to £468,^0, as compared with 
£432,201 in 1898, which was the most successful period ever experienced by 
the London Tramways Company, the Council's predecessor. The working 
expenses were £375,639, showing a profit on working of £92,991. To this 
is added £14,957, balance earned forward from the quarter ended 81st 
March, 1899, thus making a total of £107,948, out of which was paid the 
interest and sinking fund charges for the year and a quarter, amounting 
to £53,101, leavinj? an available balance of £54,847. During the financial 
period the Councfl established a repairs and renewals fund, to which was 
paid out of revenue account the sum of £34.500. Of this £31,676 was 
expended during the year, from which should be deducted certain credits 
from the sale of old materials amounting in all to £1,467. The balance to 
the credit of the fund is £7,308. Allowances were made to wives and 
other dependent relatives of tramway employees who have been recalled 
to their regiments in consequence of tiie war. 

The number of passengers carried on this undertaking during the year 
was 117,992,713; the average fare per passenger was *90d.; and the 
number of miles run by cars and omnibuses was 10,208,161. Of the total 
number of passengers 44 per cent, were carried at id. fares, 43 per cent, at 
Id., 8 per cent, at l|d., 4 per cent, at 2d., and 1 per cent, at 3d. On 
the 31st March the stud consisted of 4,076 horses. 

Electric Traction. 

From the commencement of the Coxmcil's control of the Londpft 
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tramways undertalsing carefal conBideration has been given to the 
question of electric traction. The services of Dr. Kennedy, the electrical 
expert, were retained, and in Jnne, 1899, he presented an exhaustive 
report as to the system of traction best suited to the metropolis. In the 
last session of Parliament powers were obtained enabling the Council to 
use electrical traction on all or any of the tramways in the County of 
London which have been or shall be acquired by the Council. Borrowing 
powers to the extent of £3,000,000 were also obtained. The Council 
expressly stipulated in its Bill not to make use of an overhead system of 
traction without the consent of each of the road authorities concerned. In 
November, 1900, the Council decided to take the first practical step 
towards the reconstruction of its tramways. The lines between West- 
minster-bridge and Tooting — about eight miles in length — are now being 
adapted to the underground conduit system of electric traction. It has 
since been decided to a3d to their lines the tramways between'Kennington 
and Blackfriars Bridge and St. George's Circus and Waterloo Station, so 
that the service on the Tooting line may be complete. The estimated 
cost of reconstruction is £15,000 per mile of single line. The total cost 
of reconstruction is, therefore, estimated at £240,000. A site for a 
generating station has been obtained. 

Extensions, &c. 

The Council in the 1900 session of Parliament obtained power to make 
a number of small extensions, and to double existing lines both north and 
south of the Thames. This session the Council asks for powers to expend 
£469,700 in the construction of 16 miles of new tramways on the north 
side of the Thames, and to expend £544,360 on street widenings, while as 
regards the south side the total length is about 12 miles, the cost of 
construction, &c., being £374,500, and the street widening £449,400. 

Application was made to the Light Railway Commissioners in 1900 to 
construct light railways on the south side of the Thames, at an estimated 
cost of £427,000, but the Commissioners refused to grant the Orders on 
the ground that the schemes (four in number) were not complete in 
themselves, as the necessary street widenings (estimated at £75,000) were 
proposed to be effected by the Council's Improvement Bill. 

Last year the Council acquired a short length of line in Waterloo-road 
belonging to the South London Tramways Company, and in July, 1900, it 
was decided to serve notice on the South London Tramways Company 
and the London, Deptford and Greenwich Tramways Companj^ requiring 
them to sell to the (Council the portions of their undertakings purchasable 
this year. 

All-Night Car Service. 

The Council has instituted an all-night car service at intervals of from 
20 to 25 minutes on the principal routes in connection with the Council's 
tramways. The average weekly receipts during the year were £166, and 
the average weekly expenses £136. Tfiie service is much appreciated by 
the night workers, as well as those who have to get to business very early 
in the morning. 

The Council's Omnibuses. 

When the Council purchased the London Tramways Company's under- 
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taking* it took oyer the omnibuses which the company had been running 
in conjunction witii the tramway service. They were regajded as essenticu 
to the undertaking^ in order to feed and supplement the tramways. In 
order to improve the service the Council caused an alteration in the routes 
taken bjr the buses, but this was regarded as an extension of the service, and 
the omnibus companies have raised the question as to whether the Council 
has legal power to run the omnibuses at all. Mr. Justice Cozens-Hardy 
decided against the Council, and the case is now before the Court of Appeal 

Electric Tramways in West London Suburbs. 

Early this year electric tramways will be run from Hammersmith into 
the western suburbs of the metropolis by the London United Tramwavs 
Company. In 1898 the company presented a Bill in Parliament for tne 
conversion of its horse traction lines to the overhead electric traction on 
the overhead trolley system, and to execute a number of extensions. The 
powers sought were granted, and since that period further concessions 
have been obtained fiom the Light Railway Commissioners and from 
Parliament, and in the 1901 session of Parliament the company is seeking 
powet to make further extensions inside the county. When completed the 
company's system will cover nearly 100 miles of route, and will supply 
means of inter-communication between the following districts : — 

In the County of London — St. Pancras, Marylebone, Paddington, 
Hammersmith, Kensington, Fulham, and Wandsworth. 

In the County of Middlesex — Acton, Ealinj§:, Willesden, Hanwell, 
Southall, Hayes, Hillingdon, Uxbridge, Chiswick, Brentford, Heston, 
Isleworth, Hounslow, Cranford, Twickenham, Teddington, Hampton, and 
Hampton-wick. 

In the County of Surrey — Putney, Barnes, Eichmond, Kingston-on- 
Thames, The Maidens, Coombe, Tolworth, Surbiton, Hook, Thames 
Ditton, and Molesey.

MARKETS. 

Unfortunately consumers do not come into touch with the great 
London markets. They are mainly wholesale institutions. The City 
Corporation is the market authority for London. It owns and manages 
the Metropolitan Cattle Market, Islmgton, the Central Smithfield Markets 
(Meat, Poultry, and Fish), Farringdon Vegetable and Fruit Market, 
Billingsgate Market, Leadenhall Market, and Deptford Foreign Cattle 
Market. For revenue of the Markets, see accounts of City Corporation, 
pa^e 108. 

Covent Garden Vegetable and Fruit Market is the private {property of 
the Duke of Bedford. No accounts are published, but figures given to the 
Market Tolls Commission of 1891 show that the admitted annual profit 
was £13,000. 

There is a large Fish Market, with an increasing business, owned by a 
lar^e company at ShadweU, and a market held mainly in the streets in 
Spitalfields, owned hy the Goldsmid If amily. It has an income of about 
£lO,000. The expenditure is about £2,600. The City Corporation and the 
London County Council are applying' for powers to purchase the market. 

There are three local Mumcipal Markets : the Borough Market, which 
has a profit of between £4,000 and £6,000 a year; Woolwich Market, 
which has a profit of £500 : and Whitechapel Hay Market, owned jointly 
by tiie Stepney Borough and the Lord of the Manor. It brings a profit 
to the parochial exchequer of £600. 

In addition to these there are Potato Markets at railway stations, and 
numerous recognised Street Markets. 
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LONDON'S GAS SUPPLY. 

(jtAS in London is supplied mainly by three companies — ^the Gas Light 
and Coke Company, the South Metropolitan Company, and the Com- 
mercial Company. Other companies, whose main districts are in the 
suburbs, supply certain areas in Hammersmith, Wandsworth, and Cam- 
ber well. Gas has to be supplied at sixteen-candle illuminating power, 
and is officially tested by the Chemists' Department of the London County 
Council. All three of the main companies have effected amalgamations 
*vith other companies. The Gas Light and Coke Company has absorbed 
the Imperial, the Independent, ana the London Companies; the South 
Metropolitan Company has absorbed the Phoenix and the Surrey Con- 
Humers* Company; whilst the Commercial Company in 1876 effected an 
amalgamation with the Ratcliffe Company. 

The dividends payable by the companies are regulated by a sliding 
scale, by which an uicrease in the rate of dividend can only be procured by 
a decrease in the price of gas. In the case of the Gas Light and Coke 
Company and the Commercial Company an increase of i per cent, is 
allowed for every decrease of Id. per 1,000 cubic feet. In the case of the 
South Metropolitan Company, since the conversion (in 1896) of its stock 
from 10 per cent, to 4 per cent., an increase of one-tenth per cent, is 
allowed for every decrease of Id. per 1,000 cubic feet, the standard price 
for the sliding scale being Ss. 6d. 

The high charges made for gas to consumers on the north side of the 
Thames continues to form the subject of a^tation, and during 1900 
several conferences, convened by local authorities, were held, the most 
important being that held at the Guildhall, at which delegates attended 
from the City Corporation, the London County Council, and all the local 
authorities in the metropolis. The resolutions adopted at the conference 
were : — 1. " That, in the opinion of this conference, Parliament should 
intervene to protect gas consumers from the evil effects of the giant 
monopoly brought about by the Gas Acts of 1847 and 1860, and that the 
London local authorities should combine for the purpose of getting[ such 
relief from Parliament as may be deemed equitable." 2. "That, in the 
opinion of this conference, the Gas Light and Coke Company are not 
justified in charging more x)er thousand feet for gas supplied on the 
north side of the Thames than is charged by themselves and the South 
Metropolitan Gas Company for gas supplied on the south side, and that 
the gas companies of the metropolis, working under the sliding scale, 
should not be allowed to charge more per thousand feet for gas supplied 
than the lowest price at which it is supplied by any one of tnem, so that 
gas consumers should not be compelled, as under the present monopoty, 
to make good the loss incurred by bad management." 3. " That the 
advantages secured to the local authorities on the north side of the 
Thames by the City of London Gas Act of 1868. and the amalgamation 
scheme of 1883, as to the supply of gas for public purposes, should not be 
interfered with." 

In July, 1899, the Select Committee of the House of Commons 

appointed to inquire into the administration of the metropolitan gas 

companies presented their report, with the following recommendations :— 

(1) That the standard price of gas should be reduced to 3«. 3rf. (in 

place of the 3«. ^d. now allowed to the Gas Light and Coke and 
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Commercial Gas Compajiies, and the Si. M. fixed for the South 
Metropolitan Gas Company), euch reduction to be put into operation 
when any of the companies come again to PartiameiLt for f reeh caipital 
powers. Further, that in order to give a greater sttmiilus to economy, 
a secondary sliding scale should be introduced, permitting of a 
further increase or decrea.ae of dividend for every complete 'id. 
decrease or increase on the new standard price, 

(2) That the Gas Light Company's area south of the river should 
be transferred to the South Metropohtan Company at a fair and 
reasonable price for works. 

(3) That the charges of the Gas Light and Coke Company for 
fittings for gas supphed throngh antomatic meters should he the 
same on the north and south of the rivtr, and the charges of the com- 
panies generally under this head should be regulated. 

(4) That new capital powers should only bn granted t<i metropolitan 
gas companies for a penod of five yeary, and that Parliament should 
revise the sliding scale, if necessarj-, when Huch new powers are 
granted. 

(5) That a company having obsolete or unprodin-tive capital 
should redeem such capital by smking fund or otherwise. 

The Select Committee were also of opinion that a clear statement of 
the charges for fittings ought to be furnished to each consumer. 

B'^aring on the foregoukg recommendations, the South MetropoUtan 
Gas Company has intrMuced a BiU in the 1901 Session of Parliament 
empowering the company to take over the Gas Light and Coka Company ',s 
area and works on the south side of the Thames. The Gas Light and 
Coke Company has ^so introduced a Bill authorising the raising oi 
additional share and loan capital, and the creation of a Redemption Fund 
for reducing capital, 4c.

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ELECTRIC LIGHT UNDERTAKINGS. 

The siipply of Electric Light in London is divided between the Local 
Mnnicipal Authorities and Private Companies. Under the Electric Lighting 
Act the Board of Trade grants Provisional Orders and licences for the 
supply of Electricity, preference being given to an application from a 
Municipal body. Companies, when once installed, cannot be bought out, 
except by friendly agreement, until after forty-two years. They are entitled 
to receive the " then value " of their undertakings, without any addition 
in respect to compulsory sale or good-will. 

Sixteen local authorities and fifteen companies have obtained the 
necessary powers for supplying electricity in the county of London, and 
the London County Council has also obtained powers, under its General 
Powers Act of 1893, for lighting by electricity the Victoria Embankment 
and the Waterloo and Westminster Bridges. The following are the areas 
for which statutory powers have been obtained by the municipalities : - -

The Board of Trade has given notice of its intention to apply to Parlia- 
ment for an Act to provide for the alteration and readjustment of the 
areas of supply of electricity within the county, or any parts detached 
therefrom under the London Government Act 1899, so as to make the 
boundaries of those several areas coterminous so far as may be with the 
areas of local government fixed by the Act. 

MUNICIPAL ELECTRIC LIGHT. 



BATTERSEA. 

The foundation stone of Batter- 
sea's new electric light station was 
laid by the chairman of the late 
vestry in August last. The central 
station will be situated at the 
junction of Lombard and Holm an 
roads, and the scheme when com- 
pleted will involve an expenditure 
of £130,000. The station has been 
so desigfned that when it is com- 

glete it will contain about 14,000 
orse-power, with boilers, engines, 
dynamos, &c. In the first instance, 
however, it is proposed to build 
only a portion of the station, and 
in this portion plant is to be placed 
to the amount of 1,500 horse-power, 
which, if all working at once, is 
sufficient to supply current for 
about 25,000 lamps of 8 candle- 
power, besides 24Q arc lamps. The 



charge tor current has not yet been 
fixed, but it is proposed that it 
should nut exceed h^d. per unit. 

BERMONDSEY. 

An electric lighting Order was 
granted to the late vestry in 1899, 
and electric lighting works are 
under construction, in conjunction 
with a dust destructor. 

FULHAM. 

The electric light was switched 
on in this borough in January this 
j^-ear. The electricity station, which 
is worked in conjunction with a 
dust destructor, is situated on a 
site having a river frontage, near 
Wandsworth - bridge. The total 
capacity of the plant installed is 
900 kilowatts, and on the opening 
day there were 120 customers, 
among the principal being the 
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Borough Ooiincil, which has wired 
the town hall, public libraries, and 
other municipal buildings for elec- 
tric light. The cost of tne scheme 
is about £120,000.

HACKNEY. 

Although a Provisional Order 
was obtained by the Hackney Board 
of Works so long ago as 1893, it was 
not until March, 1899, that aay 
definite steps were taken to give 
effect to the Order. In that month 
the late vestry agreed upon a 
scheme of combined electricity 
supply and dust destruction drawn 
up by Mr. Robert Hammond to be 
carried out at an estimated capital 
expenditure of £242,367. The foun- 
dation-stone of the central station 
was laid by Mr. Dickinson, the 
chairman of the London County 
Council, in November last, and it is 
anticipated thatcurrent will be sup- 
plied m June, 1901. 

HAMMERSMITH. 

The late Hammersmith vestry 
opened its electric supply works on 
June 21, 1897, with only nine con- 
sumers. The income realised during 
the following nine months was 
£2,476 138. 75., and the capital ex- 
pended up to that date was £39,614. 
k. very large demand for the current 
for private lighting and power pur- 
poses arose in the parish, and the 
vestry extended its installation until 
aow there are 464 customers, taking 
a supply of 26,356 8 c.p. lamps. 
The department last year received 
£3,376 for lighting and maintaining 
150 arc lamps in the public streets.

HAMP8TEAD. 

The vestrj^ of Hampstead estab- 
lished municipal electric lighting 
in 1894, and a central station was 
erected at a cost of £22,000, since 
when further buildings have been 
added. Quite recently, however, it 
has been found necessary, in order 
to meet the probable demand for 
current in the next two or three 
years, to still further enlarge the 
station, and increase the capacity of 
the plant by 4,000 horse-power for 
both engines and boilers. The capi- 
tal was mcreased hy March, 1900, to 
nearly £163,000. The system used 
is High Tension Alternating, trans- 
forming to three-wire distribution 
2,100 to 105 volts.; periodicity, 90 
complete cycles per second. For the 
first fifteen months, end of December 
1895, 192,527 units were supplied. 
The revenue was £5,347, which was 
not sufficient to pay the interest and 
sinking fund charges. There was a 
deficit of £2,916. Tor the following 
corresponding period, however, viz.. 
January 1st, 1896, to March 25th, 
1897, the total units consumed 
amounted to 547,920, 58,800 of these 
being for public Hghting for arc 
lamps. The net profit for that 
period, after paying for interest and 
piincipal of loans, was £1,900. 
In 1898 the net profit increased to 
£8,081, and in 1899 £11,160. The

ISLINGTON. 

An electric lighting Order was 
obtained by the Islin^bon vestry in 
1893, and supply was commenced 
in March, 1896. At the end of the 
first year the revenue from current 
was £11,800, in the following year 
it jumped up to £20,670, and last 
year the revenue reached £24,882. 
The number of units sold in 1897 
was 503,572, in 1898 911,570, and in 
1899 1,346,437. The total capacity 
of the plant installed is 1,500 kilo- 
watts, but extensions (three sets of 
600 kilowatts each) are under con- 
struction.

The total capacity of 
the plant installed is 818 kilowatts, 
and the number of customers 108. 
The capital expenditure to date is 
£68,000. According to a recent 
return the electricitj^ sold was 
280,517 units. The main thorough- 
fares of Newington are illuminated 
by 90 arc and 180 32 candle-power 
lamps. The charges for current are 
6d. for first hour, 4d. second, and 
3d. after ; power, 2H.

ST. PANCRA8. 

St. Pancras was the first authority 
to establish municipal electric 
lighting in London, and it has 
been one of the most successful in 
the whole country. The Vestry 
carried out large extensions of 
the works to serve the greater 
part of the parish. In 1892, the 
first year of the undertaking, there 
was a deficit of £1,543, but in 1893 
there was a surplus of £1,577, which 
was equivalent to a dividend of five 
per cent, on the capital outlay, al- 
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lowing for depreciation. In 1897 
the profit was £5,717, and in 1898 
£5,892. The details of the last

SHOREDITCH. 

The Shoreditch vestry was one 
of the first local authorities to com- 
bine the destruction of dust and 
refuse matter with the production 
of electricity, and Lord Kelvin's 
comment on the scheme at its in- 
auguration three years ago was that 
wmch was one well worthy of the 
Victorian era. Financia'ly, the 
scheme has exceeded the anticipa- 
tion of the most ardent and enthu- 
siastic of its supporters. The 
accounts of the first year's working 
of the electricity works showed a 
surplus of iQCome over expenditure 
of £2,063, but as the result of the 
second twelvemonths' operations, 
the credit balance had leaped up to 
the large figure of £7,745. From 
this, however, a sum of £1,281 had 
to be deducted for expenses before 
the concern was in proper working 
trim, which left an available balance 
up to March 25th, 1899, at £6,463. 
Taking the electricity station and 
dust destructor as a combined under- 
taking, there was an excess of 



income over expenditure of £5,237» 
and after allowing £3,637 for repay- 
ment of debt and interest, there was 
a net surplus of £1,600 in hand. 
During the first three months the 
heat was raised almost entirely from 
dust at a saving of seventy tons of 
coal per week, which was equal to 
£362 for the three months, or £1,448 
a year. A special feature of the 
scheme is the mtroduction of steam 
and thermal storage, so as to 
counteract the effect of the unequal 
consumption of refuse. Refuse 
must be burned during the whole 
day whilst the greatest amount of 
electrical energy is required at 
night. The following is a summary

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PROBLEM OF THE PORT OF LONDON. 

A BoTAL CouHiBBiON is HOW Holding an inquiry into tlie condition of the 
Port of London and the Docks. The reference to the Commission is as 
follows : — 

To inquire into the present administration of the Fort of London and 
the water approaches thereto ; the adequacy of the acoommodaiaon 
provided for vessels, and the loadinflf and unloading thereof ; the 
system of charge for such accommodation, and the arrangements 
for warehousing dutiable goods ; and to report whether any change 
or improvement in regard to any of these matters is necessary for 
the promotion of the trade in the public interest. 

The commissioners are Earl Egerton of Tatton (chairman); Lord 
Revelstoke ; Sir B. Griffen, k.cb. ; Bear Admiral Sir J. Hext, K.C.I.E. . 
Mr. A. Ljrttleton, Q.c, m.p. ; Mr. J. E. Ellis, m.p. ; Sir J. Wolfe Barry, k.o.b. 
Secretary, Mr. Cecil Owen. 

The chaotic administration of the Port of London and the inadequacy 
of the Docks— which together are driving away trade from the metropoH? 
and reducing it to the second position as a world-Port— have led to strong 
indignation among the shipping and business community interested in the 
export and import trade. £1 March 1896 the Bivers Committee of the 
London County Council were asked to report on the subject, " it being in 
the best interest of London to improve its shipping by improved and 
cheaper Dock accommodation." Mr. G. L. GK)mme, now Clerk of the 
Council, reported very fully on the subject in his former capacity of 
Statistical Officer. 

The chief authorities concerned in the government of the Port of 
London are • — 

I. Thames Conservancy. — For conservancy purposes, regulation 
of navigation, removal of obstruction, dredging, &c. The area 
of its jurisdiction differs in limits for various purposes. 

II. City Corporation. — Port sanitary purposes from Teddington 
Lock seawards. 

III. Trinity House. — Pilotage, lighting, and buoiring from London 

Bridge seawards. 

IV. The Watermen's and Lightermen's Company. 

The London County Council, the Board of Trade, the Admiralty, the 
Metropolitan and City Police, Police of Biparian Boroui^hs, Kent and 
Essex Fisheries Commissioners, all the Dock Companies, and other 
authorities and companies play some part or other in the government 
and pubHc services of the Port. 

The inadequacy of the Dock accommodation for modern ships, and the 
excessive dues imposed by the Dock Companies, are chiefly responsible for 
the decline in the growth of shipping at tne Port. London's proportion of 
shipping entered m>m foreign counmes, as compared with the total of the 
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United Kin^om, has fallen from 20*2 in 1861 to 16-8 in 1899 ; and the 
total, inclnding shipping from British possessions, has decreased from 24*0 
of the total in 1861 to 19'3 in 1899. The percentage of London's trade in 
shipping cleared to foreign countries and British possessions, has in the 
same period fallen from 18*1 to 14*5. So that, year bv year, London's 
position as a Fort is weakening, as compared ^dth other Lome ports, while 
Hamburg, Antwerp, and other Continental ports, where the Docks are 
public property, make rapid progress, largely at the expense of London. 

Dock Companies. — The Dock Companies are partly consolidated. The

f reference or debenture stock or mortgages. The East and West 
ndia Docks have issued over three million debentures at 3 per cent. The 
market value of the stock is nearly five millions less than the nominal 
value, except in the case of the Surrey Commercial Docks, whose stock 
stands at about i^00,000 premium. The financial operations of the 
companies have led to the creation of "watered" capital, estimated at 
£1,700,000.

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THE ASSESSMENT SYSTEM. 

HOW TO REDUCE YOUR RATES. 



Bates are levied auoording to the 
assessment or valuation of property 
made by the various assessment 
authorities on the basis of the 
annual value of the property. The 
law at present is defective and there 
is a lack of uniformity in different 
districts in the way it is adminis- 
tered. More harmonious action has 
been brought about lately by means 
of the conferences which have taken 
place between the Ooimty Council 
and the assessment authorities. 
These have resulted not only in pro- 
curing greater uniformity of practice 
but also in coming to some agree- 
ment as to the revision that is 
needed in the system. The Royal 
Commission on Local Taxation, too, 
have had tiie valuation system under 
their consideration, and have made 
it the subject of their first report. 
Briefly, they recommend a County 
Valuation Authority (viz., the 
County Council), working by means 
of local committees, on which the 
local Boards of Guardians and 
Borough Councils should be rejjre- 
sented, these local committees talang 
the place of the overseers, and the 
County Council taking the place of 
the Assessment Committee. 

At present, the overseers in 
the first instance make out the 
valuation list, which is afterwards 
revised by an Assessment Com- 
mittee, sitting for the Poor-law 
area in which the borough is 
situated, and appointed by the 
Borough Council where the Poor- 
law area consists of a single 
borough,andby the Gruardians where 
there are several boroughs in one 
Poor-law union. An appeal from 
the decision of the Assessment 
Committee lies to Quarter Sessions. 
It is important in the interests of 
the whole community that properties 



should be assessed at their proper 
value, but it is also important to 
individuals that they should not be 
over-assessed. It is the occupiers of 
the smallest class of houses who are 
Hkely to suffer most in this respect. 
We give some explanation as to 
how the system works, and a few 
hints as to what action should be 
taken if the assessment is too high. 

On receiving your first rate-paper 
or demand note look carefully at the 
amount of the Ratable Value, and 
compare it with the rent you pay. 
If you are not responsible for the 
repairs, you are entitled to a deduc- 
tion from your rent — if it represents 
the full value — according to the fol- 
lowing scale : — 

If the rent is under £20, deduct 
one-fourth to find the proper Rat- 
fljolp ^» aiTip 

If £20 and under £40, deduct 
one-fifth. 

If £40 or more, deduct one-sixth. 

N.B. — The practice is to disregard 
shillings and pence altogether — not 
to take the nearest pound. 

If the Ratable Value on the 
demand-note is found to be too hi^h 
you should at once communicate, in 
writing, with the overseers. The best 
channel is usuaUy the rate-collector, 
whose address is on the demand- 
note. State the nature of your 
tenancy, the date of its commence- 
ment, the amount of the rent, and 
all other facts bearing on the value 
of the premises; and conclude by 
requestmg that, as the Ratable 
Value is too high, your house may 
be inserted in a " Provisional Valu- 
ation List" at a reduced assessment. 
This generally has the desired effect ; 
but, if not, legal proceedings can be 
taken to compel the overseers to do 
what is necessary. Before resorting 
to these, however, application might 
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well be maxle to the clerk of the 
Assessment Committee for your 
district. 

If yon receive a notice that the 
Gross or Ratable Valne of yonr pre- 
mises, or both, have been altered 
compare the new amount with yonr 
rent, as above ; and if it is too nigh, 
give notice of objection to the over- 
seers, the surveyor of taxes, and the 
clerk of the Assessment Committee. 
This notice must be in writing ; it 
should state that you feel aggrieved 
by the unfairness or incorrectness 
of the proposed Gross and Eatable 
Values, that you will appear before 
the Assessment Committee to sup- 
port your objection, and that in 
your judgment the amounts ought 
to be reduced (naming the amounts 
you would yourself think fair). You 
will receive due notice of the tune 
and place at which your objection 
will be heard ; and the Assessment 
Committee, after hearing you, will 
inform you of their decision. If 
this is not satisfactory you can 
appeal to quarter sessions ; but for 
this purpose legal assistance is ne- 
cessary. 

Every" five years all property in 
the Metropolis is re- valued for rating 
purposes. This is called the Quin- 
quennial Valuation; and the last 
took place in 1900. Every occu- 
pier is required by law to fill up 
the Form of Return which is then 
sent him, to enable the overseers to 
make up the Valuation List. De- 
faulters, aaid persons making incor- 
rect returns, are liable to' a penalty. 
The penalty is not always enforced; 



but ratepayers who do not fill up 
the form cannot expect leniency 
when they have occasion to appear 
before the Assessment Committee. 

The Ratable Value is of course, 
the more important, but the Gross 
Value should not be disregarded, as 
it is the basis of charge for Prc^erty 
Tax and Inhabited House Duty. 
The full and fair rent paid by a 
yearly tenant is the equivalent of 
Gross Value. Under tne Finance 
Act 18941^8 tax-collector must allow 
a deduction of exzictly one-si^dh 
from the Gross Value before calcu- 
lating the charge according to the 
current rate in the pound. 

If, by taking a lease, or other- 
wise, you make yourself responsible 
for the repairs, you must add ten 
per cent, to the amount of your rent 
in order to obtain the correct Groee 
Value, and then deduct according 
to the above scale to find the Ratr 
able Value. 

Examples. 

A pays £30 per annum on an 
ordinary yearly tenancy. His rates 
are charged on a Ratable Value of 
£27. A is entitled to deduct one- 
fifth (£6) from his rent, leaving £24 
as the correct Ratable Value. A 
should object. 

B pays £30 per annum on a re- 
pairing' lease and is charged on £27 
Ratiible Value. B must first add 
ten per cent, to his rent, making 
£33 Gross Value ; then deduct one* 
fifth (£6, disregarding odd shillings) 
leaving: £27. Thus B's Ratable 
Value is correct. 
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THE VALUATION OF LONDON. 

The valuation of London is made under conditions quite different from 
those obtaining in the country generally. Since 1870 a complete re- valua- 
tion has taken place every five years, while a supplemental valuation in 
each of the intervening years has brought new properties into rating. This 
procedure has undoubtedly resulted in keeping the valuation of London at 
a high level. In 1891 the total valuation was £33,004612 ; in 1896 it was 
£35,824,100. Between 1891 and 1895 the average total of the supplemental 
lists, which may be taken as the average annual value of new property, 
was £304,304. The increase of the re-valuation of 1896 over the 1895 
valuation was, however, £1,611,638, and the excess of this over the average 
annual value of new property may be taken as representing the increase 
in the general value of property in London, and as indicating to some 
extent the " unearned increment" of five years. It amounted to over a 
million and a quarter : nearly equal to the value of all the new property in 
the quinquennium. The valuation now used for many of the rates is not 
the ratable value, but what is known as the assessable value. The total 
assessable value for the year 1900 is £37,549,521, which is made up of 
the ratable value of houses, £37,535,318, together with one-half the 
ratable value of agricultural land £28,405. The total ratable value is 
£44,476,709 ; the gross value (used for Queen's taxes) is about 22 per cent, 
higher; but as there is^o gross valuation put upon Government Property, 
the total gross value of London, corresponding to the total ratable value 

of £37,549,521, cannot be given. On the basis of the known values, how- 
ever, the gross rental value of London may be put at £45,101,901. The 
ratable value of each parish, and the ratable value of agricultural land 
included therein, is given in the following table : —

EQUALISATION OF RATES. 



The Rates of different districts in London are equalised for certain pur- 
poses in three different ways. First, on the Metropolitan Common Poor 
Fund, established in 1867, and administered by the Local Government 
Board, is thrown part of the expenditure of Poor-law Guardians on indoor 
paupers, insane poor, vagrants, school fees for outdoor pauper children, 
medical relief, Poor-law officers, registration of births and deaths, and 

vaccination ; and of the Metropolitan Asylums Boa.rd on small-pox. fever, 
and diphtheria patients and ambulance expenses. The expenditure thrown 
on the Fund in 1899-1900 was £1,336,986, an amount of £153,277 being 
collected from the richer boroughs, and handed over to the poorer boroughs 
in aid of their Poor-law expenditure. Secondly, on the County Fund is 
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thrown part of the expenditure of Poor-law Guardians (in addition to 
that borne on the Metropolitan Common Poor Fund) on indoor paupers, 
pauper lunatics, Poor-law medical expenses, teachers in Poor-law schools. 
Union officers, and registration of births and deaths ; and of Boroue-h 
Councils on sanitary officers and main roads. Thirdly, through tlie 
Equalisation Fund, established by the London (Equalisation of Hates) 
Act, 1894, and administered by the London County Council, relief to the 
amount of £253,815 is given to the poorer districts for the purpose of 
supporting Public HealSi and Lighting charges, at the exjwnse of the 
richer districts. A 6f?. rate (which produces £924,882) is levied all round, 
and is redistributed on the basis of population; that is to say, a poor 
district, with a dense population and a low ratable value, may receive 9d. 
or 10(i. back over and above its 6ci., while another district, with a thinner 
population, but heavier ratable value, may be credited with only 2d. out of 
its 6d. and have to pay 4rf. into the fund. The following figures show 
the operation of the Equalisation of Bates Act and its influence in 
London in 1899-1900.

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REGISTRATION OF BIRTHS, DEATHS, AND MARRIAGES. 

The registration of Births, Deaths, and Marriages is carried on under the 
direction of the Registrar- General at Somerset House, but the Boards of 
Guardians are charged directly with the work. The Clerk to the Guardians 
is generally the District Superintendent Registrar, and|he appoints one or 
more deputies to act under him. 

Births. — Every Birth must be 
registered by the father or mother 
of the child, or occupier of the house, 
or the doctor in attendance, or some 
other qualified person, within forty- 
two days after the child is bom. 
Registration is the only lecpal proof 
of the date of birth, and there is a 
penalty for any one who does not 
comply with his duty as a citizen in 
this respect. If the child receives 
another name at baptism, the name 
originally given may be altered in 
the register within twelve months 
after ttie original registration. A 
certificate of birth may be obtained 
at any time from Somerset House 
on payment of a fee of 3«. 7d., or it 
may be obtained at the moment of 
registration on payment of a smaller 
fee. 



Deaths.— Every death must be 
registered within five days after the 
death takes place. It is the duty of 
the nearest relative, or some one 
present at the death, or some person 
m attendance during last illness, or 
some other relative, or one who can 
speak with personal knowledge. A 
death-oertincate should be obtained 
before tie funeral, and delivered to 
the cler^man or the person who is 
performing the service. A penalty 
of 408. attaches to the non-delivery 
of this certificate. The procedure 
to take in case of sudden death, 
which requires a coroner's inquest, 
is descrilid on page 130. 

How TO BE Married. — There are 
several ways in which parties may 
be married. In every case the mar- 
riage must be registered. The 
Superintendent Registrar, or his 



deputy, may perform the marriage 
ceremony if required. 

Marriage hy Certificate. — In the 
case of marriage by Certificate at 
a Registrv Office, notice must be 
given to tne Superintendent Regis- 
trar of the district by each of the 
parties, who must have resided in 
the district for seven days, or if 
living within two Registrars' dis- 
tricts, notice must be given in each 
district. After the expiration of 
twenty-one days from the notice of 
marriage the Superintendent Regis- 
trar has to deliver a Certificate of 
Marriage, and the marriage may 
take place any time within the next 
three months after receipt of the 
certificate. The fee for obtaining a 
notice of marriage is 1«. The Re^s- 
trar will perform the ceremony with- 
out licence for 58. The Certificate 
of Marriage costs 28. 6^. 

Marriage hy Licence. — In the 
case of marriage by Licence it is 
only necessary for one of the parties 
to give notice to the Superintendent 
Registrar in whose district he, or 
she, has resided for fifteen days. If 
the two parties reside in different 
districts, it is only necessary to give 
notice in one. On the day ^ter 
notice of marriage the Registrar 
issues a certificate, and also a 
Licence to marry, and the intended 
marriage may be solemnised, under 
authority of this Licence, within 3 
months. For obtaining notice of 
marriage by Licence the charge is 
3s. 6d. The certificate of notice costs 
l8. The Lioeaije costs 308., accom- 
panied by a stamp duV of 108., and 
the Registrar wiU" x)erfDrm the cci e- 
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mony, under this Licence, at a 
charge of lOs. 

Marriage by Special Licence. — 
Special Licences are granted by the 
Archbishop of Canterbury, on ap- 

SUcation to the Faculty Office, 
)octors' Commons, which will 
authorise the marriage at any place 
and at any time, with or without 
previous residence. The fees and 
stamps under this licence cost 
between £29 and £30. 

It is not necessary to add informa- 
tion concerning marriages with re- 
ligious ceremonies, as parties can 
apply to the clergyman or minister 
of their church. 

Marriage Licences. — There 
are two kinds of Marriage Licences. 
An ordinary Licence may be ob- 
tained on application at the Faculty, 
Vicar General's Office, or at the 
Bishop of London's Registry, 
Doctors* Commons, between 10 a.m. 
and 4 p.m. Application must be 
made by one of the parties about to 
be married. After affidavits are 
prepared, and a declaration made 
by one of the parties, a Licence is 
delivered after payment of fees 
amounting to 308., and stamps cost- 
ing 128. 6d. One of the parties must 
have lived for fifteen days within 
the parish where the marriage is to 
take place under authority of this 
Licence. 

Following are the names andad- 
dresses of zhe Registrars, at whose 
of&ces births and deaths should be 
registered, and marriage arrange- 
ments made. Note is made of tne 
Registrars who attend to the mar- 
riage business. When no reference 
is made to marriages, applications 
should be addressed to the Super- 
intendent. The Superintendent's 
hours are, as a rule, from 10 to 4. 
The offices are shut on Sundays.

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PaWERS AND DUTIES OF THE LONDON BOROUGH COUNCILS. 

There are now twenty-eight Borougli Councils in the metropolis, 
varying considerably in area, ratable value, and population, and, for 
the first time in tne history of London local government, something 
approaching uniformity now prevails. The organisation which was 
superseded by the London Government Act (1899) dated from the passing 
of the Metropolis Local Manag'ement Act, 1865, when the old parochial 
vestries were magnified into District Municipal Councils, while retaining 
the name which associated them with ecclesiastical affairs. In some 
respects the vestries were imperfectly constituted. Their accounts were 
not ofiicially audited by professional accountants. In some cases they 
were the rating authorities. In a few parishes the Guardians had charge 
of the rates, in other the Overseers. The extent of their duties and their 
methods of administration vari*id, like their areas and populations. 

Where Vestries were too small to be independent sanitary authorities, 
they^ combined to elect a District Board, which discharged the duties of 
maintaining the streets, and canied on the sanitary administration ; but 
they retained in their own hands the duty of establishing and maintaining 
public libraries, baths and wash-houses, and cemeteries. Vestries of this 
type belonged to the class known as Schedule B, while the others were 
under Schedule A. The management of libraries, baths and wash-houses, 
and cemeteries, was at one time delegated to commissions appointed by 
the vestries, but under the Local Government Act of 1894 power was 
given for these institutions to be transferred to committees of the Vestries. 

The full text, and explanatory notes, of the London Government Act 
will be found on page 251. The principal changes effected by the Act, 
however, may be summarised as follows : — It aboHshes the vestries and 
district boards, and constitutes in their place twenty-eight metropolitan 
Borough Councils, which may be elected triennially, each to consist of a 
Mayor, and not more than ten Aldermen and sixty Councillors. Women 
are not eligible for election. The majority of the Borough Councils have 
decided in favour of triennial elections. 

The Borough Councils have transferred to them aU the powers, duties, 
property, and liabilities of the existing local authorities other than those 
relating to the affairs of the Church. The incumbent and churchwardens 
are not ex officio members of the Borough Councils, as was the case in the 
old vestries. The power of Borough Councils to close or stop up streets, 
under section 84 of the Metropolis Management Amendment Act, 1862, 
will not require the sanction or allowance of the London County Council, 
as was necessary in the case of the vestries and district boards. There 
are transferred to the new Councils the powers of the London County 
Council, under the London Building Act, relating to the licensing of 
wooden structures, the removal of unauthorised sky-signs, and the 
removal of obstructions in streets respectively; power under section 28 
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of the Public Health A<jt, 1891, of registering dairymen ; the maintenance 
of existing main roads, and, if required by the County Council, of tbe 
roadways and footways of bridges. t 

The Borough Councils exercise, concurrently with the County Council, 
the powers of the County Council under — 

(a) Sections 170 and 197 of the London Building Act, 1894, relating 
respectively to the demolition of buildings erected in contravention of 
the Act, and the taking of proceedings in respect of the illegal 
stacking of timber ; 

(6) Sections 17 to 25 of the Metropolis Water Act, 1871, with 
respect to the regulations of water companies ; 

(c) Section 7 of the Eailway and Canal Traffic Act, 1888, to make 
complaints or appear in opposition to complaints before the Railway 
and Canal Commissioners ; 

{d) Section 65 of the Local Government Act, 1888, relating to the 
acquisition of land, embankments, &c.; and the enforcement of 
bye-laws and regulations with respect to dairies and milk, slaughter- 
houses, knackers' yards, and offensive businesses ; 

(e) Part III. of the Housing of the Working Classes Act, 1890 ; 
(/} Section 23 of the Municipal Corporations Act. 1882, as 
applied by section 16 of the Local Government Act, 1888, to make 
bye-laws for the goodwill and government of the borough. 
Subject to the consent of the Local Government Board, the Borough 
Councils have power to put into force the compulsory clauses of the 
Lands Clauses Act, 1845* 1860, and 1869, in the event of their being 
unable to acquire by agreement land which the^ require, and they may 
also, with like consent, alienate land vested in them, other than any 
recreation ground or open space dedicated to the use of the public. 

Another important point is that the Borough Councils are the 
authorities for adopting and administering the Baths and Wash-Houses 
Act, the Burial Acts, and the Public Libraries Acts (the necessity of a 
poU in the case of the latter now bein^ obviated), and have the sajqie 
powers of promoting and opposing Bills m Parliament, and of prosecuting 
or defending any legal proceedings necessary for the promotion or 
protection of the interests of the inhabitants of their Boroughs, as are 
conferred on Borough Councils outside London by the Borough Funds 
Act, 1872. - 

Further powers majr be transferred from the London County Council 
to the Borough Councils, or vice versa, by Provisional Order of the Local 
Government Board, on the application of the County Council and the 
majority of the Borough Councils. The Local Government Board may 
also, on joint application by the County Council and the City Corpora- 
tion, make Provisional Orders transferring powers from the County 
Council to the City, or from the City to tne County Council. The 
Borough Councils are the overseers of every parish within their borough, 
and the Town Clerk of each borough has the powers and duties, and is 
subject to the same liabilities as overseers with respect to the preparation 
of the lists of voters, and is the Town Clerk within the meaning of the 
Acts relating to the registration of electors. There are, however, several 
anomalies remaining in regard to assessments, as in some cases the 
assessments are m^e by the Guardians, in others bjr the Borough 
Councils. The Act has simplified, to some extent, the existing complicated

The new borough of Battersea practically compriseB the area of 
the parish of Battersea, For Poor-law purposes BatterHea forms part 
of the Wandsworth and Ctapham Union ; for electoral pnrpoaeH it

borongh of Battersea and Clapham — 
namely, the whole of the Battersea 
division and part of the Clapham 
divsion.

It was not until IS*.'), when it had a 
popnlation of 7,500, that Battersea ob- 
tamed a local Act for elementary 
local government administration. In 
1865, with a poi>ulation of 14,000, it 
was only of sufficient im^rtance to be 
added to five other parishes to form 
the Wandsworth District; but after 
1861 its progress was rapid. Prom a 
population of less than 20,000 in 
1861 it grew to 54,016 in 1871, 107,262 
in 1881, 150,558 in 1891, 'and 165,115 
In 1896. In 1888 it obtained local 
government independence and 

has consistently taken advantt^e of w. j. davies. Mayor, 

every proidaion for local efficiency: the 

Vestry has now under its own control Baths, Burials, and Libraries, as 
well as Electricity supply, and the Municipal Buildings on Lavender-hill 
are among the finest in London. 

The borough is very fully developed: on the area available for building 
it contains 94 persons to the acre, thus leaving but a small margin 
for an increased population in healthy conditions. 

There is in the borough a rather large proportion of small houses, and 
tenements of three or four rooms form 37i per cent, of all the tenements 
-- the borough. This is not accompanied by a large proportion of o

cent, in the East End. 

In open spaces Battersea is fortunate in havi^ Battersea Park and 
large parts of Clapham Common and Wandsworth Common, besides small 
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public g^ardens containing in all some 400 acres, or one-fifth of the area of 
the whole borough. 

It is not surprising, then, to find that the borough is healthy. The 
death rate in 1899 was 167 per 1,000 persons living, as compared with a 
death rate for all London of 19*3. 

The ratable value of the borough for 1900-1 is £930,876, of which 
£70 is the valuation of so-called agricultural land, including nurseries, &c. 

The Baths, Burials, and Libraries Acts are in force in the borough, ard 
the electricity supply is in municipal control. There are two parochial 
cemeteries. 

The borough council consists of 9 aldermen and 54 councillors, who 
take the place of 129 members of extinct local bodies. The borough is 
divided into 9 wards.

Works Department. 

A most successful Works Depart- 
ment is in operation in Battersea, 
and workshops, equipped with 
modem machinery, have been es- 
tablished at the Borough depot in 
the Battersea-park-road. The con- 
tractor is almost entirely dispensed 
with in Battersea, and at the pre- 
sent time the department is con- 
structing public baths and the 
generating station for electric 
light, in addition to the making up 
of new roads, extensive wood-paving 
works, new sewers, &c. A wharf 
was recently purchased for the 
stacking and treatment of timber 
required for building purposes.

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Horselydown, St. Olave and Thomas, Eotherhithe, and part of Ber- 
mondsey), but only part ot the Bermondsey division, the St. George-the- 
Martyr part being' in the West Sonthwark borouph. 

Id area the borough of Bermondsey is 2^ sijuare miles in extent. It has been 
thickly inhabited smce the TO'h. At the beginning of the centnry the popula- 
tion was 46,281 ; it roae by about S.OOO adecennium until 1841, when it was 
68,70 L ; thiin by 16,500 for two decennia ; then by 20,000 to 1871 ; between 1871 
and 1881 it increased less rapidly ; in 1881 it was 134,632. in 1891 136,660 
and in 1896 137.585. As in Sonthwark, the increasing population of 
more recent years have had fewer houses to live in — the 1@6 population of 
137,585 have practically the same number of inhabited honses (16586) ae 
the 1871 population of 1^.398. and 1,112 fewer than in 1891. In 1891 the 
proportion of overcrowding in Rotherhithe was 20'i! per cent., in 
Bermondsey 23'3, and in St. Olave's 
district 27' 6 per cent. Within the 
borough there are nine open spaces. 
chief among tliem beinp Southwark 
Park ; the total acreage is 75 out of a 
total acreage of the borough of 1506.

The Ijorong-h of Chelsea agrees nominally with the parish area, the 
old local ewverament area, the Poor-law area, and the Par- 
liamentarv borou^'h. But an important part of Chelsea, known as 
K^nsal Town, detached from the main part of the parieh and 
sitnated Home thr^e miles away to the north of Kensington, 
has been sepai'ated from Chelsea and added to Paddingion and Eeu- 
aing^xm. A corresponduig' change is to be made in the Poor-law area of 
Chelsea as from March 26. 1901, bnt the Parliamentary borongh and Connty 
Council disisicn will not be altered, and thus the new areas of Chelsea will 
no long'er be conterminona for all purposes. The areaof Ke^sal Town is 
144 acres, the population 21,450, the ratable value £72.252. The 
main part of the parish— hereafter to be the boroufi'h — has a population 
of 75.953. a ratable value of £797,525. wjthan area of 6B0 acres, 
jnst over one sqnaie mile. It is thus one of the smallest boroughs. 
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The borough is nnderfoing' a change different from any that haa 
occurred elsewhere in Lonaon ; a neighlwurhood hitherto occupied by the 
poorer classes is becoming inhabited by well-to-do people, and the pic 
turesque houaea of Chelaea are being auperseded by blocks of mansions. 
The eitension of the Victoria Bmbanfement to ^oiu the Chelsea Embank- 
ment will probably give further impetus to this moTement by making a 
fine thoronghfare from the Houses of Parliament direct to Chelsea. In 
population tike borough is now practically stationary; it developed 
rapidly during the first half of the century, until in ISTil there were 56,185 
inhabitants; since then progress has been slow in Chelsea proper, but the 
extension of building to the detached part in the eighties brought the total 
population of the whole parish to 
m.2!a in 1891 and 96.646 in 
1896. 

The census of 1891, which is the 
most recent mfonnation available, 
showed that there was a consider- 
able number of small tenements, 
43 per cent, of all tenements being 
tenements containing only one or 
two rooms. Overcrowding, too, 
was prevalent, 18'6 per cent, of the 
population living two in a room, a 
proportion which though small in 
comparison with the central dis- 
tricts of London, is high in com- 
parison with the neighbonring 
districts. 

The death rate in Chelaea in 
1899 was 19-7 per 1.000 just 
under the general death rate for 
all London (19-8). Infant mor- 
tality, loo, was at the average; 164 
children out of every 1,000 born 
died in their first year as compared

DEPTFORD. 

Council Offices.- Tanner's Hill, Deptford. 

The metropolitan borough is the Parliamentary borough of Deptford,- 
and agrees with the parish of St. Paul, Deptford, which forms part of 
the Greenwich Union for Poor-law administration, and was part of the 
Greenwich District for local government purposes. It is 2i square miles 
in area, and has an increasing population of 112,236, an 
average of 67 persons to an acre. The borough contains only a small 
area of open spaces — Deptford Park (11 acres) and Telegraph Hill (9i 
acres) being the only ones of importance. There is another open space 
(a very small one) known as the Ravensboume Recreation Ground. The 
borough also contributed towards the purchase of the Hilly Fields (45i 
acres) which immediately adjoin the south-eastern boundary of the 
boroug^h, although not within it. The ratable value is £557,225, 
of which £391 is the valuation of agricultural land. Theproportion 
of overcrowding cannot be stated. The death rate in 1898 was 16'0 
per 1,000. 



Deptford has baths and a cemetery. The electric lighting powers are in 
the hands of the London Company.

The borough of Finebury is the area of the Central and East divisions 
of the Parhamentary borough of Finabmr. It coneista of thegreater P^rt 
of the Holborn Union and a fringe of the City of London Union. The 
settlement of this borough is prohably one of the hardest tasks set the 
CommiBsionera by the London Government Act, involving as it does finan- 
cial adjustments Detween many existing diBtricts, as well as the rectification 
of areas not only between parisii ana pariah, hut also between county 
and county. The creation of I'lnsbury meanij the amalgamation of the 
whole of two existing local BrovemmentdiBtrii:tH. viz.: thepariiiheaof Clerk- 
enwell and St. Luke, a small part of the Holborn district {the parish of 
St. Sepulchre and the hbertyot Glasshouse Yard) and the extra parochial 
place of the Charterhouse. The liberty of Ulasshouse Yard forms part of 
the parish of St. Botoljih without Aldersgate within the City of London 
Union. The main part of the parish is 
ill the City of London; but GlasshousB — 

Yard is without the City, though a small 
part of it in under the administration 
of the City Corporation for sanitary 
purposes. 

.Mother difficult question of areaa 
arises in connection with the detached 
the part of Clerkenwell, situated more 
than four miles from the main part of 
parish .and one and a-half miles beyond 
the county boundary. This outlying part, 
only m acres in extent, has already 
caused much trouble t« London. It has 
recently been embraced in the London 
building area and drainage questions

Besides theee questions, 
important financial matters are involved m the amalgamation of 
areas with loans of such varying magnitude as those of St, Luke. 
( 'lerkenwell, and Holborn, and with such different criteria of local 
clliciency. Holborn district has Libraries and a Town Hall (situated 
however in the Holborn borough) ; Clerkenwell also has Libraries and a 
Town HaU ; St. Luke has a convenient Vestry Hall in City-road and the 
right to use Cripplegate Library, which renders it unnecessary to provide 
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a public library. In Biz« the borough is the smallest in London save 
Holborn, being only 588 acres in extent. Its ratable value is 
very high, viz., £905,582, and is still increasing j its population is 
109,961. It reached its climax in 1861 and is now declining, but not nearly 
at so great a rate as is the area available for residence, which is becoming 
more and more limited by the increase of business premises. The 
district is an example of the effect of the encroachment of the central 
business area on the area occupied by working class populations living im 
the immediate neighbourhood of their work. 

In general character the different parts of the borough are not dissimilar. 
They are all fully built upon and densely populated, the Holbom 
parishes containing 165 persons per acre, St. Luke 175, and Clerkenwell 
206, making for the whole borough a density of 187 persons to the acre, as 
compared with 64 for all London. There is much overcrowdinjpf, 38*1 per 
cent, of the population of the Holbom parishes, 38*8 per cent, of St. Luxe, 
and no less than 44*3 per cent, of the Clerkenwell population living in small 
tenements crowded more than two persons in a room. In open spaces 
Finsbuiy is verv deficient, only sixteen acres of breathing space for a 
population of 109,961. Following these indications the death rate is very 
high, the death rate of Clerkenwell in 1899 was 22*6, of the Holbom 
parishes 24'9, and of St. Luke 28*4, the highest in London. The average 
death rat^ for the borough was 24*79. Tnis is higher than any of the 
great towns of the Kingdom, and is only exceeded amongst the foreign 
capitals by St. Petersburg. 

Under the Adoptive Acts scheme the Baths and Burial Acts are to be 
in force in no part of the borough, the Libraries Acts only in Clerkenwell, 
St. Sepulchre, and G-lasshouse Yard, and not in St. Luke or Charterhouse. 

The electricity supply for the whole borough is in the hands of 
the London and the County of London Companies. 

The borough council consists of 9 aldermen and 54 councillors (one- 
third retiring annually), who have taken the place of about 214 members 
of extinct b(^ies. The borough is divided into 11 wards. 



Public Libraries. 

The Public Libraries Acts are in 
force in ClerkenweU, St. Sepulchre, 
and Glasshouse-yard. The Central 
Library is in Skinner-street, Clerk- 
enwell, and there is a small branch 
at RisinghiU-street, Pentonville. 
The total number of volumes in 
the Library is 20,449. Annual 
issue of l)ooks average 120,000 
volumes, which are exclusive of 
references to directories and some 
hundreds of encyclopaedias, dic- 
tionaries, and similar works in an 
open Beference Library. This 
Library adopted the open access 
system of lending books in 1894,

luE metropolitaa borongh is the parish of Fulham, and is coincident 
with the Parliamentary diviaion and the old local government area. 
The Poor-law area also is now conterniinons with the new borough, the 
Fulham Union (comprising Fulham and Hnjnmerainith) having been 
dissolved on the 25th March, 1899, following the precedent of the :Sbbo1u- 
tion of the Fulham District Board in IS86. Fulham is one of the eight 
new borongha that are autonomous for all purposes. 

In area Fulham is below the average. It is t^vo and two-tblrdg 
square miles in extent, as compared with an average of a little crrer 
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four aqnare miles. Out of its 1,701 acres, ouly 52 are open space, made ap 
of ten amall places — a proportion of only 21 per cent, as compared with a 
proportion for all Loudon of 8'2 per cent. In 1891 lH per cent of the 
population lived in overcrowded conditions. The death rate in 1899 was 
19-1 per 1,000 living, aa compared with 17*1 in 1898. In population 
Pnlham has been increasing very rapidly. Until the middle of tlie centuiy 
it h*d a population of leae than 10,000, in 1881 it had incfeased to 42,900. 
in 1891 to 91,tKt9, while in 1896 it had reached 113,781, equal to an average 
of 67 persons per acre. Thus there is still some room for an increase of 
population; and even in the four years since the Census of 1896 there 
lias been a very considerable increase 
in the number of houses iu the 
borough. 

In municipal enterprise Fulham is 
advanced. It has adopted the Baths 
Acts, the Burials Acts, and the Libraries 
Act« ; and it ha.s control of the electric 
l^htiug of the parish. 

The ratable value is £677,897, of 
which £1,130 19 the valuation of agri- 
cultural land.

The metropolitan borough of Greenwich is the area of the Paiiia- 
mentaiy borough of Greenwich, bnt it conflicts with eveiy other aiea 
of adimnistration. It comprises part of the Greenwich Poor-law Union, 
and part of the Woolwich Union ; and ita constitution will necessi- 
tate Oie division and arraugement of two local govemraent districta — viz., 
Greenwich District, from which it takes two parishes, St. Nicholas Dept- 
fotd and Greenwich, and Lee District, from which it takes Charlton and 
Kidbrooke, two parishes which are united hj the Charlton and Kidbrooke 
order 1900. 

It is six square miles in area, and contains within its boundaries, 
several important open spaces— Greenwich Park, parts of Blackheath and 
Woolwich Common, and many smaller spaces, to an extent of 3S0 acres in 
all. With regard to questionB of overcrowdine and death rate, it is not 
possible to give exact statistics owing to the difference between the 
borough area and the areas for which statistics are available. 

The borough is still but thinly i)ihaj)ited ; the population is only 
84,429 — an average of S persons to the acre, ranging from 35 in Greenwicn 
to 3 in Kidbrooke. There is thus room for a greatlj[ increased population. 
At a proportion of 120 persons to each acre available for building, the 
borough has a capacity for 408,000 iobabitantB.

The formation of the new borough involves the rearrangement and con- 
solidation of several existing' areas of local government, inclndinif the St. 
Giles' district, the greater part of the Holbom district (viz,, the united 
parishes of St. Andrew. above-bara, and St. Greorge-the-Martyr, Holbom, 
and the liberty of Saffron Hill, Hatton Garden, and Ely Bants), and the 
extra parochial places of Gray's Inn, Lincoln's Inn, Staple Inn, and part 
of Fumival's Inn, the remaining part being in the City of London. 

The settlement of the borough of Holbom. like that of the adjacent 
borough of Piusbnry, raises many difficulties owing to its conflicting 
relation to existing areas of local goverment, and to the mnltitnde of 
strange interests and jurisdictions that are involved. Furflival's Inn, 
which was whoUy in the Holbom 
Union for Poordaw purposes, b«t 
for local goverment purposes partly 
in the Cify of London and partly 
extra parochial, has been divided, the 
City part being placed in the City for 
all pnrposeB. The unique position 
of Ely Place stUl remains to be con- 
sidered, since there is no special 
section exemptinf^ its EoaM of 
Paving Commissioners from the 
operation of the London Govern- 
ment Act, as there was in the 
Metropolis Management Act of 1&55.

The Burial Acts will be in force in no part of the 
rough; the Libraries Acts in the whole borough except the Inns of 
Court. Holbom Town Hall, which belonged to the Holbom District 
Board, is situated in the new borough of Holborn. Electricity supply is 
in the hands of the Metropolitan, the Charing Cross and Strand, and 
the County of London Companies. In nir.e Holbom is the smallest 
of the new borou&hs, being only 409 acres in extent, the 
average being 2,670, and Wandsworth, Oie largest, being 9,28S, or 22i 
times as big. 

In general character Holbom is not dissimilar to Finsbury. It is 
crowded with business premises and the houses of a poor population; only. 
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^ongst the business premises there are fewer manufactories and more 
ollces. Even with so many business premises and comparatively little 
8pi;ce for residence the density of population per acre is very high, 
16H per acre» and there is a large proportion of overcrowding; in St. 
Grills 298 per cent, of the whole population live more than two in a room, 
in Eolbom 38*1 ^r cent. Lincoln's Inn Fields is in the borough of Hol- 
bom<but even with this place there are only nine acres of open space to a 
population of 69,400. The death rate is nigh, in the Holbom parishes 
the rate is 24*9, and in St. Giles 19"9, the rate for the whole borough being 
22*0, as compared with 193 for all London, and as little as 11'6 in 
Hampstead.

The MetropoKtan borough is the parish of Kensington, hitherto an 
autonomonH area for loca.1 government. 
Poor-law, and electoral purposes, the 
Parliamentary borough being divided 
into the North and South divisions.

was 17-7 per 1.000; the ratable value for 1900-1 is £-2.147.145. of 
which £"90 is the valuation of " agricultnral land." The Baths. Burials. 
and Library Acts have been adopted in the borough, and the Town Hall 
is one of the finest in London. The electric lighting is in the hands of 
three companies — the Nottinsf Hiil, the Brompton and Kensington, and 
the Kensington and Knightsbridge. 

The special provision in the Act which allowed of Kensington Palace 
being transferred from Westminster to Kensimrton has been put into 
operation. Kensingtoi also receives the part of Chelsea detached (Kensal 
lowtt) lying to the south or west of a line running along the south side of 
Grand Junction Canal, and the centre of Wedlake-street and Kensal-road. 
These additions will cause considerable difference between borough and 
the county and Parliamentary electoral areas.

The borotigh is the parish of Lambeth — the old Local GoTemment 
district, Poor.law area, and Farlia-

A special feature has 
been made of the chief swimming 
bath (the pond of which is 132 feet 
by 40 feet), and it is provided with a 
commodious gallery, loeing specially 
suitable for swimming* entertain- 
ments, while in winter it is adapted 
for the purpose of holding dances 
and public meetings. The total 
number of bathers for the year 
ending Lady Day, 1900, was 168,014 ;

SHOREDITCH. 



The borough is, with Bome adjustments of bouudarieB, the parish of 
Shoreditoh, which is identical with the Poor-law area and with the 
Parliamentary boroug'h (comprising the divisions of Hoxton and Hagger- 
ston). The old local government district was slightly less than the 
new borough — a small portion of the parish in the neighbourhood of 
Broad Street Station bemg within the City sanitary area. This fringe 
is less than an aare in extent; it is occupied by three houses and ten 
people, and has a ratable value of £6,166. 

In size ahoreditch is thu smallest of all tlio boroughs, except Holborii

There is some over- 
crowding in the borough, the propor- 
tion in ft91 being 33'7 per cent. There 
are hut few open spacea, and the total 
acreage is only 6t acres. The death 
rate in 1899 was 238— the proportion 
of deaths of infante being unduly- 
large. The ratable value of the whole H. E. KERSHAW. Mayor, 
borough is £716,105. There is no agri- 
cultural land. The borough has Municipal Electric Lighting Worts, 
which combine a Dust Destructor, have been completed, and are work- 
ing satisfactorily ; Baths and Wash- Houses form part of the scheme. 
A Central Library is included in this new group of buildings. The 
Free PubUc Libraries Act was adopted in 1891.

In size it is among the smaller 
boroughs, being only one and three- 
quai^er square miles in eiitent; 
but its ratable value is high.

11,151 houses ; in liS!l tlieii; were 

■M;iM, and in 1896 there were 22,970; a slight decrease ou tlie nuniberw in 
1891 and 1881, which were 24,tiS0 and 25,251 respectively. The population, 
however, during these same years has been increasing continuously. There 
were 62,669 inhabitants in 1801, 116.00ti in ISUl. \9h,lU in 1881, 202,693 in 
1891, and 206.582 in 1896, which, spread over an area of 1,119 acres, gives a 
density of 176 to the acre. Of this area only 12 acres are open space, 
made up of eight small gardens — thus, there is only one acre to every 
17,215 persons ; and there are no large open spaces near the borough. There 
is a great deal of overcrowdhi^ : in 1891 22-3 per c«nt. in Newington, 32'4 
per c«nt. in St. Saviour's district, and 83"6 per cent, of the population of 
St. GJeorge-the-Martyr lived in small tenements crowded more than two to 
a room. And since 1891 there has been an increase of 4,000 in the popula- 
tion, combined with a decrease of 1,647 in the number of inhabited nouses. 
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This decrease in number of houses is due to removal of large numbers of 
small houses for erection of warehouses and model dwellings or tenements. 
The death rate in 1899 was 24"0 in Newington, 25*1 in St. Savioiir's, and 
277 in St. George-the-Martyr, the rate for the whole borough being 25*1, 
nearly the highest in London. 

With regard to local services, the Baths and Burial Acts are in force in 
St. Saviour and Newington, the Libraries Acts throughout the borough. 

St. Saviour has also a market under the management of the Borough 
Market trustees. It has an income of £13,000 a year and expenditure of 
£8,000, and an average of £5,000 per annum is appropriated to the relief of 
local rates. 

Newington Vestry alone of the local authorities had electric lighting 
powers within the borough, the London, the County of London, and the 
City of London Companies having powers of supply in the rest of the 
borough. 

The borough council consists of 10 aldermen and 00 councillors, I'ho 
number of members of local bodies whose powers have been taken over by 
the borough council was 275. 

There are 10 wards, 5 for Newingion, 3 for St. George-the-Martyr, and 1 
each for Christchurch and St. Saviour.

East, the Stepney XJnioii, and nearly the whole of the Whitechapel Union. 
Bnt the Whitechapel Union includes the whole of the parish of White- 
chapel, wkereas the new boroagh will exclade that part of the parish in 
the Portsoken Ward of the City. This anomaly is to he corrected as 
from the 26th March, 1901. On the other hajid. the new borough includes 
the Tower of London, which is in no Poor-law Union. 

The area of the borongh is two and three-quarter square 
miles, and is below the average ; but the population is 295,54?, the 
highest of all the horonghs bnt one. As a consequence the density of 
population is very great, 170 per acre. The borough is unfortunate in 
haying very few open spaces, and tiese exceedingly small. The church- 
yard of St. Dunstan's, Stepney, seven acres in extent, is the largest, and 
the total acreage is only 46. There are 
6,468 persons to each acre of open space, 
as compared with 717 for the whole 
county, 379 in Marylebone, and 161 in 
Wandsworth. The death rate is 
high: in 1899 it was 21 '3 in Mile End, 
21'1 in Whitechapel, 25'6 in Limehouse, 
and 27'1 in St. Greorge, the average 
being 23. 

The population is increasing, yet 
the building area has been filled up for 
many years, and the esparwion of busi- 
ness neighbourhoods has taken ap much 
of the space formerly available for resi- 
dence. Stated in statistics, the popula- 
tion in 1891 was 285.225, in 1^ it was 
295,547, or 10,322 moi«; the total num- 
ber of houses in 1891 was 35,499, in 1896 
it was 34,751, or 748 less ; the number of 
inhabited houses in 1891 was 33,346, 

in Iffiie it was 32,445, or 901 less. Aldenoao E, MANN, Mayor. 

Thus in the fiveyearsthe population 

increased by 10,322, while the number of inhabited houses available for 
the population was 901 less. Of this decrease part was no doubt dne to the 
substitution of one block of dwellings for several houses ; but business 
requirements accounted for at least 153 honses, and railway eitensione 
were responsible for others. The effect of this movement upon over- 
crowding cannot be ascertained, since the 1896 census was not complete 
enough.

Whitechapel 43'5 — Uiat is to say, in the whole of the borough nearly one- 
third of the population {31"2 per cent.) were hving in small tenements of 
from one to four rooms, crowded more than two in a room. i 

With regard to local government services, the Baths Acts are to be in 
force in the St. GJeorge, Eatcliff, and Whitechapel parishes ; the Libraries 
Acta throughout the borough. In the Whitechapel Distnct the electric 
lighting powers are in municipal control ; bnt in the lemamder of the 
borough the powers are in the hands of the County of London Company. 
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The ratable value of the borongh is £1,368,308. and there in no 
iLgrioultnTal IbjuI. 

The boroagh council consists of 10 aldermen and 60 conncillore, and 
supersedes local bodies having a membership of over 600. There are 19 
borough wards.

The borough is " the area conBisting of the parish of Stoke Newington 
and of the urban district of Soath 
Homsey or so much thereof an rauy 
be incorporated with the County of 
London,'^ 

Sonth Homsey detached consisted 
of two separate islands snrrounded by 
the County of London — the smaller 
one is a tongue of land consisting of 
little more than the west side of 
Albion-road, and containing 71 houses, 
with a popn^tion of 417 persons; 
the laiger one is in the form of two 

Snares, one lying to the north-east 
the other, but joined by a short 
extent of common boundary. The 
north-east square contains 569 honaes 
and 4,034 inhabitants, whUe the 
south-west square contains 545 houses 
and bfihS inhabitants; in the latter 
are situated the offices of the lat« 

District Council. The remainder of Mr. J. J. RrKTZ. Mayor. 

South Homsey was a wedge-shaped 

area jutting into the County of London between Stoke Newington and 
Islington, more than two-thirds of its boundary touching these two 

g Irishes, and the rest of its boundary being the oonndary of Finshury 
ark, a London park. South Homsey was in a peculiarly advantageous 
situation as regards open spaces, for besides the proximity of Finsbuiv 
Park, 115 acres in extent, tnere are within its area 32 acres of Clissold 
Park, of which the remaining 25 acres are in Stoke Newington, Both of 
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these parks are maintained by the London County Council. The drainage 
of South Homsey enters the Metropolitan Main Drainage system, and is 
disposed of by the London Countj Council at a charge levied on South 
Homsey equally with London parishes, amounting to an average rate of 
»id. in the pound. Thus South Homsey has always been closely asso- 
ciated with the County of London. 

The decision of the Commissioners, which has been embodied in Orders 
in Council, was that the whole of South Homsey should be incorporated in 
the County of London. 

South Homsey is part of the Hornsey division of the Parliamentary^ 
(tounty of Middlesex, Stoke Newinffton is part of the North division of 
the Parliamentary borough of Hackney. The London Government Act 
provides for the addition of the transferred area to the appropriate county 
electoral division, and South Homsey will vote in the London County 
Council elections as part of the North Division of Hackney; but it 
specially forbids an alteration of the Parliamentary division, and South 
Homsey will still vote in Middlesex for Parliamentary elections. 

South Hornsey is to be transferred from the Edmonton Union to the 
Hackney Poor-law Union as from the 26th March, 1900. It is to be added 
to the Finsbury School Board Electoral Division forthwith. 

With regard to the general character of the boroujzh, South Homsey is 
fully built upon; in Stoke Newington there is stul room for a slight 
increase. The valuation of agricultural land in Stoke Newington is iS?; 
there is no agricultural land in South Homsey. 

The density of population iu Stoke Newington is 52 per acre, or with- 
out the open spaces, 62a ; in South Homsey it is 74 and 88 per acre 
respectively. In neither is there any great amount of overcrowding. 

The death rate in Stoke Newington in 1899 was 127, the lowest but one 
in London. The rate for South Hornsey is not available, but for South 
Homsey and Hornsey together it was in 1898 13*3 per 1,000. 

The ratable value for 1900-1 is £322.632. In ratable value and in 
population the borough is the smallest in London. 

Under the Adoptive Acts scheme the Burial and Libraries Acts are to 
be in force throughout the borough, but the Baths Acts in no part of the 
borough. The electric lighting powers in the old parish of Stoke 
Newington were in municipal hands. 

The borough council consists of 5 aldermen and 30 councillors for the 
6 wards of the borough. 

There were 76 members on the old bodies in the parish of Stoke 
Newington, whose powers have been taken over by the borough council. 



Public Library.

The Public Libraries Act was 
adopted in 1890 and the Library 
opened in 1892.

WANDSWORTH. 

Council House, East Hill, Wandsworth. Meetings: Alternate

The borough, ia "the district of the Wandsworth Board ot Works," 
consisting' of the pariahes of Clapham, Putney, Streatham, Tooting 
Uraveney, and Wandsworth; it comprises the whole of the Wandsworth 
iuid Clapham Union, with the exception of the pariah of Batteraea, and it 
includes the Wandsworth Parliamentary borough, together with part of 
the Clapham division of the Parl^mentary borough of Battersea and 
Clapham (namely the parish of Clapham). 

The Wandsworth district at the time of the passing of the Act of 1855 
contained the parish of Battersea: the area was 18 square miles, the 
population only 60,000. The district grew rapidly until in 1871 it contained 
125,060 inhabitants, which increased by 1881 to 210,434. In 1888, when the 
population had reached 275,000, Batt«rsea separated from the district and ob- 
tamed independent local government leavingthearea ofthedistrict four- 
teen andahalf square miles. Conaeguentlyatthecensusof 1891 the 
population of the new Wandsworth District was only 156,912, which 
increased in the next five years to 187,264; and the increase is continuing, 
so that the present population is probably not less than 210,000. This 

Eipulation is spread over a large area, for the borough is the largest in 
ondon, and there is room for a greatly increased population, since at 
present there is an average of only 20 persons to the acre. A density five 
times as great as thia is not an impossible contingency, and a prospective 
population of one million would not be an absurd estimate of the capacity 
ot the borough of Wandsworth. 

Tlic borough is fortunate in having many large open spaces. Tooting 
Commons, Ihitney Heath, Streatham Common and parts of Wandsworth 
and Clapham Commons are all situated in Wandsworth borong-h, the 
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total area of open spaces reaching 1,163 acres, or one acre to every 161 
inhabitants. 

There is very little overcrowding (5*57 per cent.), and the death rate 
is one of the lowest in London (viz., 15*3 per 1,000 in 1899). 

The ratable value of the borough for 1899-1900 is £1,354,172, of which 
£8.715 is the valuation of agricultural land. 

The optional services have been undertaken by the individual parishes 
iu the Wandsworth district, not by the^ district as a whole — an indication 
of the want of homogeneity in the district. The Baths Acts are to be 
in force in the Wandsworth, Clapham, and Streatham parishes, the Burial 
and Libraries Acts, in Wandsworth, Clapham, Putney, and Streatham. 

The powers of supplying electricity within the borough is in the hands 
of the County of London Company. 

The borough council consists of 10 aldermen and 60 councillors, all 
retiring every third year. The membership of local bodies which were 
superseded by the borough council was 450. There are 9 wards, 3 for 
Wandsworth, 2 each for Clapham and Streatham, and 1 each for 
Putney and Tooting.

Meetings 



The city is the "area of the ancient Parliamentary borough of West- 
minster, comprising the parishes of St. Margaret and St. John West- 
minster, the parish of St. George Hanover Square, the parish of St. James 
"VVestminster, the parish pf St. Martiurin-the-Fields, and the district 
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of the Strand Board of Worts, and including' the Close of the collegiate 

church of St. Peter Westminster." The Strand district comprises 

the Liberty of the Rolls, the parishes of St. Anne Soho, St. Clement 

Danes, St. Paul Covent Garden, and St. Mary-le- Strand, and the 

precincts of the Savoy. The city comprises three Poor-law areas, 

namely, St. Georgre's Union. Westminster Union, and the Strand Union. 

It includes the three Parliamentaiy Ixiroughe of St. George's Hanover 

Sqnare, Westminster, and the Strand. The area is four square 

miles, the ratable value £5.062,720 and the population 193,465. 

The population is decreasing: in 1861 it was at its highest, 257.232, nearly 

64,000 more than it became thirty-five years later. 
The city contains the finest parks in London, Hyde Park, Kensington 

Gardens, Green Part and St. 

James's Part, as well aa the 

Thames Embantment and Gardens. 

In all, the area of open spaces is 

723 acres, 28 per cent, of the whole 

city. The cify also contains most 

of the Grovemment and official 

buildings, Buctinghani and St. 

James's Palaces, the Honsea of 

Parliament, the Whitehall and 

Pall Man offices ; the South Kens- 
ington Museum, as welt as practi- 
cally the whole of fashionable town 
are within the city of Westmin- 
ster. But the eaatem part contains 
much poverty, and the overcrowd- 
ing and death rates indicate the 
different clasaea of districts within 
the horoi^h. In the Strand dis- 
trict the overcrowding rate in 1891 
was .11 per cent.. St. Martin 19-8, 
St James 23-8. St Margaret 20-8, 
St. George, Hanover Square ll'l 
per cent. 

The 1899 death rates were 
Strand 227. St Martin 15-6, St 
James 17-9, St. Margaret 22-3, St. 
George, Hanover Sqnare, 14 -2, the rate for the whole borough being 17-9 
per 1,000. 

The various districts differ considerably in municipal services; St. 
Margaret and St. John, and St. George, Hanover Square, have adopted the 
three optional acta, St. Martin haa oatha and libraries. St. Jamea has 
baliis, but in the Strand district, with the exception of the Burial Acts in 
St, Anne's, and Library Acts in St, Paul's,, none of the acts have been 
adopted. St. Margaret and St Martin have town haUs. Financially, too, 
the districte show great variation — the rates in St. James are consistently 
below 5s,, in other parishes they are above 6e. ; the debt of St. Jamea ia 97i^ 
per cent, of ite ratable value, the debt of St. Margaret is llOi per cent, and 
of St Martin 117 per cent. 
The electric lighting is in the hands of companies — viz,, the London, the 
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Westminster, the St. James and Pall Mall, the Kensingrton and Knights- 
bridge, the Charing Gross and Strand, and the Metropolitan. 

The city council consists of 10 aldermen and 60 councillors, who 
supersede local bodies having a membership of about 550. Request has 
been made to Local Government Board to make an order directing that 
the whole of the councillors shall retire together on the ordinary day of 
election in every third year. There are 14 wards. 

The city council have appointed the following temporary committees, 
and have appointed temporary clerks to such committees : — Finance and 
General Purposes Committee, Works, Sewers, and Highways Committee, 
Valuation and Bating Committee, Public Health Committee, Improve- 
ments Committee, Baths and Wash-Houses Committee, Public Libraries 
Committee, Burial Committee.

The metropolitan borougrh is " the area of the Parliaimentary borough 
of Woolwich." It comprises three 

parishes, Woolwich, Plumstead, and • 

Eltham. Ax regards Poor-law adminis- 
tration, Woolwich and Plumstead are 
two of the four parishes in the Wool- 
wich Union, while Elthara is one of 
the three parishes in the Lewisham 
Union. The former local government 
admiuistration was in the hands of the 
Woolwich Local Board, the Plumstead 
Vestry, and the Lee District Board (for 
EtthamJ. The Woolwich Local Board 
was unique in being the only Local 
Board of Health in the kingdom. Con- 
stituted a Local Board by an order 
under the Public Health Act, 1846, 
Woolwich was incorporated in the 
Metropolis Management Act of 18r)5. 
not as a vestry in Schedule A, 
but as a Local Board, and as such 

it had powers beyond those possessed Col. K. T. hughes. Mayor, 

by vestries — it administered the Burial 

Acts itself, it managed a local market, and contributed to the Wool- 
wich Polytvchnii: under the Technical Instruction ActK, and kh on. In 
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1894 all the other Local Boards in the kin^om became District 
Councils, and Woolwich was left alone. Now it is included in a metro- 
politan borough. Plumstead, also, was a parish which had some claims 
on autonomy ; by a special Act passed in 1893— alon^ with Hackney and 
Stoke Newington— it obtained separation from a district in Schedule B and 
constitution as an independent parish in Schedule A. In size Woolwich 
borough takes the second place among the boroughs, being no less than 
13 square miles in extent, more than twenty times as big as the 
smallest borough. Of its 8,296 acres 355 are open space, including 
100 acres on Plumstead-common, 133 acres in Bostal Heath and Woods, 
50 acres on Eltham Common and Green, and 55 acres of Woolwich- 
common. 

The population in 1891 was 98,966, in 1896 it was 106,477. The 
borough is still only thinly inhabited, the average being 13 persons 
per acre. There is thus room for a greatly increased population; 
with a density of population equal to that of Battersea or Lambeth, 
Woolwich would have 625,000 inhabitants, witli the density of Chelsea it 
would have a million. 

There is little overcrowding in the borough : in Woolwich there was 
14.5 per cent, in 1891, and in the Plumstead and Lee district only 6*4 per 
cent. The death rate in Woolwich is 21*2, in Plumstead 14*3, and in the 
Lee district 15*1, an average of 16'9 for the borough. 

The ratable value for 1900-1 is £568,463, of which £6,749 is the 
value of agricultural land. 

With regard to optional services the borough is advanced, both 
Woolwich and Plumstead having adopted the Baths, Libraries, and 
Burial Acts. 

The electric lighting powers are in municipal control in Plumstead, and 
elsewhere in the borough in the hands of the Woolwich and the 
Blackheath and Greenwich Companies. 

The borough council consists of 6 aldermen and 36 councillors, the 
membership of local bodies superseded being 182. There are 11 wards. 



Public Baths. 
Public Baths were erected at 
Woolwich in 1894 at a cost of 
£25,000, and at Plumstead plans 
have been prepared. 

Public Libraries. 

The Public Libraries Act has 
been adopted in Woolwich and 
Plumstead.

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The following is the full text of the London Government Act which 
was introduced into the House of Commons in February, 1899, and which 
received the Royal Assent in July. The Act is not complete in itself 
without the references to other Acts which are set out below. Notes are 
also appended showing how the local government of the metroi)olis will 
be affected by this reform. 

ESTABLISHMENT OF HETBOPOLITAN BOROUGHS. 

1 . — The whole of the administrative county of London, exclusive of the 
City of London, shall be divided into metropolitan boroughs 
Establish' (in this Act referred to as boroughs), and for that purpose it 
ment of shall be lawful for Her Majesty by Order in Ooimcil, subject 
Metropolitan to and in accordance with this Act, to form each of the areas 
Boroughs in mentioned in the First Schedule to this Act into a separate 
London, borough, subject, nevertheless, to such alteration of area as 
may be required to give effect to the provisions of this Act, 
and subject also to such adjustment of boundaries as may appear to Her 
Majesty in Council expedient for simplification or convenience of adminis- 
tration, and to establish and incorporate a council for each of the boroughs 
so formed.

Constitution of the Borough Councils. 

Constitution 2. — (1.) The council of each borough shall consist of a mayor, 
of Borough aldermen, and councillors, provided that no woman shall be 
Councils. eligible for any such office. 

Women were eligible as members of vestries under the Local Government Act 1894, 
ss. 23-31. 

The ex-offlcio membership of the incumbent and, churchwardens, which was 
retained by the Local Government Act 1894, is abolished by s. 23 (1), 
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Section 1 contimied, 

(2.) An Order in Council under this Act shall fix the number of councillors, 
and fix the number and boundaries of the wards, and shall assign the num- 
ber of councillors to each ward, that number being: divisible by three, and 
regard being had to the ratable value as well as to the population of the 
wards. 

The names of the wards of each borough and the number of coancillors are set out 
on pp. 26-32. 

The maximum number of wards is 20. For provisions as to Orders, see ss. 15-22. 

Future alterations of the boundaries of wards and in the apportionment of coun- 
cillors may be made by the Local Government Board (see s. 26), but the total num- 
ber of councillors can only be altered by Act of Parliament. 

(3.) The number of aldermen shall be one-sixth of the number of coun- 
cillors, and the total number of aldermen and coiincillors for each borough 
shall not exceed seventy. 

The maximum numbers are— 1 Mayor, 10 Aldermen, and 60 Councillors. Total 71. 

(4.) Except as otherwise provided by or under this Act, the provisions of 
the Local Government Act, 1888 [51 and 52 Vict., c. 41], with respect to 
the chairman of the county council and the county aldermen respectively 
shall apply to the mayor and aldermen of a metropolitan borough respec- 
tively, and for this purpose references in that Act to the chairman of the 
coimty council and to county aldermen shall be construed as references to 
the mayor and aldermen of the borough. 

THE MAYOR. 

Local Oovernment Act 1888 and

(1) The Mayor shall be a fit person elected by the council from among the alder- 
men or councillors or persons qualified to be such. [M. C. Act 15 (1) .] 

(2) An outgoing alderman is eligible. [M. C. Act 15 (2).] 

(3) The term of offtce of the Mayor shall be one year, but he shall continue 
in office until his successor has accepted office and made and subscribed the required 
declaration. [M.. C. Act 15 (3).] 

(4) He may receive such remuneration as the council think reasonable. [M. C. 
Act 15 (4).] 

(5) He shall by virtue of his office be a justice of the peace for the county ; but 
before acting as such justice he shall, if he has not already done so, take the oaths 
required by law to be taken by a justice of the peace other than the oath respecting 
the qualification by estate [i.e. oath of allegiance and judicial oath under Promissory 
Oaths Acts 1868 and 1871] . [L. G. Act 2 (5).]

ALDERMEN. 

Local Government Act 1888 and 
Municipal Corporations Act 1882. 

(1) The aldermen shall be fit persons elected by the council. [M. G. Act 14 (1).] 

(2) A person shall not be qualified to be elected or to be an alderman unless he is 
a councillor or qualified to be a councillor. [M. C. Act 14 (3).] 

(3) If a councillor is elected to and accepts the office of alderman he vacates his office 
of councillor. [M. C. Act 14 (4).] 

(4) Clerks in holy orders and other ministers of religion shall not be disqualified 
for being elected and being aldermen. [L. G. Act 2 (2) (a).] 

(6) A person shall be qualified to be an alderman who is a peer owning property in 
the county or is registered as a Parliamentary voter in respect of the ownership of 
property of whatsoever twure situate in the county, [L^ G. Act 2 (?) (b).] 
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Sectum 2 W contintted. 

(6) The term of office of an alderman shall be six years. [lk(. C. Act 14 (5).] 

(7) On the ordinary day of election of aldermen in every third year one half of the 
whole number of aldermen shall go ont of offtce and their places shall be filled by 
election. CM.C. Act 14(6).] 

(8) The half to go oat shall be those who have been aldermen for the longest time 
withoot re-election. [M. C. Act 14 (7) .] 

(9) An alderman shall not, as such, Tote in the election of an alderman. [L. G. 
Act 2 (2) (c).] 

(5.) Except as otherwise provided by or under this Act, the law lelatiiig 
to the constitation, election and proceedings of administratiye vestries, and 
to the electors and members thereof, shall apply in the case of the boron^rh 
conndls nnder this Act and the electors and councillors thereof, and section 
for^-six of the Local Government Act, 1894 [56 and 57 Vic. cap. 7Z\ relating 
to disqualifications shall apply to the offices of mayor and alderman. 

The law relating to the constitation, election, and proceedings of administratlTe 
vestries, is contained in a series of general Acts of Parliament, chief among them being 
the Metropolis Management Act 1855, and the Local Government Act 1894. Special 
powers are also possessed by certain vestries onder local Acts.

ELECTION. 

(1) The parochial electors of the parishes in the boroagh shall be the electors of the 
councillors of the boroagh, and if the borough is divided into wards the electors of 
the councillors of each ward shall be such of the parochial electors as are registered 
in respect of qoaliflcations within the ward. [L. 6. Act 23 (3) .] 

(2) The parochial electors are the persons registered in such portion either of the 
local fi^emment register of electors or of the Parliamentary register of electors as 
relates to the parish. [L. G. Act 2 (1).] (See also under " The London Electorates.") 

(3) TSxuch elector may'give one vote and no more for each of any number of persons 
not exceeding the number to be elected. [L. G. Act 23 (4).] 

(4) The poll (if any) shall commence at eight o'clock in the forenoon and be kept 
open till eight o'clock in the afternoon of the same day, and no longer. [Elections 
Act 1885 8. 1.] 

(5) Every qualified person elected to a corporate ofAce unless exempt under this 
section or otherwise by law either shall accept the offtce by making and subscribing 
the declaration required by this Act within five days after notice of election or shall 
in lien thereof be liable to pay to the council a fine of such amount not exceeding in 
case of an alderman or councillor £50 or in case of a mayor £100 as the council by 
bye-law determine. If there be no bye-law determining fines the fine in case of an 
alderman or councillor shall be £26 and in case of a mayor £50. 

[Persons disabled by lunacy, deafness, blindness, are exempt, as also are persons 
over 65 and persons who have been elected within the past 6 years provided they claim 
exemption within five days' after notice of their election, also oflQcers, doctors, dentists* 
registrars, factory inspectors, and Cnstoms, Inland Revenue, and Post CMfice em- 
ployees.] [H. C. Act 34.] 

QUALIFICATION. 

(1.) A peisoD shall not be qoalifled tobe elected or to be a counciUor anl«s« he is a 
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Section 2 (S) continued, 

parochial elector of some parish within the borough* or has during the whole of the 
twelve months preceding the election resided in the borough. [L. G. Act 1894, 23 (2).] 

(2.) A person shall be disqualified for being elected or being a member of a council 
if he— 

(a) is an infant or an alien ; or 

(b) has within twelve months before his election, or since his election, received 
union or parochial relief ; or 

(c) has, within five years before his election or since his election, been convicted 
either on indictment or summarily of any crime, and sentenced to imprisonmen 
with hard labour without the option of a fine, or to any greater punishment, and 
has not received a free pardon, or has, within or during the time aforesaid, been 
adjudged bankrupt, or made a composition or arrangement with his creditors ; or 

(d) holds any paid office under the council ; or 

(e) is concerned in any bargain or contract entered into with the council or parti- 
cipates in thft profit of any such bargain or contract or of any work done under 
the authority of the council. 

Provided that a person shall not be disctualified for being elected or being a member 
of any such council by reason of being interested— 

(a) in the sale or lease of any lands or in any loan of money to the council or in 
any contract with the council for the supply from land, of which he is owner or 
occupier, of stone, gravel, or other materials for making or repairing highways 
or bridges, or in the transport of materials for the repair of roads or bridges in 
his own immediate neighbourhood : or 

(5) in any newspaper in which any advertisement relating to the affairs of the 
council is inserted ; or 

(c) in any contract with the council as a shareholder in any joint stock com- 
pany ; but he shall not vote at any meeting of the council on any question in 
which such company are interested, except that in the case of a water company 
or other company established for the carrying on of works of a like public nature 
this prohibition may be dispensed with by the County Council. 

Where a person is disqualified by being adjudged banknipt or making a composition 
or arrangement with his creditors,the disqualification shall cease, in case of bankruptcy 
when the adjudication is annulled, or when he obtains his discharge with a certificate 
that his bankruptcy was caused by misfortune without any misconduct on his part* 
and, in case of composition or arrangement, on payment of his debts in full. 

If a member of a council is absent from meetings of the council for more than six 
months consecutively, except in case of illness or for some reason approved by the coun- 
cil, his office shall on the expiration of those months become vacant. 

Where a member of a council becomes disqualified for holding office, or vacates his 
seat for absence, the council shall forthwith declare the office to be vacant, and signify 
the same by notice signed by three members and countersigned by the clerk of the 
council and notified in such manner as the council direct, and the office shall 
thereupon become vacant. 

If any person acts when disqualified, or votes when prohibited under this section, he 
shall for each offence be liable on summary conviction to a fine not exceeding twenty 
pounds. [L. G. Act, 1894, s. 46.] 

(6.) The quorum of the borough council shall be one-third of the 'whole 
number of the council. 

(7.) The mayor and an alderman of a metropolitan borough shall be required 
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to accept office within the same period as is allowed in the case of a 
councillor. 

That is, within five days after notice of election, unless extended by the Local 
Govemment Board. [L. G. Act, 1894, s. 48.] 

(8.) The Local Govemment Board may, on request made by a borouKh 
coimcil in pursuance of a resolution of the council passed by a majority of 
two-thirds of the members present and voting at a meeting of the council 
didy convened for the purpose, provided that such majority is not less than 
the majority of the whole council, make an order directing that the whole 
of the councillors shall retire together on the ordinary day of election in 
every third year, and may on like request rescind any such order. 

Otherwise one-third would retire each year. [Met. Man. Act 1855, s. 9.] 
The London County Council have similar power in the case of poor-law guardians in 
pursuance of a resolution passed by a simple majority. 

Date for Election of Councillors. 

3. — (1.) The first elections of all borough councillors under this Act shall

(2.) The ordinary dav of election of borough councillors shall be the first 
day of November, or if that day is Sunday, then the following day. 
[This is the procedure in municipal borough elections. (M. C. Act s. 52.)] 

(3.) The ordinary day of election of the mayor and aldermen shall be the 
ninth day of November, or if that day is Sunday, then the following day. 

[This is the procedure in municipal borough elections. (M. C. Act ss. 60, 61.)] 

(4.) The revised lists of voters in each borough shall in each year after 
the year one thousand nine hundred be printed and signed before the 
twentieth day of October, and come into operation as the register for the 
purpose of borough elections on the first day of November. 

[There will be concun-ent registers in use between the 1st November and the 31st 
December : the new registers will be used for metropolitan borough council elections, 
while the old registers will be used for guardians, county council, and Parliamentaiy 
elections— the new registers not coming into use for these elections until the 1st 
January.] 

POWERS OF BOROUGH COUNCILS. 

4. — (1.) On the appointed day every elective vestry and district board in the 

county of London shall cease to exist, and, subject to the provi-

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Provided that in the case of borrowing powers so transf erred> if the London 
County Council refuse their sanction, or do not within six months after 
application made give their sanction, to a loan, or attach conditions to their 
sanction, an appeal shall lie to the Local Government Board, whose decision 
shall be final. 

[For deflnition of appointed day see s. 33. 

A depaty town clerk may be appointed under s. 25. 

There are 73 vestries elected under the Metropolis Management Act (29 being 
administrative and 44 non-administrative), 12 district boards, and Woolwich Local 
Board (see s. 19.). There are to be 28 boroughs.] 

(2.) Where any of the adoptive Acts is adopted within a borough, the 
borough council shall be the authority for administering the Act ; and where 
any such Act has been adopted before the appointed day, and is administered 
by commissioners or a board, a scheme under this Act shall abolish the 
commissioners or board, and transfer their powers, duties, propei'ty, and 
liabilities to the borough council. 

LThc adoptive Acts are— (1) the Baths and Washhouses Acts 1846 to 1896, which have 
been adopted in 34 parishes, affecting 25 boroughs ; (2) the Burial Acts 1852 to 1886, 
which have been adopted in 29 parishes, affecting 20 boroughs ; and (3) the Public 
Libraries Acts 1892 and 1893, which have been adopted in 33 parishes and 3 districts, 
affecting 20 boroughs and Pcuge. The Acts were originally administered by commis- 
fjioners (for baths and libraries) or by a burial board, but power was given by 
the Local Government Act 1894 for the Local Government Board to transfer these 
powers to the vestry on the vestry passing a resolution to this effect. (L. G. Act s. 7.) 
Such transfer has been made from 24 baths commissioners, 17 burial boards and 16 
library commissioners. There are 10 baths commissioners, 12 burial boards and 19 
library commissioners, whose powers have not been transferred to vestries, but which 
will be transferred to the borough councils under this section. See Adoptive Acts 
Scheme, p. 72.] 

(3.) The powers of a borough council shall, save as in this Act mentioned, 
extend to the whole of their borough. 

Provided that any power or duty under any Act, whether general or local, 
conferring powers in relation to some particular parish or district, or part oi 
a parish or district, shall be (exercised and performed by the council either 
throughout the borough or in a limited pai-t thereof, or shall cease to be 
exercised and iHJi-formed, tis may be provided by a scheme under this Act, 
having regard to the object of the Act under which the ix>wer or duty arises, 
and to the nature of any change of area or alteration of boundary made by 
or under this Act. 

The Adoptive Acts. 

(4.) Any of the adoptive Acts may be adopted in a metropolitan borough 
in like manner as in a borough outside London, and not otherwise, and where 
any of the adoptive Acts adopted before the appointed day does not extend 
to the whole borough, the Act may be adopted m the rest of the borough in 
like manner as if it were a separate borough and the borough council were 
the council thereof. 

[The Acts may be adopted by a simple majority of the borough council at a special, 
meeting. Hitherto a two-thirds majority has been required in the case of the Baths Acts 
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a simple majority having been sufficient in the case of the Burial Acts, while the Public 
Libraries Act could only be adopted in a London parish by a majority of the county 
voters in the parish ae a result of a special poll taken for the purpose. 

Botha,— The council of any corporate borough may if they think fit determine that 
this Act shall be adopted for such borough. [B. & W. Act 1846 s. 3.] 

BuricUa,— The Acts are adopted by Order in Council upon the petition of the 
council passed by la simple majority. 

Libraries.— Where a library district is an urban district, the Public Libraries Act 
may be adopted and the limitation of the maximum rate to be levied for the purposes 
of that Act may, within the limits fixed by that Act, be fixed, raised or removed by a 
resolution of the urban authority; and the consent of the urban authority given by a 
resolution of that authority shall be substituted in an urban district for the consent 
of the voters in any case where the consent of the voters is required under the principal 
Act. [P. L. Act 1893 s. 2.] 

A rate or addition to a rate shall not be levied for the purposes of this Act for any 
one financial year in any library district to an amount exceeding one penny in the 
pound. [P. L. Act 1892 s. 2 (1).] 

Powers to be Transferred from the L.G.C. 

5. — (1.) As from the appointed day the powers and duties of the London 
County Council under the enactments mentioned in Part One 
Transfer of of the Second Schedule to tliis Act shall^ subject to the condi- 
Powers from tions mentioned in that schedule, be transferred to each 
London borough council as respects their borough. 
County (2.) As from the appointed day the powers of the London 
Council. County Council under the enactments mentioned in Part Two 
of the Second Schedule to this Act may, subject to the condi- 
tions mentioned in that schedide, be exercised also by each borough council 
as respects their borough. 

(3.) The Local Government Board may, if they think fit, 6n the amplication 
of the London County Council and of the majority of the borough councils, 
make a Provisional Order for transferring to aJl the borough councils any 

Sower ezerciseable by the County Council, or for transferring to the County 
oimcil any power ezerciseable by the borough councils. 

[For provisions as to Provisional Orders see s. 28.] 

(4.) The Local Government Board may also, on the joint application of the 
London County Council and the Common Council of the City of London, 
make a Provisional Order transferring any power from the County Council 
to the Common Council, or from the Common Council to the County 
Council.

(2.) Where a highway in a borough is repairable by the London County 
Council by reason of its being the roadway or footway of a bridge, embank- 
ment, or otherwise, the borough council shall, if so required by tne county 
council, undertake the maintenance and rei>air thereof in consideration of 
such annual payment by the county council as may from time to time be 
agreed on, or in default of agreement be finally determined by the Local 
Government Boards and for the purpose of the undertaking the borough 
council shall have the same powers and be subject to the same duties and 
liabilities as if the highway were vested in them.

The maintenance of certain highways adjoining the Victoria Embankment was 
transferred to the Strand District Board from the County Council November, 1896, in 
consideration of a payment of £1,000. 
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(3.) The power of a borough council to dose or stop up a street under section 
ei^hty^our of the Metropolis Management Amenament Act, 1862 [25 and 26 
Vict. c. 102], shall not require the sanction or allowance of the London 
County Council. Provided that before closing or stopping any such street the 
borough council shall give notice to the councils of any contiguous boroughs. 

Metropolis Management Act 1862. 

84. Itshall be lawful for any vestry oi distiict hoaxd. [with the previous sanction of 
the London County Council^ to cloee or stop up any street within their parish or 
district during the execution of any paving sewerage or other works by such vestry or 
board in such street and to keep the same closed or stopped up for such time as 
shall be necessary in that behalf [and allowed by the Lo7idon County Council] 

Public Health Powers. 

(4.) It shall be the duty of each borough council to enforce within their 
borough the byelaws and regulations for the time being in force with 
respect to dairies and milk, and with respect to slaughter-houses, knackers' 
yards, and offensive businesses, and for the purpose of performing this duty 
the borough council shall in all cases have the same powers of entry as they 
have in the case of slaughter-houses and knackers' yards, and if the council 
make default in performing this duty, the provisions of the Public Health 
(London) Act, 1891 l54 and 55 Vict. c. 76], shall apply as if the default were a 
default under that Act. 

The bye-laws will still be made by the County Council, but the registration, inspec- 
tion of dairies, etc., will, be carried out by the borough councils.

Default. 

100. The ('ounty Council, on it being proved to their satisfaction that any sanitary 
authority have made default in doing their doty under this Act with respect to the 
removal of any nuisance, the iastitution of any proceedings, or the enforcement of any 
bye-law, may institute any proceeding and do any act which the authority might 
have instituted or done for that purpose, and shall be entitled to recover from the 
s^anitary authority in default all such expenses in andKabout the said proceeding or 
act as the County Council incur, and are not recovered from ainy other person, and 
have not been incurred in any unsuccessful .proceeding. 

101. (1.) Where complaint is madeJsy the County ^Qoncil to the Local Government 
Board that a sanitary authority have made default in executing or enforcing any 
provisions which it is their duty to execute or enforce of this Act, or of any bye-law 
made in pursuance thereof, the Local Gk)vemment Board, if satisfied after due inquiry 
that the authority have been guilty of the alleged default, and that the complaint 
cannot be remedied under the other provisions of this Act, shall make an order 
limiting a time for the performance of the duty of such authority in the matter uf 
such complaint. If such duty is not performed by the time limited in the order, the 
order may be enforced by writ oflMandamus, or the Local Government Board may 
appoint the County Council to perform such duty. 

(2.) Where such appointment is made, the County Council shall, for the purpose of 
the execution of their (duties under the said appointment, have all the powers of the 
defaulting sanitary authority, and all expenses incurred by the County Council in the 
execution of the said duties, together with the cost of the previous proceedings, so far 
, ,as not recovered from any other person, shall be A debt from the sanitary authority in 
default to the County Council, and shall be paid by the sanitary authority out of any

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moneyB or rate applicable to the payment of the expenses of performing the dnty in 
which they have made def aoli. 

(3.) For the pnrpose of recovering such debt the County Council* without prejudice 
to any other power of recovery, shall have the same power of levying the amount by 
a rate, and of requiring oflloers of the defaulting authority to pay over money in their 
hands, as the defaulting authority would have in the case of expenses legally payable 
out of a rate raised by that authority. 

(4.) The County Council shall pay any surplus of the rate so levied to or to the order 
of the defaulting aothoiity. 

(6.) If any loan is required to be raised for the purpose of the execution of their 
duties under the said appointment, the County Council with the consent of the Local 
Gk>vemment Board may nise the same, and may for that purpose borrow the required 
sum in the name of the defaulting authority for the same period, on the same security, 
and on the same terms as that authority might have borrowed, and the principal 
and interest of such loan shall be a debt due from the defaulting authority, and shall 
be secured and may be recovered in like manner afi if the loan had been borrowed by 
that authority. 

(6.) The surplus (if any) of any loan not applied for the purpose for which it is 
raised, shall, after payment of the expenses of raising the same, be paid to or to the 
order of the defaulting authority, and be applied as if it were the surplus of a loan 
raised by that -authority. 

The Sale of Land. 

(5.) A borough council may> with the consent of the Local Government 
Boards alienate any land for the time being vested in the council^ and the 
proceeds of the sale of any land sold by the council shall be applied in such 
manner as the Local Government Board sanction towards the discharge of 
any loan of the council or otherwise for any purpose for which capital may 
be applied by the council. 

[This is n curtailment of the power which vestries had (M. M. Act 1&'>5 s. 154) of 
disposing of auy kind of property vested in them without the consent of the Local 
Government Board.] 

The Promoting of Bills. 

(6.) A borough council shall have the same ix)wers of promoting and 
opposing Bills in Parliament^ and of prosecuting or defending auy legal pro- 
ceedings necessary for the promotion or protectiou of the intei^ests of the 
inhabitants of their borough as are conferred on borough councils outside 
London by the Borough Funds Act, 1872 [35 and 36 Vict.c . 91], and the provi- 
sions of that Act shall extend to the council of a metropolitan borough as if 
that council were included in the expression " governing body " and the 
borough were a district in that Act mentioned. 

Boronoh Fniida Act 1872. 

2. AVheu in the judgment of the guvcruiug body in uuy district it is expedient for tiuch 
governing body to promote ur oppose any local and personal bill or bills in Parlia- 
ment, or to prosecute or defend any legal proceedings necessary for the promotion or 
protection of the interests of the inhabitants of the district, it shall be lawful for such 
governing body to apply the public funds or rates under the control of such governing 
body to the payment of the costs and expenses attending the same, provided that 
nothing in this act contained shall authorise any governing body to promote any bill 
in Parliament for the establishment of any gas or water works to compete with any 
existing gas or water Company established under any Act of Parliament : Ptovided 
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that no pTMera contained in this clause shall apply in any case where the promotiou of 
or opposition to a bill by a governing body has been decided by a committee of either 
house of Parliament to be unreasonable or vexatious. 

3. No payment to any member of a governing body for acting as counsel or agent in 
promoting or opposing any such bill shall be charged as aforesaid. 

4. No expense In relation to promoting or opposing any bill in Parliament shall be 
charged as aforesaid unless incurred in pursuaoce of a resolution of an absolute 
majority of the whole nuxQber of the governing body at a meeting held after ten 
clear days' notice by public advertisement of such nie^ting and of the purpose thereof ^ 
published twice in some newspaper circulating in the district^ nor unless such resolution 
shall have received in I'espect of matters within the jurisdiction of the Local Govern- 
ment Board the approval of such Board, and in respect of other matters, the approval 
of a Secretary of State ; and in case of the promotion of a bill in Parliament no 
further expense shall be incurred after the deposit of the bill, unless the propriety of 
such promotion is confirmed by another special meeting held in pursuance of a similar 
notice not less than fourteen days after the deposit of the bill : Provided, further, 
that no expense in promoting or opposing any bill in Parliament shall be charged as 
aforesaid unless such promotion or opposition shall have had the consent of the 
owners and ratepayers of that district expressed by resolution. 

5. The approval of the Local 'government Board or of a Secretary of State shall net 
be given to any such resolution until the expiration of seven days after the second 
publication thereof, and in the meantime any ratepayer in the district may object to 
such approval. 

The Act also provides for a special audit of the expenses incurred under it, and for 
the holding of local inquiries (s. 0). 

The Expenses of Transfer of Powers. 

7. — (1.) Where any power or duty is transferred from the London County 

Council to a borough council or from a borough council to tho 

Expenses London County Council by or under this Act, the borough 

Incidental to council or coui>ty council, as the case may be, shall defray as 

Transfer, part of their ominary expenses the expenses of and incidental 

to the power or duty', hvA^ the county council shall contribute to 

the borough council, or the borough council to the county council, in respect 

of those expenses, such amount, if any (whether capital or annual) and 

subject to such conditions, if any, as may — 

(a> if the transfer is made by this Act, be agreed on between the councils 
within six months after the transfer, or in default of agreement be 
finally determined by the Local Q-overnment Board ; and 

(b) if the transfer is made by a Provisional Order, be fixed by the Order. 

I.^rovided that every borough council sliall have an oppoi-tunity of making 
a representation to the Local Government Board as to the amount of any 
contribution under this section to another council, and if the amount is 
settled by agreement may within three months from the date at which the 
agreenient is notified to them appeal against it to the Local Government 
Board, who may finally determine the amount. 

(2.) Where the transfer is made by Provisional Order the amount of contri- 
bution from or to the county counoU. may be varied in each case to meet the 
circumstances of the case. 

(3.) This section shall apply as if the Common Council of the City of London 
were the council of a metropolitan borough. 
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Functions of Committees.— The Control of the Council's Finances. 

8.— (1.) Any committee appointed by a borough oouncil for the purpose o 
the Public Libraries Acts. 1892 anal893 [55 and 56 Yic.^ cap. 53 ; 
Committees. 56 and .57 Vic, cap. 11] may consist partly of persons not 
members of the council. 

(2.) Every committee shall report their proceedings to the council j but, 
to the extent to which the council so direct, the acts and proceedings ot 
the committee shall not reqidre the approval of the council. Provided that 
a committee shall not raise money by loan or by rate, or spend any money 
beyond the sum allowed by the council. 

(3.) Every borough council shall from time to time appoint a Unance 
committee for regulating and controlling the finance of the council ; 
and no order for payment of any sum, whether on account of capital 
or income, shall be made by a borough council except in pursuance 
of a resolution of the council passed on the recommendation of the finance 
committee ; a^d any costs, debt, or liability exceeding fifty pounds shall 
not be incurred except imon a resolution of the council passed on an 
estimate submitted by the nnance committee. The notice of the meeting at 
which any resolution for the payment of any sum by the be rough council 
otherwise than for ordinal^ periodical payments) or any resolution for 
ncurring any costs, debt, or liability exceeding fifty pounds will be proposed, 
shall state the amount of the said sum, costs, debt, or liability, and the pttr- 
pose for which they are to be paid or incurred. Provided that the foregoing 
provisions shall not apply to payments made in pursuance of the precept 
from another authority. 

The Appointment of Joint Committees. 

(4.) Section fifty-seven of the Local Government Act, 1894. [56 and 57 Vict, 
c. 73] which relates to joint committees, shall, with the substitution of the 
words Local Government Board f oriCounty Council therein, apply to borough 
coimcils as if they were district councils. 
Local Oovernme^it Act 1894. 

57.— (1.) A council may concur with any Dther council or councils in appointing 
out of their respective bodies a joint committee for any paipose in respect of which 
they are jointly interested, and in conferring, with or without conditions or restrictions, 
on any such committee any powers which the appointing council might exercise 
if the purpose related exclusively to their o^ district. 

(2.) Provided that a council shall not delegate to any such committee any power to 
borrow money or make any rate. 

(3.) A joint committee appointed under this section shall not hold offtce beyond the 
expiration of fourteen days after the next annual meeting of any of the councils whu 
appointed it. 

(4.) The costs of a joint committee under this section shall be defrayed by the 
councils by whom it is appointed in such proportions as they may agree upon, or as may 
be determined in case of difference by the [County Council] Local Government Board. 

Payments to and by the Council. 

Payment$ 9. — (1.) All payments to and by the borough council shall be 
4o and hy made to and by the borough treasurer, and ^aJl payments by 
Borough the council shall, unless made in pursitance of the specific re- 
Council, quirement Of an Act of Fai'liament, or of an order of a 
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competent court, be made in pursuanoe of an order of the council signed 
by three members of the finance committee present at the meeting of 
the council, and countersigned by the town dork, and the same order may 
include several payments. Moreover, all cheques for ^yment of moneys 
issued in pursuance of any such order shall be countersigned by the town 
clerk> or by a deputy approved by the council. 

(2.) Any such order may be removed into the High Court of Justice by 
writ of certiorari, and may be wholly or partly disallowed or confirmed on 
m6tion and hearing with or without costs according to the judgment and 
discretion of the court.

RATES, OVEBSEEBS, AND AUDIT. 

10. — (1.) A scheme under this Act shall provide for all the expenses of a 

borough council being paid out of the general rate, and for the 

Levy of discontinuance of a separate sewers rate and separate lighting 

Rates, rate, but shall make provision for protecting the interests of 

owners and occupiers of any hereditament which is exempt 

from any rate or liable to be assessed thereto at a less amount than other 

hereditaments. 

Under the general law. churches and chapels, ragged Bchools, volunteer quarters, 
and scientific and literary institutions are wholly exempt from rating ; land is exempt 
from three-fourths of the sewers rate, from at least two-thirds of the lighting rate, and 
from two-thirds of the library rate ; agricultural land is exempt from one-half of all 
rates other than those from which it is already exempted to the extent of one-half. 
Besides these general exemptions there are many special exemptions under local Acts. 

(2.) After the appointed day the general rate and the poor rate shall bo 
assessed, made, and levied together by the borough council as one rate, which 
shall be termed the general rate, and shall be assessed, made, collected, and 
levied, as if it were the poor rate, and all enactments applying or referring 
to the poor rate shaU, subject to the provisions of this Act as to audit, be 
construed as applying or referring also to the general rate. 

(3.) Where a borough comprises more than one parish, the amount to be 
raised to meet the. expenses of the borough council, or other sums payable 
as part of those expenses, shall, subject to any provision required for the 
airdjustment of local burdens, be divided between the parishes in proportion to 
their ratable value. 

There will still be considerable differences in the rates in the different parishes 
within one borough, not only by reason of the special rating under section 10 (4), but 
by reason of section 10 (3) .which will leave leakages from empty properties, etc., to fall 
on the individual parish. Thus, between St. George, Hanover Square, and St. Mary- 
le-Strand, both in the same borough of Westminster, there was in 1896-6 a difference 
in the rates levied of 4*93d. due to this cause of differentiation. 

(4.) Where any of the adoptive Acts^ or any local or other Act, does not 
extend to the whole borough, any rate required to meet the expenses im.'ur red 
under the Act shall, subject to the provisions of any scheme under this Act, 
be levied together with, and as an additional item of, the gpneral rate over 
the area to which the Act extends.

After the appointed day every precept issued by any authoritjr in 
London for the purpose of obtaining money which is ultimately to be raised 
out of a rate within a borough, other than a precept sent to guardians 
by the Local Government Board or by a body containing representatives 
elected by the guardians, shall be sent to the council attheir office, addressed 
to the council or to the town clerk. Any such precept, if so sent and addressed, 
shall be deemed to be personally served on tne council, and shall be executed 
by them. " Precept ** in this section includes any order, certificate, warrant, 
or other document of a like character, and the Local Government Board 
may settle the form of any precept as so defined. 

Hitherto the County Council has served its precepts on the guardians, the School 
Itoard on the vestries and district boards, and the Police on the parish overseers. The 
('ounty Council will still serve its precepts on the guardians of the unions in which the 
City is situated, and the School Board on the Common Council. 

The precept of the Tjocal Government Board referred to is the precept for contribu- 
tions to the Common Poor Fund. The bodies containing representatives elected by the 
guardians are the Metropolitan Asylums Board, the boards of management of school 
districts, and the boards of management of sick asylum districts. 

The Form of the Bate Demand. 

(3.) After the appointed day all the rates collected in a metropolitan 
borough from any person by the council shall, as far as is practicsible, be 
levied on one demand note, and the demand note shall be in a form approved 
by the Local Government Board, and shall state in inanner provided in that 
form — 

(a ) the ratable value of the premises in respect of which the rate is 

levied ; and 
ih) the rate in the pound -, and 
(r) the period for which the rate is ma4a ; and 
(tl) the several purposes for which the rate is levied ; and 

(e) the approximate amount in the pound required for each purpose (in- 
cluding, as far as is practicable, the proportionate amount of the

(/') any matter required by section two of the London (Equalisation of 
Bates) Act, 1894 [57 and 58 Vict. c.

The order of the Local Government Board under the Equalisation of Bates Act

The sewers rate is a landlords' tax, the occupier deducting the rate from the rent he 
pays to the landlord. Prior to 1888 it included the main drainage rate of the Metro- 
politan Board of Works : but the Jjocal Government Act consolidated the County 
Council's rates into one County Bate, and the payment of what was before the main 
drainage rate was unintentionally transferred from the landlord to the occupier. This 
part of the County Rate, however, is not affected by the present section, which applies 
only to the local sewers rate. In practice the landlord generally contracts out of the 
provision. 

Constitution of Assessment Committees. 

13.— Where the whole of a poor-law union is within one borough, the 

assessment committee shall, notwithstanding anything in 

Assessment section five of the Valuation (Metropolis) Act, 1869 [32 and 33 

Committees.

14.— After the apiwinted day the accounts of the council of every metro- 
politan borough, and of any committee appointed b^ the 
Audit council, and of their officers, including the accounts relating to

Accounts, council, shall be made u^ and audited in like manner and 
subject to the same provisions as the aceoimts of the London 
County Council, and the enactments relating to the audit of those accounts 
and to all matters incidental thereto and consequential thereon, including 
the penal provisions, shall apply accordingly. 

The accounts of the County Council are audited by the district auditors appointed 
by the Local Government Board (Local Government Act, 1888, s. 71 and sched. 2, 
Public Health Act, 1875, ss.

(2.) Before any Order in Council forming an area into a borough is made 
under this Act, the draft thereof shall be laid before each House of Parlia- 
ment for a period of not less than thirty days during the Session of Parlia- 
ment, and if either of those Houses before the expiration of those thirty 
days pi*esents an address to Her Majesty against the draft or any part thereof 
no further proceedings shall be taken tnereon, without prejudice to the 
making of any new draft Order. 

(3.) The Commissioners shall for the execution of their duties under this 
Act have the like powers as inspectors of the Local Government Board.

(2.) In making adjustments by a scheme under this section, regard shall 
be had to any composition, contribution, or exemption, whether statutory 
or otherwise, which has heretofore existed in regard to any portion of any 
area dealt with under the scheme.

(3.) The provisions of the Municipal Corporations Act, 1882 [45 and 46 Vict, 
c. 50X as amended by the School boards Act, 1885 [48 and 49 Vict. c. 381 
with respect to a scheme nnder Part Eleven of the first-mentioned Act, shall 
apply in the case of any scheme under this Act with the necessary modifi- 
cations, ftnd any jirovemors or trustees of the poor or other similar body 
under a local Act shall be deemed, but the London County Council shall not 
be deemed, to be a local authority within the meaning of those provisions : — 

The powers under Part Eleven are given by section 16 (1) (b) above. The local 
authorities whose duties may be transferred are— a sanitary authority, a corporation 
not subject to the Municipal Corporations Acts, a burial board, trustees, commis- 
sioners or other personB who, as a public body and not for their own profit, act under

The School Board, which was excluded In the 
principal Act, is included by the School Boards Act, 1885, but see section 31 (6) 
below. Th eCounty Council andPolice are specially excluded by s. 16 (3) and (1) (b). 

These shall also be deemed to be local authorities within the meaning of 
the said provisions— 

(a) The mayor, commonalty^ and citizens, and the court of aldermen 
of the pity of London, so far as relates to any powers exercisable by 
them or by officers api>ointed by them respectively within the ancient 
borough of Southwark; and 

The Court of Aldermen of the City appoints the High Steward of Southwark (in 
person, the Recorder of the City) , who holds the Court Leet as Steward of the Corpora- 
tion, which is Lord 6f the Manor of Southwark. 

The Corporation appoints the High Bailiff of Southwark (in person, the Secondary 
of the City), who is the returning ofiftcer. prepares the registers of voters and jury 
lists, and has other duties in the borough. 

The City is also responsible for the Southwark Sessions, the Clerk of the Peace 
Issuing a precept, signed by the Lord Mayor and one Alderman, directing the High 
Bailiff to summon urors, etc., if necessary. The proceedings are, however, purely 
formal : the Clerk of the Peace attends the place of meeting and receives the precepts 
and lists of jurors from the High Bailiff— there are never any cases. 

(b) the Dean and Chapter of the Collegiate Church of St. Peter, West- 
minster, so far as relates to any powers of local government exerciseable 
by them or their officers within the borough of Westminster, and the 
Court of Burgesses of the ancient city of Westminster. 

St. Peter, Westminster, is an extra-parochial place in schedule C of the Metropolis 
Management Act 1855 ; it is, however, included in St. George's Union for Poor-law 
administration. In 1894 the Dean and Chapter successfully opposed an application 
made to the London County Council by the Vestry of St. Margaret and St. John, 
Westminster, for the inclusion of the Close within the parish. 

The Court of Burgesses was incorporated by " ordinances" made under the Act of 
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27 Elizabeth. In recent times the only duty of importance remaining to tlie Coort 
was the administration of the law relating to weights and measures, which was given 
to it by the 24 and 25 Vic, cap. 78, and which was specially continued to it by the 
Weights and Measures iVct of 1878. This duty was, however, transferred to the 
Loudon County Council by the Weights and Measures Act of 1889, and the Court have 
now practically no powers. The Coroner for Westminster is appointed by the Court. 

(4.) Provided that notification in the "'London Qfizette/' and in such other 
manner as the Committee of Council may direct^ of a diraft scheme having 
been prepared or of a scheme having been settled, and of the place where 
copies of it can be inspected and obtained, shall be substituted for publication 
of the draft scheme or scheme in the '" London Gazette" or in the manner 
required bj' the Seventh Schedule to the Municipal Corporations Act, 1882. 

Division of Parishes. 

17i — (1.) Every part of the administrative county of London outside the 

City shall be situate in some borough and some parish, and a 

Rules as to parish shall not be situate in more than one borough, or partly

Parishes. (2.) An Order in Council under this Act may divide a parish 

or place into parts for the purpose of giving effect to this 

section or of constituting a satisfactory area for a borough, and, unless 

otherwise provided by the Order or by a scheme under this Act, each part 

shall be a separate parish. 

The parts affected by this provision are- 
Extra parochial places iu schedule C of the Metropolis Management Act 1865 not 
included in any vestry or district board area— viz., Charterhouse (Finsbury), Gray's 
Inn, Lincoln's Inn. and Staple Inn (Holbom), St. Peter (Westminster), and 
Fumival's Inn (partly in Holborn and partly in the City). 
Fringes of parishes in the City sanitary area— 

Fumival's Inn (4 hou8e:<;). Shoreditch (3 houses). Saffron Hill (11 houses). White- 
chapel (7 houses), Glasshouse-yard (13 houses). (The liberty of Glasshouse-yard is 
itself ouly part of the parish of St. Botolph, Aldersgate.) 

The Tt)wer of lioudou, which is not in any poor-law union or local government 
area ; it is not assessed and makes no contribution except to the Whitechapel Dis- 
trict Board on the basis of a £4,000 valuation. 

Detached Portions of Old Vestry Areajsi. 

18. — (1.) Every part of a parish in London which is wholly detached from 

the principal part of the parish shall by an Order in Council 

Detached under this Act be annexed to or divided between any of the 

Parts of boroughs which it adjoins, and be either constituted a separate 

Parishes, parish or be annexed to or divided between an^ of the paiishes 

which it adjoins, so, however, that the provisions of this Act 

with re8i)ect to a parish not being situate in more than one borough shall be 

observed. 

Provided that — If the Commissioners under this Act make a special report 
to Parliament that by reason of anything done under any of the adoptive 
Acts or for any other exceptional reason it is impracticable to deal with a 
detached part of a parish in a manner required by the foregoing provisions of 
this section, those provisions shall not apply, and further provided that the 
foregoing provisions of this section shall not apply to the hamlet of Knights- 
bridge. 
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*The whole of Kidbrooke will probably be added to Charlton. 

(2.) Where the county of London surrounds a detached part of a parish in 
another county, the foregoing provisions shall apply, and the detached part 
shall for all purposes become part of the county of London and of the appro- 
priate county electoral division. 

These are South Hornsey detached (66^ acres), which is attached to Stoke 
Newingfton ; and Mitcham detached (4 acres), which has become pai*t of the parish of 
Tooting Graveney in the borough of Wandsworth. 

(3.) Where a detached part so becomes part of the county of London, and is 
part of any urban district the remainder of which adjoins the county of 
London, the whole of the district may, by Order in Council, if it seems 
expedient after considering all the circumstances of the case, be added to 
and form for all purposes part of the county of London and of the appropriate 
borough. 

This provision has been acted upon in the case of South Hornsey, of which the 
part surrounded by London has a greater population than the part outside the 
County. (For particulars see under " Stoke Newington borough.") 

(4.) Where a detached part of a parish in the county of London is whoUy 
surrounded by any other county the detached part shall for all purposes 
become part of that coimty and where a detached part as aforesaid is 
surrounded by more than one county that detached part shall become part 
of such countv as shall be determined by Order in Council under this Act, 
and every sucn detached part shall by Order in Council be either constituted 
:a separate parish or annexed to or divided between any parish or parishes 
which it adjoins, and be added to the appropriate county district and county 
electoral division. 

[But no alteration can be made in the Parliamentary borough— see s. 31 (3).] 



This applies to (1) Clerkeuwell detached, called Muswell Hill (04 acret^), which on 
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the west and south touches Hornsey , on the east Wood Green, and on the north Prieru 
Bamet; it drains into the Friem Baxnet district ; it has been attached to Hornsey, 
and to (2) Putney detached (19 acres), which has been attached to Barnes. North 
Woolwich, which is separated from the main part of the parish by the river, 
and is locally situated in Etsex, is not technically detached, because the boun- 
daries of North Woolwich and Woolwich coincide in the middle of the river. 

(5.) Nothing in this section shall apply to the City of London. 

(6.) The London County Council and the council of any adjoining county 
shall be entitled to be heard on any alteration or proposed alteration of the 
area of the county of London.

(3.) Nothing in this Act shall prevent the council of any borough eonsistini? 
of or comprising Woolwich from continuing to make any contribution for 
the purpose of technical education hitherto made by any local authority, or 
from exercising any existing i)Owers of carrying on a market. 

The Woolwich Local Board has powers under the .Public Health Acts, the Allot- 
ments Act, and the Technical Instruction Acts, as a local board of health, which 
the vestries under the Metropolis Management Acts have not ; chief among these are 
markets, technical education, allotments and water supply. The first two are specially 
reserved to the new borough and the third can be regained under the Allotments Act«i. 
The local board has not exercised its powers of water supply, the parish being supplied 
by the Kent Company. It maintains a fish and vegetable market of which the 
revenue is £900 and the expenses £376, the excess revenue of £626 being applied in 
relief of the rates, and it contributes about £626 to technical education. 

Special Provision as to Fenge. 

20. — (1) An Order in Council under this Act may either annex Penge to the

(2.) Provided that any building which belong to any body whose powers 
and dnties are transferred to anyooronfirh council by or under this Act, and 
which has been erected wholly or partly on a churchward shall, with its 
appurtenances, be transferred to and vest in the council, subject to such 
right of use for church purposes as may be given by the scheme.

The Local Government Board shall not make any provisional order unless 
public notice of the purport of the proposed order has been previously given by 
advertisement in two successive weeks in some local newspaper circulating in 
the district to which such provisional order relates :

Nothing in or done under this Act shall be construed as altering the 
limits of any parliamentary borough or parliamentary county. 

Thus South Hornsey will be in the electoral division of North Hackney for London 
County Council elections, while it will be in the Hornsey division of the County oi 
Middlesex for Parliamentary elections ; the part of Mitcham, which will be added to 
Wandsworth, will still be in the Parliamentary county of Surrey. Conversely 
the inhabitants of Muswell Hill will vote in the East division of Finsbury for Parlia- 
ment, while for the County Council they will vote in Middlesex. 

(4.) Except so far as the areas of parishes and sanitary districts are altered 
by or under this Act nothing in this Act shall affect the London (Equali- 
sation of Bates) Act, 1894 [57 and 58 Vict.,c. 53]. 

The effect of this provision is open to doubt. If the new boroughs are " sanitary 
districts " in the meaning of the Equalisation Act, the equalisation grant will be 
distributed to the parishes within the borough on the basis of population. Thus it 
will happen that parishes which, for public health services, are in the first instance 
chained equally on the basis of ratable value, will receive grants in aid of those 
services on the basis of their population, so that the parishes with a high ratable 
value will bear a higher rate in the pound than the parishes with a low ratable value 
for services which are nominally chargeable equally over the whole borough. Por 
example, Wapping and Mile End New Town are both in the borough of Stepney, and

POWERS OF COUNTY COUNCIL TO BE EXEBCISED ALSO BT 

BOROUGH COUNCILS. See S. 5 (2.) 

1. Power under section one hundred and seventy of the London Building Act, 
1894, which section relates to the demolition of buildings in case of the con- 
viction for an offence against the Act, or bye-laws made under it. The power 
to be exercised only where the borough council have obtained the conviction. 

[The council may, upon a justice's order, demolish or alter a building to bring it into 
conformity with the Building Act, and may sell the materials and recover the expenses 
in a summary manner.] 

2. Power to take proceedings in respect of timber or other articles piled, 
stacked, or stored in contravention of section one himdred and ninety-seven 
or section two hundred (eleven) {h) of the London Building Act, 1894. The 
power to be exercised only virithin the borough. 

[Timber, barrels, &c., may not be piled beyond the general building line, nor within 
10 feet of a furnace, nor higher than 60 feet, nor may any room be formed inside it. 
under a penalty of AOa, a day. The County Council has power to relax any of the pro- 
visions of the section ; and, as this power also applies to the borough councils, there 
may be confliction of jurisdiction.] 

3. Powers under sections seventeen to twenty-five of the Metropolis Water 
Act, 1871, with respect to regulations of water companies. The power to be 
exercised only with respect to a water company supplying any part of the 
borough. 

[The council may appeal to the Board of Trade with reference to the regulations 
made by the Metropolitan Water Companies. These are such as shall be expedient 
for the purpose of preventing the waste and misuse of water ; they may prescribe the 
size, nature, and strength of the pipes, casks, cisterns, and other apparatus to be used, 
and may apply also to the prevention of undue consumption and contamination of 
water.,]

A. Powers under section seven of the Bailway and Canal Traffic Act, 1888, to 
make or appear in opposition to certain complaints. 

[The borough couucil may make to the Commissioners auy complaint which the 
Commissioners have jurisdiction to determine, and may do so without proof that such 
authority is aggrieved by the matter complained of. they may appear in opposition to 
any complaint in any case where such authority appear to the Commissioners to be 
likely to be affected by any determination of the Commissioners upon such complaint 
The jurisdiction of the Commissioners is chiefly concerned with rates and charges* 
traffic facilities, &c.] 

5. Powers under section sixty-five of the Local Government Act, 1888, which 
section relates to the acquisition of land. The power to be exercised only 
where the land is required for the purpose of any of the powers or duties of 
the borough cotmcil.

65.— (1.) A [county] boroiigh council may, from time to time, for the purpose of any 
of their powers and duties, acquire, purchase, or take on lease, or exchange any land^ 
or any easements or rights over or in land, whether situate within or without the 
[county] borough, and may acquire, hire, erect, and furnish such halls, buildings, £gid 
offices as they may from time to time require, whether within or without their county 
(2.) Por the purpose of the purchase, taking on lease, or exchange of such lands, 
sections 176, 177, and 178 of -the Public Health Act, 1876 [applying, in the main, the 
Lands Clauses Consolidation Acts], shall apply as if they were herein re-enacted, and 
in terms made applicable to the [County] borough Council. 

(3.) Where the [County] borou/gh Council, with the consent of the Local Govern- 
ment Board, sell any land, the proceeds of such sale shall be applied in such manner 
as the said Board sanction towards the discharge of any loan of the Council, or other- 
wise for any purpose for which capital may be applied by the Council. 

Power to adopt Part III. of the Housing of the Working Glasses Act, 1890, 
The power to be exercised only within the Dorough. 

Parts I. and II. deal with the clearance of unhealthy areas and the erection thereou 
of dwellings for the working classes; Part III. gives power to acquire lands 
and to erect and manage lodging-houses for the workii^ classes. The net capita^ 
expenditure of the County Council under Fart I. has been £1,997,302 on clearance> 
and £337,218 on the erection of dwellings, a total of £2,334,520; under Part II.. 
£55,731 on clearances and £3,821 on erections, total £59,552 ; under Part III., £106,197. 
The lodging-houses are at Parker-street, Dufferin-street, Millbank, and at Green - 
street, Gun-stcaet, and IBorough-toad, Southwaxk. Part II. of the Act has alr.'ays 
been within the administration of the local bodies. 

Power to make bye-laws under section twenty-three of the Municipal Cor- 
porations Act, 1882, as applied by section sixteen of the Local G-overnment 
Act, 1888. The bye-laws to be in force only within the borough and not to be 
inconsistent with any bye-laws made by the County Council. 

Municipal Corporations Act, 1882.

Poor-law administration in London is carried on by thirtj'-one Boards oi* 
(j! uardians, five Boards of Managers of school districts, and two Boards of 
Managers of Sick Asylum districts. The Metropolitan Asylums Board is 
also a Poor-law institution, but not exclusively so, as others than paupers 
use its hospitals. The lunatic asylums receive their inmates mainly from 
the Boards of Guardians, who endeavour to obtain payment for the cost 
of maintenance from relatives, if they are in a position to pay. 

There is one Board of Parish Guardians (Lewisham), sixteen Boards of 
Directors, Governors, or trustees of the poor. They are rating authoriti4*s. 
who take no part in actutal Poor-law administration. 

The return by tlie Local Government Board (1899-19rX)) shows that the 
total expenditure in London foi* the relief of the poor, exclusive of the 
opei'ation of the Poor Fund, was £'8,446,1 3-2. The parishes a,nd unions 
wlilch favour outdoor relief, and which hav»; n, majority of paup«M's 
in recel|)t of (mt^rloor relief on their l)Ooks. ai-e [*oplar, Ti(Hvisliani, 
Woolwicli, (^imberwell, \Van<lswoHli and (.'lapham, St. Olave. Hackney, 
and Islington. The following a<loi)t a contrary iKilicy, and have more 
indoor paujxirsthan cmtdoin* recipients of relief: Whitechapel, St. (Jeorge- 
in-the-Kast, Stepney, Strand, Kensington, Chelsea, St. George, Hanover- 
square; while the other parishes adoj^t rather a middle course. The 
amount spent on in-maintenance was £"920,986, outdoor relief £'2*i8,t)24, in 
maintenance of lunatics in asylums and licensed houses £414,9(38, in 
salaries and superannuation allowances £767,262, and in loans repaid and 
interest £524,099, while the remainder is designated " other expenses of, oi* 
immediately connected with, relief." 

The expenses of the Central London School District amount to £39,521 
a year ; the West London spends £24,264, South Metropolitan District 
spends £58,200, Kensington and Chelsea spend £24,080, and North Surrey 
spends £24,791. 

The expenditure of the Central London Sick Asylum District amounts 
to £16,450 a year, and that of Poplar and Stepney District to £38,889. 
The expenditure of the School and Sick Asylum Districts is inclmle 1 in 
the amounts stated above as the cost of poor-relief.

The Board's expenditure has, 
with the growth of its work, in- 
creased as follows dnring the last 
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seven years : — 1892, £488,936 ; 
1893, £583,138 ; 1894, £575,214 ; 1895, 
£55:3,976; 1896, £625,122; 1897, 
£665,a93 ; 1898, £719.128 ; and 1899, 
£766.784. The staff at the Fever 
Hospitals in 1890 were 670; now 
they number about 2,300. The total 
cost* per patient was £^36 in 1885, 
and m 1896 between £10 and £11. 
The total cost of each imbecile 
patient was £26 28. hd. in 1885; 
£24 6«. 6<^. in 1895. The ambulance 
service and notification of diseases 
have involved new and growing 
expenditure. 

The Local Government Board has 
decided to give the Metropolitan 
Asylums Board char^ of certain 
classes of Poor-law children, to wit : 
(a) Those suffering from ophthalmia 
or other contagious diseases of the 
eye. (6) Those suffering from con- 
tagfious diseases of the skin or scalp, 
(c) Those requiring either special 
treatment during convalescence, or 
the benefit of seaside air. (r?) Those 
who by reason of defect of intellect 
or physical infirmity cannot pro- 
perly be trained in association with 
children in ordinary schools, {e) 
Those who are ordered by two 
justices or a magistrate to be taken 
under the Industrial Schools Act, 
1866, to a workhouse or an asylum 
of the district. 

The maintenance^ of patients is 
charged to the parishes or unions 
according to the nunaber of patients 
Ixjlonging to each district, and the 
maintenance of officers and servants, 
buildings, fittings, office expenses 
are common charges levied through- 
out the Metropolis, and amount 
to about three-fourths of the expen- 
diture.

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BOARDS OF GUARDIANS. 

Thk '30 Boards of Guardians vary greatly in the population they govern, 
and in their systems of administration. In 14 instances the parochial 
areas are coterminus with Poor-law areas, and 2() Boards of Guardians 
are '* miions " of one or more parishes. There are 817 elected Guardians. 
Each Board consists of 18, 24, or JX) members, except the City of London 
Board, which has 94 members. The population of the areas ranges from 
25,000 in the Strand Union to 882.542 in the Wandsworth and Clapham 
Union. 

There is great diversity in the systems of administration adopted by the 
Boards. Some Boards, like those of Whitechapel, St. George's-in-the- 
East, and Stepney, reduce out-relief to the smallest limits ; while other 
Boards are very liberal in out-relief grants. 

The figures of the cost of indoor and outdoor relief here given can onljr be 
taken as indications of the policy adopted, as they are not always arrived 
at on the same basis — Boards adopting different methods in their accounts.
